In the mean cime, my Accefs was (6 eafy« that 
I daily (aw the Queen ; for the Hopes which He^ 
md chcrij(b*d, by my Means to revenge himfelf of 
the King of ?arth'm^ had made him ,fweeten his 
Savage Humour, on purpofe to endear me wich a 
kind Entertainment. A thou (and times was my. 
Tongue ready before that adorable Princefs, not 
openly to declare my Paflion, for I bad not the 
daring to take fuch a Liberty before a Vettue that 
made me tremble ^ but at leafV, to let her know 
that no Man had a more paflionate Intereft in her 
Fortune, or could pay down ^is Life with greater 
}oy than myfclf^ to purchafe Solace for her Afiec- 
dons : But ftiil Fear arrefted my Intentions, and 
I haye iliak*d at the thought of my Qedgn, like a 
timorous Soldier at the Siglit of ao Enemy, or )oas 
Approaches to an Adauk ^ yet 1 czprefs'd part of 
that in Looks, which my Tongue would fain have 
faid at large \ and .then if (be chanced to call her 
Eyes upon mine, and take them in the Fa^, they 
loil an their AfTurauoe, avdiwerp either .too feeble 
to receive the Beams flie ihot^ wif^^V^ AfbniHk-.

The Queen bad.foon difcovec'd the Truth, i£ 
ihe had not been prevented by (o many cruel 
Cares, that would not permit her to fallen an ob- 
ferving Thought upon any of my particular Acti- 
ons. 1 was one Day with the Princefs Alexandra 
her Morher, and as I kept a Complaifance full of 
ReTpe^k in my Behaviour to them, by the help of 
an Opinion which they had conceived to nij Ad- 
vanc^, they began to repo(c much Confidence 
in me : Alexandra being of a boiling Spirit, and 
a Temper which wanted much of the Sweetndft 
and Patience the Queen her Daughter was endued 
with, abandon'd her/elf to the Re{entment, which 
was yet frcfh for the Death of Ariftohulus^ ex* 
claimed againft the Cruelty of Herod in moft vio^ 
lent Terms, and deplor*d her own and her Daugh* 
t6r*s Condilion in Words fiill of Pallion and Tran(^ 
port. From the In|aries ihe receiv'd in herSou*s 
Death, and the Ruin of her Kindred, her bitter 
Complaints palled to the deadly Jcaloufy oiHer»d^ 
and iht fatal Eifedls it had hke to have wrought, 
by the Order he had given to his Uncle Jojepby 
which (at the Brink of his going to appear before 
Anthony at Laodicea) commanded him to kill 
Mm'utmnty/xn cafe that Voyage proved fatal to 
him. Alexandra went on with Vehemence, in re- 
counting divers other Effedls gf her Son-in-law's 
Cruelty 5 and during all the Diicourfe, the Queen 
never Co much as open'd her Mouth, but only to 
let go fome redoubled Sighs, and made her Tears 
keep company with her Mother's Words, which 
gave frelli Liiftrc to her Bcautv. Oh Gods I what

Perfbns, and feeing myfblf s^ne with the Queen 
by her Bed*s Side, I made a ftrong Aflault upon 
my Fear, to recover my Difcourfe ^ and beholding 
the Tears that {lill crepe upon her fair Cheeks,

Thefe Words, wholly compaflSonatc as they 
were, were afcribed by the Queen to nought but 
the CompafSon I took of her Misfornines ; yet 
they called her from the Contemplation of her 
Mi^ies, which had fiized her Thoughts, and 
tai^ng up her Eyes td*mine, with a Look foil of 
a fwcet AdcBOwledgmcnt ; < I fliould be forty. 
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Jaidjhe^ to buy the Qiict of my Life with the 
Dangct of youi*s j and I have yet more Right 
to my own Miferies, than to your AfHiiftions ^ 
we are both perfecured, yoa by a Brother, and 
I by a Husban<}': Your Refentmems I canuot 
difapprove, but' I can admit none that are un- 
lawful againft my Husband i and if his Adious 
do frame our Cstlamities, *tis fit I il^ouM believe 
that Heaven makes ufe of them to chaftize our 
Crimes. By them it hath ktfall its Wrath up- 
on the Head of our deplorable Family, and 
therefore if any Complaint breaks ftom me, it 
makes its Way through the Weaknels of my 
Nature, and muft be owned for the Child of 
Juftice.* * O miraculous Vertue ! cryd /, in- 
Hrruptiftg ber^ it is requifire I fliould redobble 
my Griefs, to' ^e you plunged in (uch deep Ca- 
lamity/ * My Misformncs are not infiipport- 
able, reply d the Queen, if you would find the 
way tounderCland them right ^ and if you know 
the God which I adore, yoa would likewi(e 
know the Confolation I tafte in my Sufferings, 
which now ~you cannot apprehend : If he hatb 
given me Herod for a Puuilhment, as well as a 
Husband, I ought to receive him from his Hands 
as both : And if he ordains me to pardon the 
Injuries done by the moft cruel and remote Ene- 
mies, fure he would have me forget thofe with 
an entire Refignaiion I received from him, to 
whom he hath pleafed to xxt. me in a Knot<' (b 
facred.' * It is that. Madam, anfwerd J^ that 
makes me hold my Condition unfbrmnace, that 
Heaven hath raifed you up an Enemy and a 
Perfecutor, ^gainft whom I cannot offer you 
my Sword and Life, without offending your 
Vertue } that your high-raifed RefleiSUons can^ 
AQC be combated by a Man that reveres you ; 
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< nor can I caifure the Confideration von keep 
^ for the King your Husband, fince in nis Arms 

* I found my Refuge, nor do him any ill Office 
^ without Ingratitude: Biit if the Interefl which 

* I take in your Wrongs, the Admiration I have 
^ of your Vercue, and Refeutments much more 

* prcfGng and particular, make me tind in your, 

* Affiiaions a Subjed: ' At thcfe Words I 

flopped, and confidering how tbc infcnfibleTranf- 
port of my PafHon had carried me iruo T^rms of 
Pifirovery, I flaid in an abrupt Silence, without 
condud^ing my Words to any Period. 

The Queen obfcrving my ftrange breaking off, 
look*d upon me, and doubtlefs either expeded 
what was bcbind to clofc my Difcourie, or would 
have asked the Cau(e of my fudden Silence ; when 
tKe Princefs her Mother c^me back again to my ^ 
Refcue from the Perplexity wherpn my Impru- 
dence had engaged me ; Yet I think we had (pent 
more Time in phis Entertainment, if the Arrived 
pf (bme Ladies had not interrupted us s the Prin- 
cipal of which was Salomfy the Siflcr of Herod. 
It was not Amity that brought her to vifit the 
Princeflcs, for fhe hated them mortally -, but ha- 
ving a dexterous and artificial Spirit, ihe made it 
bow to her Intercftsj and knowing the Power 
Mariamne had, as unfortunate as Ihe was, in the 
King's AfFcftions, ihe forc'd herfclf to appear offi- 
cious, and cover*d her malicious Thoughts with a 
black Diflimulation. The Ill-will ihe alreadj 
bore to ihc Queen, was augmented by a Mii- 
chance, which I mud now recount} for, fincc 
you have ordained me to give you the Truth of 
my Fortune, ftript of all Diiguifc, I am forc'd to, 
tell you, Madam, though tlic Relation may of- 
fend Modefty, that my milhap, and no other 
e Caufe, made me beIoy*d of Sahme. I had already 
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Obfcrv'd her AiTc^^ion by divers Signs, but was 
cafily petfwaded to flight my Difcovery, cither by 
a juft Anticipation which chained me to another^ 
the meaneft I?art of whom was infinitely above all 
that Sahme ooold boaft Jovely, or by an imper* 
fe(^ Knowledge I bad aheady got or her dange^ 
rous Humour j however, I was content to anfwcr 
her extraordinary Carefles, with fiich a Civility, 
as I belrev'd was due to the Sifter o^ Herod ^ and 
/if I reaived them at firft with any Satisfadions, 
from that Time wherein my Life grew confider- 
'flbie, hecanfe I had given it to the Queen, and had 
begun to leek all that Swcctnefs 1 could iancy in 
her only, I had (carccly allowed one fingle Re- 
"gard, cither to the Face or Actions oi Salome, 

For that Day flie cue off mj fiinher Difcourfe 
with tlie Queen, but I had Lioerty enough to re- 
sew it in chofe that fuceeeded ; the Court was 
not theft very large, every Man fearing to provoke 
HeretTi /ealous and (ufpicious Spirit ^ but iti all 
theConverfe I had with her. Fear ftill fettet'd mj 
Tongue, and I had not die Confidence to difdo^ 
my Thoughts further ijian what my Eyes, or fome* 
times a fadden Change of Colour could expreis* 
In the mean time, Herod (either through Genero 
^tj^ or thofe Reafons I rendered) ftill permitred 
me thofe Liberties, when Fortune prefenied ah Oc- 
cafioti to improve my Credit with him. 
' Malichus^ who commanded x^ Arabians y ati 
auiciem Enemy to Her»dy with a powerfiil Army 
invaded the Frontiers of ^udea, committing a 
thbu&nd Ads of HoftiHty ; it was fince beHev*d 
he kept IntelUg^nce with old Htrcanus, who, as I 
told you, liv^d ^tHierufa/em in the Condition of si 
private Man, without any Craft or Cognizance of 
A&irs, and with the Prince^ Alexandra : how- 
e?ex it w as» Htrod unitins his difperfcd Forces 
. .. C^ witte 
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with exceeding Dilig6nce> had Coon gathei'd a 
confidcrable Army > and not being able to go in 
Seribn, becaufe of Tome Troubles he CuHptdxd ac , 
Home» bcfides his intended Voyage to go viiSc 
Auguftus Cdfar^ then ac Rhodes y he put hi3 Brother 
Pheroras in the Head of" it. \ .was aiham'd that 
I bad employed all 917 Youth in luntiing away 
from Death ^ and defiring Leave of the King that I 
might aiScompany his Brother in tlu^t Expeditioo^ 
he not only confented, but gave, me the Com<- 
jnand of all the Cavalry : I parted very well plea* 
fed wich the Employment, and endcavour'd to 
fweeten the Gtief 1 took to kayt Marian^ f with 
a Hope to merit her Efteem by £otac A^on of 
Valour. I will not trouble you with the Partis 
culars of this War> and ihall only concern my- 
felf to tell yoo, that by an Excels of good Fos^ 
tone, I acquired a Reputation la^e enough § 'u$ 
the Engagements m^de with my Troops^ I ^caroi 
ihe Enemy in divers Encount^^, which I hwi 
ftiil the Hap to i^nalise by ipme p^ibnalaAAioa* 
In one Combat, which was ob(unately difputeil 
with a Souadron of our Troopsi 1 kill'a the 
Brother of Malicbus wich my owin Haod^ and. a 
few Days after, having furpriz'd half the Enemy's 
Army at a Pafs upon a River, I charg'd k with 
4000 Horfe I had then with me, with fo Qrang^ 
a Succefs, that wc kill*d above 8000 Arabians np» 
on the Place, and routed the icflb with fiicb^a 
grand Confufion, that they left all their l^a^gags 
Co our Soldiers. 

By this and the precedent Eneounten, I bad 
acquired as much Credit in the Army as I co^U 
well defire -, and Her^sl receiving the News, ooq« 
ceiv'dan Opinion cf me Co advautaeeous, as wich<> 
in a Inort time after, having caird home his Bro^ 
ther Pkitroras to d^e GoTanmedt of the Sta^ 
^ during 
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daring his Vojzff to AuguftuSy be defired me ta 
nfieept f h^ Cojamsod pf fhe Aiiny in Chkf, ra*- . 
iber dMifiog CD rep<^ il) wieigbey a Tnifl in tBC^ 
ihough ycHMig, jMtd a Soiangef , than in aoy C3if his 
old and AKxe jeKpctieoced Cai^aim. Altec the 
Dimixuce of Pkemasy 1 bad rbe fole CcmiflgkaiidU 
anafoctune, tbac had favoa^'d lay Bcginoingf^ 
4'tA ^Q Wfell ftocnid kr Kiiidoefs in what fi>llow*d, 
th^ at laft I cDCtrd^ cbaftd (be Ar^kisns 6at of 
^i^M, after they bad Ipft above looto Lives tti 
diver^ JEaconmers. .Tlm9) tvbeo aH was pacified 
li)><Hi itbe Froticitcrv and we had po more. Eiiei- 
tW9, CO jQombac,. a^ the Gsurilbns were km^ 
fied; I tAtumfii {owasds Jervfaiefit^ kTs Satisfied 
11^ the Afplanfe was' pfiefiarVl nw &r foy good 
Aftscets, tban with the Hope of being iiiddeiilf 
rcft«r'd tt> the Sight of Mm^^mm i aod lo 6e her 
il fiieh a time, . wheii I heliev'd the Scrrice I had 
done hteComitry, had' ptuchaied (obic EAbcoi m 
Iwc Thoiighes. 

• 6ut» oh^joda I how fatpciz'd wts I it a /ad Re* 
pott I net nvitk «ipoii the Way> which tcdd me 
that Hrr«^ was depatted fiom Rbgda^ wkh defiga 
\Si gain the &me Credit with Auguftus that he iiad 
with Anthomjf \ but helbte his D^aroire, hecaus'd 
old Hirca^us to be ftrangkd!* oat of SufpidoA 
chat he kept Intellif^encc with MaliebuSy and that 
^eat Prince(s hai Grand-Ontd» with her Mother, 
to be flint up ia a Caftle, or rather a dole Pri* 
ion near the City,' under the Guard of S$bemus 
and fofifbj with «Kpicfi Order to refii^ dieic 
liberty, and forbid them ailConverfe ciU he came 
back again. This Newa 9ot only moderated 
the Concentmem I took in my Remm, and the 
fucceisfol Ev«at of aiy Etpedicion, but pofTefs'd 
my Spirit with Aftoniftment, Hocror, and Com« 
f aiSton*. I ^as aHiaz'd ait theCtudty ^H#rW, w^ 
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ikoldine his Life and Seepcer of Hirca»usi Good- 
ncfs, thottgh he was then fourfc6re, had not the 
Patience to fbiy till Nature woaki felinquilh hiia 
to his Tomb; the Horror of this A^, and the 
iad Pity I bad ibr the AiHtdion ^nd Captirity of 
MariMmne^ bnus'd my Soul with a Grief k> weigii* 
ty, as I was ready to give. over all Refiftanoe. 

Arfane-^y and my Governor PoHtiSy feeing my 
Sorrows fweil to fucn a Proportion, as they thought 
coo big forlmy Interefts in HerotPs HduCe, earned;*^ 
ly entreated me to undifeuift the Caufe of it. At 
wil I refifted s but in fine, confideringtche little 
Reafi>n I had to diflurb them, after they had gi- 
ven fuch dear Proofs of their Affedson^ I aliin^ 
doa*d my Secret to their DtCcretion, and avow^ed 
my violent Paflion iotAlariamne, This Conlcf> 
£on fiirprized them, though well knowing what 
Charms the Queen oofie&d, and after they had 
in vain repre&nted all the Rcafbit they could make 
to extinguifh my Flame, they difpofed themselves 
ID {erve me at the Peril of their Lives. I was a^Iit* 
f Jecomfbcted with the Proteffaitions they made me^ 
and began to judge their. Advice not un&rvioe- 
able for the Conduct of my Defires. I finifh'd the 
reft of my Journey, with i^ch a fetled Me]an«- 
cboly, that the Reception I bad from Pbsroras aiid 
the reft of the yVtus, was incapable to moderate 
it i What, faid I, when I was! ak>ne, or had on^ 
ly my two Confidants about me, isMariamne^ to 
whom all iliould refign thdc Liberties, become a 
Captiye ? and can the Gods permit the moft per- 
fed Piece that ever they put their Hands to, to be 
given up to the Cruelties of fuch an Iniiumane ? 
Marimnne now weeps the lofs of a Grand-father 
,with that of her Liberty } and the feeble Tyridstts 
weeps too hke bet, witnout ofiering other Succoots 
^an a iew. w«maniilr.Tear9 ^.he/mpis Jiia. Arms 
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aaols, while the Monfters tear bis Heart in the 
Ferfbn of Mariamm *, add then how weak che 
RcaCbns are that will not let him arm himfelf ;r* 
gainft the Hangman! ATygcr! a thoufiuki times 
more cruel than Pbraatts : No longer my Proceo- 
tor,, but my Periecutor, my Enemy. Savage Mon- 
iler \ too, too unworthy of thofe dear Advantages 
thou poflcflcft, trdl no fiinher to that Obligati- 
on which till now hath tied me to thy Intercfk, 
and believe it, I am more injur'd by thee in Ma^ 
riamne's wrongs, than ob]ig*d for my fhelter } for 
her I will draw my Sword againft thee and all 
the World *, nor can it be Ingratitude to defend 
Vertue from the Opprel&on oF Tyranny. 

Thefe were the Thoughts! convers*d with, for 
this lafl Ef&d oiHeroifs Inhumanity had (b gal- 
led mv Spirit, that it forfbok all the Confiderari- 
ons I nad for him ^ and now I made no fcruple, 
for che Service or Revenge QiMariamncy to do him 
the wot ft of Mifchiefs \ Ar fines ^ to whom I 
ihew*d the(e Thoughts naked, begg*d of me to co« 
ver them, (ince tbeir publifhing might procure my 
Ruine without the leaft Advantage to Mariamne $ 
in che mean Time I told him it was impo/Tible 
for xne to live and ix>c fee her, that I was refot- 
ved to try ^U the Ways, though never fo dange- 
rous, tooompafsit. Arfams long oppofed this III- 
tention : But, feeing no Poillbiltty of Diflualion, 
rcfolved to feck fome Means to ferve nie in it. * 

He was very well known to Sobemus \ befides, 
I cali*d to mind that I had done him a Counefy 
with Htrody in a Budnefs wherein he ftood in 
great need of my Favour : This gave 4r fines a Be- 
lief, it might make way for the obtaining Part of 
my Defires, and indeed we found a greater Faci- 
lity than we durfl hope : For Marutmne^ againft 
the Povrei of whofo Charms thc^e was no Refi-^ 
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ilanccyhad foperfedly gained Sfib€mus*$Hcs^y9s 
he had no Paflion more powecfii} cha^ a I>efire Vo 
f lea(e her, and would hoc have (crupled to ha- 
zard Fortune and Life itfelf to ferve her ^ he was 
very willing to have fee her at liberty, and have 
fello\»'d her Fonttne, if his Coxnt>atiion in the 
Charge had not been fufpicious it would betraj. 
hiim to^ the Rage of Hetod. At the fitft Propou- 
tion, Arfanes made him let .me (ee the Queen -y he 
Ihewed much WiUingnefs to. oblige me, only 
fcrupled the DifficulcY of gaining his Companion's 
Confent to my Satisfadion> and therefore thought 
it uuiafe to haxard thePropoiidon. Arfanes gave 
the Defire I had to (ee the Queen no other Title, 
than Pity of her Miferies, and fo made my Paffion 
pafs for an £f{e<Sl of Generofity. 

Sobemus demanded the reft of that Day to fedk 
.Ejpcdienrs to content me, and on the Mormw 
came £nd told me he was lefolved to fatisfy me, 
though he fbrefaw fome Danger threatned the £n-« 
rerpriie. Arfanes intreated him not to impart our 
Deiign to the Queen, for k^x^fardbfy Ihe (hould 
oppofe it with fome timorous Confideration } but 
he found it more di^Bcuk to make that Requeft 
firevail with Sakemus^ than any he had yet men- 
tioned, fo entirely was chat honeft Spirit ac the 
Queen's Devotion -y but at laft, clearing his Doubts 
with a Belief that I would bring no other Inten- 
tion, than to fcrve her, and that I would not have 
fought an Occafion fo perilous to make my Vifit, 
if 1 were not adhred my Sight would not be un- 
welcome. They refolved then, that the following 
Evening I ihould be ready at a certain Place neac 
.the Caitle, where Sobemus had appointed, and 
there he promifed him, about two Hours within 
Evening, to come and condud me to the Queen's 
i^Pcefence : He made choice of that Hoiir> because 

the 
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the Queen bad then ber Chamber free, aod was 
<noc imporain*d with Jnfefb^t Vifits, who, at tbat 
tinae, was ufually ietii*d co bis own* Befides, axj 
fziK was. (b well known to all the Cooic, that no 
Di%uiie, tvitbouc the Aid of Datkneis, could hare 
cooceard it. 

There was much hazard in this Enterprise, at 
well for wbac migbt then have befallen me, as foe 
ihe Fatal jconlequences, if Herad fhoiild ever ligbi; 
apon the Discovery : Yet I not onlv filled all 
xnat Bear could alkdge> bat waited the wiflied 
Hour jwith an tmpacience that took all thofe chat 
l^reoecded it for tedious Years* At h£t it came, 
And when the Night had fprcad all her Sables, I 
left Hierufalemy only followed by Arfants and 
taj Governor, and having not above a hundred 
;^ariottgs CO ride, I /bon arrived atifae Place de- 
fired. . 

Sobemus kept his Word, it beit^ that Day bis 
4tirxi to Command the CafUe, and therefore free 
for him to op in and out whai he pkas'd ^ he 
came to find mej only attended by one of fai^ 
^uard, which was a youn^ Man, in whom he 
xepos'd an entire Confidence. Befides, hechoCe 
him from all the reft, brcaafe his Age and Shape 
did not much dilagree with mine. "Hie Plot wat » 
1 ikould put on his Cloatbs, and he flay with Ar^ 
ftofies in mine, that thoCe that (aw me eiuer with 
Sokemusy might take me for the (ame Manf that 
went out with him, my Face being bidden from 
tho(e in the Nighfs black Mafque. When I had 
got on the Gusitd-Ca/aquey he led me to a Qace 
of the Caflle, Hanked with high Towers, and 
iiirrounded with a deep Ditch, and command- 
ing the Bf idge (by a Signal given) to be let down, 
he conducted me into the Court without a Torch, 
luviDg k& anezpreisOrdec with tho&xbac guards

.&a{bnably reflc6bing on what was pafi, I almoH: 

-xepented theEnterprize, and was, divers tinpies about 

to (lay Sobemusy and fo retutn hack without (eo- 

irig the Quectt. ' . . 

. At the Name of SobemuSy the Door of the Anti^- 

Chamber was ptefently open*dj and becaufe of 

the Inclination he had always expreft ta the 

Queen's Interefts, he had a free Accefi to her at 

all Hours. When we entred her Chamber, fhe 

-was upon her Knees by the Bed's-fide, praying 

with an ardent Devotion ta the God ihe ador'c^ 

and the Princefs her Mother was newly retit U t% 

^her Cabinet. The Noilc we made comkig in^ 

:3nadc her turn her Head that Way ^^ and having 

fpy*d us, ihe asked Sobemus if he nad any thing 

xo fay. I did not give Sobemus time to aufwer^ 

bu^ approaching with a troubled Podure, I feH 

upon my Knees before her, and taking one of her 

fair Hands, joyned it to my Lips with an ardour 

io vehement, as bereaved me of the u(e of Speech. 

The Queen (finding this Adion too familiar, and 

ttx) paSionatc for aXSuacdJ at firft rcpulflinae wkh 
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fbme Difdain y buc afterwards fufpeding a Pact 
iof the Troth, and beholding my Face wicb a fe- 
tious Eye, by the help of thofe Lights which 
'were fet by her BedViide, llie knew me. It was 
no mean Aftonilhment wherewith this Sight &r- 
prizM her, atul recoiHng fome Paces bad:> after 
fhe had withdrawn her Hand from mine: VAh! 
^ Tfridatesi faid fl)e^ what mean you ? to what 
a Danger have you expos*d yourfelf ? Dangrr» 
Madam^ reflied /> Ah ! that the Gods would 
confront me with a thoufand times more, that 
I might find Occafion to (hew you how mean 
a thing I think my Life in Relation to yourSec^ 
vice. My Calamities (ref lied the Quan^ en* 
gaging me to rije) are too much in debt to your 
Compaifion : Buc I cannot yet ouic the fear you 
bavie oiTen me, and the Knowledge I have of 
Hgroas Humour, makes me \^ifh from my 
Soirl, you had not tempted this Peril to (ee me, 
I befeech j<yiy Madam y faid /, da not keep 
tho& Fears for me \ for belike it, while this 
Condition lads, to which your Misforranes))ave 
reduc*d me, I fliall neither fear Herod's Hatred, 
nor defire bis Amity. I have a long time con* 
(ider'd him as a King, of whom I hold my Life> 
: but miift now know him for a Man, that hath 
u(ed that Life a thousand times more auelly 
than Death itCdf would have done, from which 
the Retreat ^e gave me hath . pofHbly defended 
me. Till now the Obligation difputed with the 
Outrage, and in the Perfbn or Alariamne^s 
Perfecucor, I found my Protofbr } but at laft, 
Madam^ the Refentments of what I owe him^, 
have quitted what they heM within me to fuch 
as have a iufter Title ; and thefe laft injuries 
which he printed in your Grand-father's Mur- 
thcTi and yoor ownciad Capdyity > have (Irangled 
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all choic CoofideracioQ^, which till now my 
Heart fiif&red u> fpcak in his behalf, and have 
buDughc me to ask Orders at your Feet, whidi 
I vow to execute wichoat Condition or Relervar 
cion. Be not loath then, M^dam^ xo ordain mc 
all that may. be done in your Quarrel; and if 
you pleafe, believe that I will not only ihut oij 
Eyes apon all forts of Coctiiderationsi but tram- 
ple upon all Difficolfics that (hall oH^r xo witb« 
ftaod me, when once fortified with the Honour 
of your Commands. 
While I rpake in this manner^ the jQueen re^ 
garded me attentively, and though ibe knew the 
malicious Ijjeart of n^ Husband, and remembred 
bow often ihe had been deoeiv'd by {uchr as aded 
the Psait of offidoiis Perfbos, and made u(e of 
fbme fudb Terms as mine to found het Imaiti*

I was fo happy as not to be furpe<^ed of ib bsae 
an Ambu(k; fitid of this (he a(&ir*d me by 
the(e Words ; ^ 1 have too good an Opinion a£ 
^ you, faidjhey and can too well difttnguiih the

* Perfens, to fufpccl the Diffimvlatioo wherewith 
f divers others have betrayed me.

befides thcfe known Ittjuries, I have reeved 
(bme more Paaicalar, but hoc Ie(s Senfibk* 
There comes not a Day whereio I do not look 
for a Knife at my Throat, and this bloody 
Man, at his Deparmre for Rhodes^ hath given 
the fame Command to SoktmuSy that he did be- 
fore to his Uncle jffifipby to kitt me if the 
Voyage jproYcd unfonunate. I have now fret- 
ly repi«(enced my det)lotable condition with f£r- 
rodi but 1 muft tell yon (with the iame Troth) 
that (as mitch Monfitr as he is) he is yet my 
Husband ( that my Apprehenfioas of his Iniu- 
ries, are not more ptcvalent than the Rules of 
my Duty, and chat I am not pemictcd to dc- 
lire a Rewi^ againft him, which Heaven hath 
reeved £ot its own Appointment. If my Mi« 
icries oome once to be pitied by oar Sovereign 
Mafter, he will find Power to rekafe mex>f 
them 3 and if it be his Pleafure they ftonld ftiU 
continue, I fhaJl endeavour Co to fufier ibr the 
Love of him, as I may be rendered more wor- 
thy oi his Love.

Pity ', this Discovery cali*d up a Blufh into her 
face, and having iilcntly beheld me with an Ac- 
tion that betrayed (bmc Trouble; * Tyridates, 
^ faidjhe^ do you well con^der what youTay ? 
She let fall the(e Words in io -fevere an Accenr, 
that it ftruck fuch a Terror into me, as 1 loft all 
my A/&rance; and, inftead of anfwering, fell to 
coB^der how imprudently I had opened my Breaft; 
but 1 had kept too much Paifion to keep the reft 
ftill difguifed y and in this Uproar of Thoughts, 
(tofs*d with Love, Grief, and De(pair)"^I let my* 
(elf fall at the Queens Feejt, embracing and kif* 
Hug them a thoufand times over, withQut fo much 
Power as could utter one Word •, by this Adion 
clearly confirming the Sufpicioa^ my Words had 
given her. Oh Gods I how feofibly fhe was 
touched \ how violent were her firft Apprehen- 
£ons to proceed from £o fweet a Soul I She took a 
long Time to wei^h the Refolution was fitteft tb 
be taken, and I, m the mean Time, the Advan- 
tage of her Silence and Immobility, to rally my 
icattered Spirits. ^ Madam, faid /, {keiping^fffy 

* Hold at her Feefy tvitbaut daring, to lip up 

* «iy Eyes to bcr Vifagt) if my Tongue have be- 

* traved my Soul, and, contrary to my Intcnr,

Ah un)uft Maridmne \ faid I) how 
unskilful you arc in difcerning Injuries^ QoxHd 
YOU have judgied aright, you would ba?e found

gives daily Ordecs fpr your jp^rv Pc^h, stud 
Tyridaies gives you his Heait, his Son), atid 
himfclf encite. Suie this O&tice is not of a Na- 
mre fo heinous, as thoie you ha^e rcceiv'd of that, 
MiicretnCy and methinks you need not the (^am 
Patience to endure them.^ bcuwhy, faij I, rcfMsntn 
ing my Words, why do I luftilFy fny Crime ? Is 
it not true that I am Faulty, £nC9 rtf^ Rafluiefii 
hath merited Mariamiti's Angjti} I ought too 
fioofider her 4$ a Divinity (hbhm'd .above the Reach 
of human Thoughts ; I ihould trembk before 
her Vertne i and if it were impoffiUe to fee hct 
without £aUing in Love with fo much Beautv both 
of Soul and Body, yet I ihottkl hai¥« fofFcjr'd. thofo 
gtoripus Paioa without PuUiflutigf ^id cjot have 
WPtovcd my Misfottiioc kf my fikdifoftt and 
^"jtaih Difcoyery. la 
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In fuch thoughts as the(c I pafled the night, and 
ihcts other days that followed ic» in which (pace 
I often £iw Salomty Pbcrorwjy with the cbidf of 
the Judean Court, who ftrove among themiclvcv^ 
who ihould treat me with mod Carefles ibr the 
itcrvice I had done their Country ^ but neithcir 
rheix company not their kindnefs could cafe the 
evils which my Love inEid^cd, iior fweetcn thf 
Ibrrow I took for the choler and captivity ofMo' 
ritnuni : But about that tinoe there came News to 
jferufrUm, that Nerod was triumpbandy retam'4 
tiomAu£uftusi that by an Artificial Oration full 
pf an a&£led generofity, he had To ^n*d upon 
the fpirit of that great Emperoor, ms it ^rocur*<| 
him a foecious entertainment, and got him Uttif 
lefi in his amity, than he had before in the afie- 
iSions oS Antbonj. Thofe that had an inteccA itt 
bis good fuccefi, were more overjoy'd at the 
news, in which (a few days. after) they w^re c^r 
firm*d, when they faw him arrive with a prou4 
train at his heelf» and read in his ereded lookf 
the fatisfadion he received in that Voyage. 

There was made him a magnificent recep(i<vi# 
and ( I mingling my Mlf with thpfe that went to 
ineet Jiim ) he reoeiv'd me with extraordinary ca^ 
reflcs, caird oie thc.valiftnt Defender oi J»d04$^. 
and promi&d a gratefiit rcmembraAee of the (cr* 
vices I bad rented to his Crown. But alas i 
how little was 1 fenfible of his Offers and CiviH* 
ties \ And though indeed I could not but confcA 
he bad put liie in his debt, vet the love of Mm* 
rismncy and the re&ntment ot her wrongs .ftified 
all his oblieations. The fame day he arrived^ 
he reftot'd her liberty, and burning with love» 
a>ald not forbear to vifit her in the &nie place 
which had been her Prt(bn,^wben he (pent the 
nighc wich her» «id tha next day brought her 

back^ 
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back trith him to the City, with many open pro- 
fefOobs of a moft ardent aifedion. 

I undcrftood by Sbbentuf^ that at that intcrviev^ 
he had made her a moft pa:{fionate Difcourle, 
and after he had eicus'd the death of Hircanas 
with a ncccffity that condrain'd him, fa to< pre- 
vent the deiigrt he had to ruine him, he deeply 
protcfted, that the abridgment of her freedorh, 
"was only meant to fccure her perfan from the 
attempts of fuch, whofe difaffedion in hisabfence 
might hazard her (afety, and to diCarm the dt* 
iigns of feme pcrfons tW were Kkcly to make 
W. of hers and her Mother's prefence (whofe tur- 
bulent Ipirit he was well acquainted with) to au- 
thorize (edition, and ftir up troubles in the State. 
The wife Queen recciv*d this Di(coQrfe with a 
becoming temper \ and, if fhe could not entire- 
ly hide her difbftes, fhe didembled pkrt of them^ 
ieft they Ibouid prove as fatal to SohemuSy as they 
liad been to jFo/epb, The Court was thien mote 
glorious than ever ; the King highly pleas'd with 

•<hc fucoefs of his Afikirs, and (having nothing 
tlCc to (ubdue that might keep him from getting 

. above the reach of Fortune, but the fpirit of Mf^ 
riamne) he (ought all farts of occafions to diver- 
tize her ^ but if the Queen ( who(c griefs were 
gone too deep to bt Iweetned witn the vain 
Ihado w of pleaftire) took little notice of it, I was 
not lefs incapable than (he, of taking any joUity ^ 
and my remembrance kept the deep graven Cast- 
ra£lers of my Love and her Anger to fre(h in my 
Soul, as ail the fplendor and pomp of Hercd s 
Court wanted power to charm them. I dill fair 
her every day, becaufe ihc forbad it not j but X 
(caroe durft open my mouth in htt pre(etice, 
(carce lift up my Eyes to her hccy indruaing aU 
my adioos Jto iafonn how dcaply the fear to-di^ 

^. . ' ^ . pleafc 
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pleaCe her was engraveo in my heart -, yec nei- 
ther her looks, nor her anions e^rpreftany fignof 
^verfion : indeed ihe had a Soul cpo lleaacifuly, 
coo fweec an iocUnation to loath a man, who had 
only ofi^ded with Affedion, fince fhe had 
duch ado to return hatred where it was de&rv'd 
by fuch bloody Injuries : but believing ihe could 
not hear my Love plead farther, witnout oS&n- 
ding Virtue, fhe avoided all occafions of Dif- 
CQurfe as much as podible -y and though fhe dill 
A>ake CO me with inuch affability, yet fhe never 
aid fb but in company, and Co contriv*d it, that 
we never exchanged words without a witnefs. 
Though this behaviour of hers could not give me 
an entire fatisfa£tion, yet it left me ho caufe of 
complaint; and the knowledge I had of her ad- 
mirabie Virtue, having extinguilht with my hopes, 
a jpart of thofe flames her Beauty had kindled, I 
learn*d to think my Paflion fufhcientlv rewarded 
by the cfteem |he had of me. Indeea there was 
never any perfon lov'd with lefs intereft ; and with 
truth I may fay, 1 -lovM Mariamne for her (elf 
alone, nor in all the procefs of my Paffion did I 
ever confider Tyridates, 

In this manner I liv'd a whole vcar j and though 
my Eyes did all the mcflages of^my love, yet ihe 
saight eafily read in all my adions, that it had loft 
no ardour -y and that my fufferings w^re therefore 
ipore cruel, bccatrfe they ftood in awe of rcfpe^t. 

At laft my perfeverance, link'd with difcretion 

i which fhe knew by a thou fand marks) touched 
^ cr with compaflion j I (ay compaffion, for Love 
could never be admitted : And what ihe did fince 
iti my favour, did all proceed from a motion fb 
purely generous, as the moft perfed: Virtue was 
engaged to commend it j nor could it be cenfured 
by any without injufticc, ' Her heart which was 

' ' neither 
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neither ftone nor brafs, fuffer'd irfelf to be fbftncd 
with pity J but it was never capable of an im- 
prefEon riot conform*d to the fcvcre rules of her 
Arty: flic coutd not fccfVPrrncd langnifhing fb 
many years, a Prince dying for her, but dying' 
in afafhion fo refpedlfiil and obliging, and dying, 
without complaining of the caufe of his death, or 
of death itfelf^ aitd not give fome proofs that Na- 
ture made her (enfible : But (he would rather have 
ftffer*d him to die 5 nay, died her felf, than kt 
in the leaft thought to hcf foul of pitying him, to 
the pfejudite of hef Virtue: I was & happy in 
the conduct of my paflion, and had carried (b 
Hiuch caution in all my a<5lions, that Herod (the 
mod jealous and didruflful of all men) had not 
yet the leaft fufpicion of me •, and this difcretion 
was not undervalued by the Queen. 

I was one day in her company with the King, 
PberOrasySdlomt^ and (bme other of the chief Co6r- 
dcrs in the Palace-garden, where we had walk- 
ed a long time, and where I had done my beft' 
to evade the piurfuits of Salomcy who had then 
been trying (having too much courage to give 
me her n;£ed Paflion} to make me fpy it in her 
Adions, and undcrftand it by a thousand ambi- 
guous Difcourles 5 when the King, who had walk- 
ed all this time with the Queen alone, b^ing 
obliged by fome imporunt Mairs to retire, he 
called me to him, and giving me the Queen's 
hand, which till then himfclf had held : * I leave 

* you to Prince Tyridatesy faid bey and I cannot 

* put that which I tender more dear than my felf 

* into better hands than his : Try, if you plcafe, 

* to divert her from her deep Melancholy.* To 
thefc words I return'd no other Anfwer, but an 
adtion full of reverence and refpedv and, confider- 
ing how my condition ftood with the Queen, I 

^ durft^ 
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liurft not adventare to take her hand, dU Ihe cen- 
da'd it her fclf, with a cocmtenancechatdidpaion 
a World of ftrcttiicfs : And thus I helped her to 
walk) without daring ekher to open my mouth, or 
to look upon her. Her bdiaribur was a long tim^ 
like mine; but at laft Ihe broke (ilence^ and took 
this opportunity to declare what her heart had foe 
inc. * Tyrtdatesy faid Jhe^ if the King knew 
your Intentions, he would not put me into youc 
Hands with fo much Confidence 3 and fincethey 
were known to me, I ought to have hindet'd 
it 5 I could eafily have done fo, if my Will had 
coniented •, and; probably I had too, if I had 
not belicv'd 1 might permit your Convcrfe, and 
acquaint you with my Thoughts, without in- 
tcrefting what I owe ro him or myfclf. ' Know 
then, Tyridatesy that the &f{i Notice I had of 
yotrt' Malady, gave me fomeRefentmCot againfl; 
you, but the Progrcfs of it, Compaflion 5 I have 
truly pitied rhe Eftateyou are m>,and cannot, 
without Grief, fee a 'Prince ( to whom Heaven 
hath given fuch excellent Qualities) pafs his 
Life in a Condition fo miferable. But, in fine, 
Tyridatesy what arc your Pretences ? and if you 
have judged me worthy of your Eftecm, what 
can you hope for of me ? Think you I canrli- 
ccnfc in your Favour the Icaft Ad that may (a- 
risfy your PafHon ? I fay the leaft i for, did I 
believe you could harbour a Thought to my 
Diihonour, i would look upon you as a Mon- 
ger, as a mortal Enemy : Do you think the 
link Content I have with Herody and the Re- 
membrance of the Wrongs he hafh done me, 
can turn my Af!e£Hons upon another, becaufe k{s^ 
worthy of my Averfion ? Is it upon this Thought 
you build voiir Hopes ? Iffb, Ty^^datesy diC- 
abttie yourfelf ^ and beltevci that if Heaven hath 

* made 
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m^de me mi(erabk> by fubmicting tnt to this 
cruel Mao, I will never confenc to merit my 
Misfbioines by my Adions j though my for- 
lorn Hap hath married me to him, it fhall ne- 
ver raatcn me to his Crimes : I would not be 
Co ungrateful to the Goodnefs of Heaven, that is 
ever feuding Comfort to my Miferies^ nor Co 
unworthy of your Edimation. For my fake, 
Tyridates^ confider thefe Truths, fincc tney are 
reprefented with as much Mildixfs, as much 
Aftedlion as I can keep for you with Rea&n's 
Leave : Call up the GreatneG of your Courage, 
to give a brave Af&uk upon.ypurfelf, au<i pto- 
pofe this ruinous PafHon to your Thoughts as 
an Enemy you ought to fear, as an Enemy that 
would deflroy you, and probably me too, unlefs 
you vanquifh it.* The Queen ended with thefe 
Words, which I heard with Admiration j and du- 
ring the Difcourfe, having rallied outJ^art of the 
Confidence Fear had fcattefd, I made it (erve 
xne to anfwcr thefe Term^* , 

* ^ lam unworthy^ Madam, of this Favour you 

* have given me j and (ince I have merited your Dif- 

* pleafiire, *tis fit I fhould pcrifli for the Expia- 

* tion, rather than referve myfclf for fuch a Pity 
^ as you lately mention 'd ^ nor ihould my Tongue 

* ever hazard a (econd Purchafe of your Indigna- 
*> tion, if that generous Bounty, which keeps com- 

* pany with tne reft of your admirable Vertues, 

* did not allow me liberty to juftify my Thoughts 

* before you. I will adventure then to tcU you, 

* That Love, as I apprehend it, caii neither be 

* odious nor confiderable to the Perfbn beloved, 

* but by the Efiedis it produceth, fince of icfelf it 
*. is obhgiug and advantageous, even to theCrea^ 

* rares lead capable ofApprehenfion j if my Paf- 

* fion had hatched any Dejfire within me contrary 

• 'to 
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to youc Virtue, yott might dctcft it as a Crimi- 
nal, as an Enemy that would poitbn the Fufity 
of your. Soul. But if it ihall never inlpire ^y 
other than foch as fliall inftmd me to revece 
thofe admirable Qoalicies the Gods have given 
youy to intercft myfclfin your Fortune, and (a- 
crifice myfelT lor youi kicerefts, where will yoa 
find a jnft Oocafion fio condemn it ? Is it a Crime 
for TyridaUs to do the Homage of a pure Ve- 
neration, to the ditine Beauties and Perfedtions 
of Uarbatrnt^ Is. it a Crime for Tyridrntis to 
give up all his Thoughts, and dedicate his whok 
Time 10 this Im^yoKnt^ And is it ,z Crime 
for Tyridatcs^ to long for an Occafion, with 
the Price of his Blood and Lik^ to buy Repofe 
for Mstriamne? Madam, If I have other 
Thoughts, ocfaer. Deiires than theft, puniih me 
with all the Rigour your firfl Refentments in- 
^irfd* you with \ and let the Divine Powers joyn 
with yotm, to CQo:if leac me the mod Miicra- 
ble of all Men : But if yoo find in my AfSrd^i- 
on all the Innocence you require, in the Gods 
Name, M^dam, giTe me leave to carry it t5 
my Tomb ; it is a Neoefficy which will never 
endure to be difpens'd with, a Favour which I 
conjure you by the Remembrance of all that you 
hold mod: dear, to grant nK : And if the Place 
wece cj£jCt*d of Witnefles, that I might be per« 
mitted to ask it at your Feet, I would never 
rife ftpm thence till J bad obtained it/ 
. Thefe Words, and the Vehemcope wherewith 
I pronounced them, wrought upon the generous 
and tender Spirit of the Queen, and ftirred up 
fuch Thoughts, as took her fome Time before fhe 
could get them out into an anfwer ; at length ihe 
difpos'd htrfelf to it \ and as flie' was beginning, 
we found oiuiebres at the End of an Alley, where 
Y«L. I. D cum-* 
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cnming to coucinuc our Walk, we Cfy'd Salome 
and the teft of the Company & near us, ais the 
i^een (aw flie ihouidnoc bateTiiiie todifeharge 
her Heart, land feeing her Company ftaid to kt 
lit pafs, before we quitted the Place, fiie thus ce^ 
plied : * TjrtdgUSj if your Thoughts be fuch a$ 

* you fay, I can find no )uft Cau(e of Offence t 

* Bat were, they yet more innocent, I mudcoun* 

* lei you, and do, with all my Soul crave of yon, 
' if it be poflible, to diicsai them from youf 
*. Heart, fincethey cannot be but ruinous to your 

* Repo(e and mine. 

She faid no more, and wtoher it weie ^ac 
flie was willing toporlue this difcoarfe no further; 
or that fhc fufpcded the malicious Spirit otSs/omi 
mijgfiit probably raile a bad Comment upon out 
Privacy, ihe join'd wish the reft of theCompany^ 
and would (eparate no more* 

From this Day I dated a happy Change in iny 
Condition, apd believed my Eftatemuch more ad* 
^aurageous than formerly. The (>ieeii, though 
£he^ difapproved my Relearch, and law the Con- 
ciouance of it with Diipleafurc, yet (he endured it 
with a moft noble Patience, that would neithec 
fufier hcD to baniihj nor. hate a Prince who ado- 
red her with a Devodbn (b pure and I2iibyafs*d» 
as nothing in it could be found fit to cenfure ^ 
and never hoping to advance fimher in her Fa- 
vour, I kam*d to ftay'my Content ujion what I 
had. This b^an to reftote my Spirits, and re- 
cal my Colour I aiid if my Face (till ihew'd fome 
Di(content, it had a Root in the Queen's Miferics, 
and not mine. 

The Condition of this great Pnnoefs wasde- 
pbrable ; and though the lung loved her with an 
almoft enraged Palnon, fiich was her Averfion to 
all the endearing Pa&gcs of bis Lofej-as (he cook 

ihcmt 
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them for To many EfK^s of Heaven's Indigaations 
■and though ha YcrtnoasRefoIacion held her tothcr 
levere RiSes of het Doty, her greatCouriq^ coolil 
not be pliable to (uch Cirefies as Ihe believ*d not 
4ue to the Deftroyer of her Family> and a Man 
yet aimfi>n*d witn the Blood of her neareft Kin* 
4iRd. Thefe DiCdains lS>mctflnes raiCed fuch Tern* 
pcfts in the King, as he tvas often ready to pons 
cbcm upon her, as the laft Effeds of his Fury ; but 
then would Love ilep in to check Anger, and, 
taking the Reins from tho(e raging TranfportSy 
which he had &fier*d to get uppermoft, render* J 
him more foft and fubmifs than ever*, and fcnt 
him to feek that with Prayers and Tears, which he 
<:puld not obtain with all his Menaces. 

We were one Day in the King's Chamber, 
whither he had invited the Queen: And they 
^landing together-ac a Window ; after fomt diC^ 
-CoarCe which we heard not, he prof{er*d to kifs 
her: But the Queen, whether the thought focfai 
Condelcenfion injurious to Modefty in Co great 2 
Company, or in e^e^, foUow*d tne Motions of 
a )u(l Hatred, tecoil'd fome fteps back, and mm* 
<d away her Head with difdain enough. The King 
was (b. gaird wirh this Adion, efpecially appear- 
ing before Co many WitnelKs, as all the Power be 
could make was not capablp to hide his Paflion { 
«nd bdkbhting the Queen with Eyes fparkling with 
Kage, and a Countenance on which Fury had 
fpread itfclf : * You are unworthy, faidhe^ both 
.* of the Honour was offered you, and all thoie 

* thtf went before it: Go^ get you out of my 

* Chamber i and if you do not remember the De* 
^ (liny of your Fathers, remember that I promife 
^ to make you know him for your King, whom 
^ you now (corn to acknowledge for your Hu& 
^ band.* The Queen returned 00 other anfwer t6 < 

D t €bc& 
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thcfe cruel Words than a diCdsdofal Look, which 
more provok*d him i and (alutiog the Company^ 
without Change of Countenance, quieted che 
Chamber to retire to her own. The King's Cho-. 
]cr (which had often produced horrid £&£b) 
made che whole Company tremble, only in me it 
mifs'd that .Influence^ for, all the Prudence and 
Difcretion I could make, ^ad m.ucbt^do to hinder 
my Difcontenc from breaking loote, and it was 
the Confidcration I had for .the Queen, and not 
myfelf chat bridled it; Yet not in fuch a Manner, 
)}ut when I. (aw che Queen retire, I hafled after, 
and offered my Hand to lead her to her Lodging : 
But, as her Spirit was lefs diftemper'd than mine, 
and had therefore more judgtt^ent at the Stern, 
to apprehend how much the Civilicy I proferr'd 
niignt difpleafe Herod, and deeply endanger mc, 
ihe refused ic^ and having no time to explain her 
Thou^ts^ ihe only made me a Sign with her Eye 
to retire. I pamc back again to the King with 
much Regret, whom I had indeed dilpleas'd with 
this Adiou, but it was other wife taken from me, 
chan it would have been from any one of his 
own Subjecfls : He thunder'd dill againfl the Queen 
in mod bitter Terms, but feeing chat (without un- 
masking my Inclinations) it was in vain to fpeak 
in her defence, with much conftraint, I (ilcntly 
heard all his injurious Language : A few Days ah- 
tcr he was appealed by the powerful Afcendapt 
the Queen had upon his Spirit j but h^ quickly r&* 
lapifd again -, and thqr whole Life was nought el(e 
but that continual Diforder, which ndially rcfulcs 
from che Incompatibility of Vice and Virtue. 

In the mean time, Saiome had given fo many 

clear Proofs of her AfFedion, as I cou*d (caice 

any longer pitrfonace an Ignorance -, and chough 

^. fht haid Aifi che Power to torhid hcr&lf ai| open 

Dccla- 
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DcelaratioDj yet fhe bad faid cnoogh, and hec 
Adions bad^too well feoonded her difcoar^, to 
permit meto doubt it^ I had fooght all Wajs ro 
cfcape tbis Di(covery, and when I was perfedly 
alfiired of the Truth, yet I diflemUed it as much 
Is. wits poflible. Snhme well judged by her Adi- 
eus ind^ mine, that I knew well enough: whac 
pinched' hery and' this coldnefs kindled in her 
itich a DeQ>ight, as in any Spirit but hers, would 
baTe been capable to have quenched Afl&dion. 

Wt met one Day at the htoxxCt of Pberorasy 
whom I often vificed, and who ^r chat time was 
wdifpos'd y after we had fpent feme time by the 
Bed*& (ido, Salome that longed to exchange (omcf 
panicukr Difcourfe, . iuvite<) me to walk with her 
mro an adjoyningXSallery, pretending to ihew me 
ibme Pidnres ; Iconld not civilly avoid the Snare, 
and lending her my Hand, I ltd her thither j 
where we entertain*d' fome time in pemfing the 
Pidurcs, wherein were rcprefentcd the rtioft me- 
morable Events of the Judsick Hiftory \- thefe fhe 
ihewed me (b many admirable Things, as might 
pole the Belief of all but tho(e of their own Reli< 
gion. She pointed at (bme Captains, which itl 
the midft of their Battles, with their Prayers, 
ftaid the Cour(e of the Scm, and ^ave a prodigi* 
ous Day to the Univerfc: Of others; that opened 
the Flanks of the red-Sea forchcir Troops to pafi 
cbrougb *, but (he chiefly infixed upon the Adions 
of David (che grcateft of their Kings) and upon 
thofc of his Son Solomon^ which among them 
pafTed for a Miracle of Wifdom \ and relating m 
order the Life of that latter, ihe particularly ftaid 
upon one Pidure that reprefenred a bdiuti&l 
Queen, that fell fo in love with the Faaae of 
Sihmon-s Virnics, as Ihe abandoned her Realai, 
and trayell'd avaQ Tu^ of Laud to yifit hinvb; 
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Salome took Occadon to alHtuic me with chig 
Hiflory, having compmd it in a fewJWorcis: 

* This Prince, ecntmued Jbey was the wifcftof 
^ all Men, and yctdifdain^d not the Affedions of 

* a Prince chat loved him, but requited het with 

< his, to the Satisfadion of all her defires/ At 
thefe Words Salome (chough in a little Confixfion) 
beheld me with a fixed Eye^ atui by that Adipn 
obliged me to anfwer her. * It was h\st)vtkyfaid 

* /,. that a King fi) vertuous as you havs^fpoken 
*■ htm, fhoold he flexible to ^o fait a Qieen, that. 
^ had forfaken hcri £llatc» to cxpoieherfeif to 
^ the Hazard and Incouvcflience ofa k>ng Voyj^ 
^ to fee him % this Enterprtze was fo confiderablt 

* in the Perfon of a great Princefs, os Sohmmt^ 

* cou'd not have been jaft (as you have reprefented 
^ him) had he ufcd her ingraoefiilly/ * Youhftve^ 

* faid enough to convince yonrfeNF^ fitid Saibmt^ 
^ and if chdTe be your own Thoogtes, you fhoa*d 
*■ coit^ekr whar you owe to PtinceSs, who ('tis true) 
r have neither abandoned Realms, nor travers'd 

* Provinces to fee you ; but abandoned for your 

* lake a Liberty more dear than Empires, and 

* trampled upon Obftacles more difficuk to (iir* 
^ mount, than the Incommodities ofa Voyage. 

This Difcoui^ey which I had always feared, pue 
me to trouble- pafl all difiembling > and (eeing 
myfcif ol^'d to reply: * I am too unfortunate,. 
*■ faid /, to believe tnat ought can appear in the 
^ Miferies of my Life, butSubje^s or Compa(fi<> 

< on ; the Affe^ons of Printielles will doubtkfr

Partbians upon his Fromicfs, mider the Com^ 
m2nd of Batfaptamei^ oneof hisLieutetiants, alD4 
tiie' very Fame- that fome Years befiwd had taken 
Wircanus and' Pkafehl Prifbncrs. ' Bnrfrfhames 
cHd all.thc Mifchiefs iiY5rMf(nrthfttH<>&i1ity could 
cxcrcifc, and made all that ftood ii* Ms way, wtth^ 
bat Diftinftion, feci his impartial Sword. Yet hit 
March was not kept fo fecret, but (before he en- 
tered Judea) Herod (that like ff mxA pniAent and 
Vigilamf Pjfince,;altrays kept florti of Spies in pay) 
!iad a dmely notice of ii^ which made him rail/ 
his Forces with fiich Diligencey thkt befere^th^ 
Partbiam had made aiiy'Coniidersibl& Progtvf^ lie 
\ras. grown idrong enough to dppofe them; He 
wpuld gladly have maroicd in Pcffon ^ but Mif^ 
truft (the ordinary Gfimpanion* of Tyranny) mad6 
Eim fear fome Palpitations in the Hean of his 
£(late, If lie abfented hxmfelf, and chaefore re^ 
(oH'd io (end one of his Lieuteliant^. I had xo^ 
kmich Interefl in thi^ War,- not to (eek the £m^ 
^oy mints and all the Regret I &f{er'd to leaTd 
'Mdriofrmei was ^allttw'd'wich the greedy De- 
fire of Glbry aiid-Vtngeance, which difcw me at 
the Feet of Herody to asK theCobdui^of 'his Armyi 
He was yety well facisfied' wkh what I'had al- 
ready done in his Service; and weighing the Pr^ 
pridty rhad bothin thfc 'MAtiire and Suceefs of 
that War, he toncliided he could not pui? his Forces 
xntabditer^Hands thanFmintf, aMthele6)r« freely 
4dlQ^*d tke Gommand-upon me. ^ 
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bein^ ranged with as much Care as we were, 
capable to carry, there began a rood ctuel and 
bloody BaXtk. The' Parthianswctty doubtlefs, 
much better Soldiers than the y^W, and their 
Numbers full' as ^eat as ours j but the Gods fa- 
YOur*d the Juftioeof my Caufe, and we fb happily > 
made good:- our Choice of ibme local Advantages, 
as after an' obftinate Difpate, which cod us five 
or fix thoufand Lives, Yidory came and lighted' 
dpon'Our' Bannets. The Hacred which the Jeios. 
bare to the Par tb tans ^ made it more bloody thaa 
I'defii%d I and chough the untiamral Pbraaus had) 
fo deeply pcovoked nie ^ 'yet, in the Purfuit, J uied 
all the -Power I had to fpare the Parthian Blood, 
and to draw thoife oat of the Vidors Hands that 
had not yet felt their Fury. A Jev) prefented mo 
with thcHead^oiBar/apbames % and though the 
View <at che^fame time gave me Horror and Com- 
panion, yet I thought it fit to feud it to the King 
of Parthiay inflead of chat whidi he demanded ; 
and to let him know, by that Prcfent, in what 
manner I was abk to defcnid mine againfl his in- 
Jtuman Purfirits. ThePrifbners I fent freely home 
again, by this gentle Ufage, obliging tbem to de- 
ted the Croelty of their King : And after we had 
-repaired the Damages the Partbians had made 
upon the Frontiers, and put the Fortref& there in 
-a better Condition of Reiidance, I triun»phanrly 
retorn'd to HierufaUnti where I was rcceiv'd by 
the People with great Acclamation, by Herod with 
dxtraordinary GLref&s, and Iny fair Queen bad 
me welcome, with an Afped that afTur'd me the 
imporauiity ihe receiy'd from my Pa^o, could 
OCX, wipe out her Intered in my Soceefs. 

But oh'! the Pride of my Content \ wbcn> I 
kam'd from her fair Mouth, that (he had admic» 
ifid.Fcar. fpc the hazard of my liie^ what could.

with. AH thok (ro whom either good Fortune, 
or a long Pcrfcverancr had givcd^ an entire Pof- 
feffion' of what they Iov*dy cotiM no%boaft fo dcar. 
a SatisfadHon as mrnc; nor ceuW l-faticy- fi) much 
Gldry and Happincfs in haviit^ the rartft Beauties 
6f the World at my Feet, as I found in kiffing the 
Kobe of Alariam^f i I fay het Robe> for I never 
kifled her Hand but by fiirprizal ^ and when I' 
tcNcrk that Licence, it cofl me the Pains of manj^ 
Days to expiate the 6oldne(s. 

The dificrent Effc^s^of my Paflion produced as- 
many Varierics in her j- fometimes ftc Iaughed:ac 
the Extravagancies which the ^ioFence of it forced* 
ftbm me ; out the Crtielry of- my Sufferings ftill 
made her conclude with Pity. Indeed (he would 
take up an earuefl Anger, when any Word chan* 
ced to efcape my Mouth, that Ihe thought favour 'cT 
of Impiety ; for the Severity of her KeHgion, . 
which acknowledged but one Deity,- would not*, 
pernlir me to^ attribute atiy thittg divine unto her i, 
but when I did, iKe would ufe all the Authority/ 
fte had ta command me ^lice.

e6j and ili the end, by divers Marks, diicoTer'd 
the truth of it. Of this ihc gave me (bme Intel- 
Kgenee, by the Words fhe let fall at mj Depaituie* 
for the Army -, atid though they icnwy tooch'd^ 
and uttght me to carry mtire Care in my Beha* 
▼lonr for the futuic, to leffen her Sofptdony yet ait* 
theSt Endeavours proved anfhiitful ^ and die Arti* 
fice I emplby'd to dif^oife my Afledton, (which^. 
in all likelihood, would have gotten Oedit in any 
Soul but Salomis ) in her produced an Afiedtioni 
aniee contrary, and confirm*d hex in thtt mii^ 
diievous Belief {he had already cntettaui*d: When* 
fhis was onc^ edabliiKed in- her l^eady. Spight 
came, and joined (b violctitty with it, diat in t 
fliort time, I think Hatred flam'd higixt in her 
Heart than ever Love bad done. The Queen (he

others with Love and Veneration, as lome Difiiatn

r With thcfc Confiderations-'fhe mingled her Jea^ 
Ibufy, which ilirr'd ap fach impetuous Storms io 
ker Bread, as made it capable of the fbufeft Tiea- 
tonsj and blacked Crimes i andjf fhe hardly en**- 
dured her Difrdpeift and Authority, fhe could not 
look 'Upon her as a Rival, without refolving her 
Ruin, and with her to deftroy that, which a few 
Biy^ before- her Alfedion. had: Tet at Co high a

This ehang{ may appear ftrange u0to yoU, but

peror AuguJIus (an Enemy to the King of JP#r- 
$kia) had iuvited mc to Rome^ and offered me « 
{leaceable Retreat there, with all ^rts of Succours 
fk&iX)&iPbn4aiuu. She Ihew'd.him how it diiar 
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greed with Reafon, that I ibould difdatn Cudi 
advancageous Ofiei^, to be (upponed by the Ma- 
kers of the Earth, if I had sot tomefowerfuJ Tye 
in Judea. Then withoac anmaskif^ her Ddign, 
ihe made him curioofly zo mark my i^^ons* ^e- 
£red him often to obtcfve my Face when I en- 
fer'd the Qaeeii*s Chamber, to take notice of my 
Sighs, my pafGonate Looks, with dirers PaiTages, 
in which a violent Love cannot bel^e icielf lo the 
Eyes of intereftcd Perfbns that wiJl carefully iiir- 
vey tbem. The^Thinfs in a Ihort Time wrought 
pipon Hsrotfs Spirit, and (as none was more ten- 
derjy (enfible and impatient in that fLcTpefl than 
lie) rihoQld (bon have felt his tury if he had noc 
been reftrain'd by divers Confiderations. 

Befides the hatred which he bare to PbraateSy 
^d the Services I had rendered to his Crown, he 
confider'd me as one proteded by Augs^uit who 
had oft writ to him in my favour, and exprefs'd 
a panicalar care of me : This dextrous, and po* 
litick King diilembled his firO: re{entmetics, only 
he made known to .S0/«me apart of his (ufpicioh ; 
and when that malicious wa(p perceived ihe had 
made way for her intention, and half train'd the 
Xing to her defign, ihe negleded no time toftrike 
the blow as Ihe had premeditarcd. 
. ^ SiXt faidjhe omdaytobim, I am con{lrain*d 
*■ to declare that which (till now j.the care I chc- 

* riflicd fottthc quiet of your Family, made me 
^ conceal i but tbe peace of your mind being yec 

* more dear to me, hath overcome all thole con-

While SaUme fpake, the King accompanied 
her Di(oourie with many figh^, ami fwatlow'd ar 
deep draughts ^ poifon Ihe had prepared him i 
this fitft infotmadon wanted little of ttanfpoiting 
iiim to feme fatal action: but, as be had ihcwn 
ipuch power' upon bim&lf in divers encounters, 
he then maftered thefe firft motions, and grev 
dcfirous to difcover further, before he enterprxz*d 
things that/ might bring him (uch difpleafing con- 
fequenccs. For this re&n, fijpprcffing his appre-^ 
henfions as inuch as poffibk : < Sifter, /f/V be ta

* have given me, and doubt not but it jparts from

And canft tkton believe that a cruel 
brother is more formidable than a jealous hus- 
band, dian a paffionate lover ?

TJits was the difconrfe between the King and 
Sskmi^ all which a while after I leam*d from So--, 
h^must who had been told it by an Officer of t^ 
King*s, his intimate friead> d^ oycr-hcard k in 
the Attti'chamber,

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, From that daf thefe two malicious fpirics cm- 
ployed all their care to obfervc.my bihaviour, 
and itidce4 I coiifefs, diat (whatever circumfpe^ 
^ion 1 'cndeaYoinr'd . to . carry ) many. p4(%e$ 
J^t from me* capable to ..undirgutit my paw^ 
•to perfous . (b powerEilly conccrn'd) my looks, 
iighs, and change oF Cotmcenance often betrayed 
me ; for before I underflood the King's fufpicion^ 
I hehav'd my felf with lefs prudaicemaQ I thoold 
^haveufed, had J diflrufledJts theQueeM'wAs yet 
more .narrowly Gfiedi and as that great Pf inais 
oblcrvcd fomething.iii m< (if 1 may^peaferit'with 
Modefty) that -gave me^a better Title to her E^Li^m 
(ban any of the ^e^wj, s^pd pofTibly feeling her* 
felfobligedto myperlcivering refpedupus £aAioD» 
ihe compeird herielf to ihew fuch appreheoiions of 
it, as t^foD tM her were full of innoceooe, and 
treated me in pubUck with a couotenaiice capa- 
ble to confirm the King in thofe' cmi imprdfi-^ 
4>ns^4i/0«i^ had. given hiiii^ i. ;. . > 

< This jealous Princevthat. (zw not but with the 
troubled Eyes of his fiilpicion, beheld all our. ani- 
ons, as if every one liad the coun^nance of a 
Criminal ; the efieds of the Queen's goo^nefs 
and civility were interpreted for io many marks 
of her afieif^ion -, and thus he was ready every 
moment to abandon hxmfelf to fuch a rage, asal- 
moft pofed aJI the prudence he could make to 
tame it. i often marked thefe Changes both in 
his Looks and his Humour: and, though io the 
whole Courfe of his Life he bad appear a the moft 
dexterous Diflembler of iill Men, yet his racing 
Jealoufy had fo weakued the Power, whiph usu- 
ally held the Reins of his Paffions, as he coaki not 
fi> well contain bimfelf, .but I difcover*d much 
Coldnefs and Change in the Difcourfe and Entcr-^ 
tainment he made me } indeed I fhould have ap- 

prehcnded 
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prclieitded all chefe Things with fuch a Spirit as his« 
and doubtlcfs had (b, itthc powerful Love <>£ Ma- 
rt amffe had not (bfled chat in my Soul, which Na- 
cure places there (bi oar proper Safety, and* forc'd 
a N^kdt of all that Care I iliould have carried 
about me for ths Pcefcrvarion of my Life. The 
Queen perceivxi chis (which (he always fufpeded) 
as foon as 1 *, and though her Confcience wicnefled 
to herfelf the Innocence of her Carriage, yet ihe 
was de/irous to avoid the Danger ihe apprehend- 
ed i by creanng me with a more referv'd behavi- 
our, if poflible, thau ihe had done formerly. I 
iludied a more fpedoas Di(&mulation, but it was 
too late, * the Tcmpeft was already tifen, and at 
laft made icfclf known by moft dangaous Flaihes. 
One Day, the Remembrance of which I mufl 
preferve as the mofl remarkable of my Life, the 
yery fame whereon the yews celebrate chat which 
chey cajl the Feafl of Tabernades, being defirous 
dirougb Curio^y (though of different Religion) 
to affifl at their Ceremonies, I accompany *d the 
King to that famous Temple, whicli from tlie 
Name of its Founder, they call theTempk of ^o/o- 
tnoHy and which for Riclies and admtrabk Struc- 
ture, may pafs with more juflice than that oi Diana 
at EpbefuSy or that of Jufiter the Ofympiauy for 
one of the World*s Wonders ; at iirft the Ceremo- 
nies borrowed my 'Attention, for methought they 
^ were very fpecieus : But in fine, no longer able 
CO' keep them off, I tranfportcd all my Thoughts 
to Mariamne^ and with thofe tied my Eyes to her 
Face, with fo attentive a Regard j and though 
,Arfanesy who flood behind me, often endea- 
voured to call me to my(elf» and made me mark 
in what manner the King obferv*d me, Ihadmuch 
ado to retire them for a few Moments, while the 
Sacrifice lafkd | dor was I ig^orani of the Fault I 
- Yoi.. I» E com- 
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commirced, but I believe the Gods ftrock my Rea- 
fon blind, to puniih my Offence of allifiiDg atthc 
Sacrifices of a Religion which was Enemy to 
theirs : Whatever the Caufe was> that 121^ the Day 
wherein the King abandon*d him (elf to his Jea* 
loufy, thoueh poffibly he had not yet determin'di 
Upon the Re&iution he was to take. Coming back 
from the Temple, he went to vific the Queen's 
Lodging, full of furious Thoughts, his Face carried 
the Copy of his troubled ^oul, and bis Eyes fjpark«- 
led Mef&ges of Death : Yet they were no fooncr 
cncoumer d by the Queen*5, but all their Storm.s 
dear'd up, aud tho(e Tempdb which Rage had 
xais*d ag^nft her, by that marvellous Afcendanc 
ihe had upon his Spirit, did homage co the Charms 
of her Beauty, and grew calm in a Moment j of 
one terrible as a Lion, in a few Minutes he be- 
came mild and tra^bble; and inftead of uttering 
the Threats he had prepar*d, his di farmed Anger 
gave Place to Kindnefs, which rendered his Spirit 
pliable to Carefles aud Flaoeries. 
^ He made the Queen a Difcourfe iull of Af{e^ion» 
which ilie receiv^ with her ufual Modefty. Bar 
then offering to take ibme Liberties with her» 
which he might have lawfully beiiev'd bis due^ 
if (by fb many Cruelties infli£ied upon her and 
hers) he had not violated the Rights, and lod all 
chofc Advantages of which Marriage had poiTefs'd 
him, that courageous Princefs, who could ncter 
tamely hide her Reientmentiu aDifgcii(c> difHain- 
fully repuls*d him. 

Htvod^ that was not ignorant of the tmcCaofe 
cf this, though he fufpe^^ed others, would not 
vtake a Denial from her iitii coldnefs^ but per^ 
ceiving fb: rciiAed with an invincible Refblution, 
«nd being no Way-abte to obtain chefe Favours 
from her, which bis de&e$ w^c gcecdy of, he 

realTd 
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recaird that Chokr that had fo lattty Ihook him» 
and behoMing her with Eyes that {parkied Fury : 

* Ingratcful Woman, faid be^ do not longer 

* think to ahufe mc by thy fpecious Pretences j 

* but know I am not ignorant that it is the Love 

* ofJyrrdateSy and not the Memory oiHircanus^ 
^ or Ariftohulusy that renders thee inflexible to 

* thy Husband's ifindnefs. 

Though the Queen had ever fcar'd thcfc Things 
from Htrod^s Humour, yet ihe could not be lefs 
than furpriz^d at this Laiiguage, and appear'd as 
if flie had been (Iruck with a Thunder-bolr s her 
Tongue remain\i mute, her Vifage diang^d Cho- 
lour, and from the profound Aftonilhment which 
Herod ihttc obdezved, he receiv*d cruel Confirma- 
tions of his ^lous Thoughts. This Apprehenfion 
redoubled his' Fury, ana now nor doubting but 
the Queen's powerful Surprifal rofe from the Re- 
proaches of herConfcience, and the Shame or Feat 
ihe might have to fee her Paflion difcovered, he 
gave himfirlf up ro the moft furious Transports 
cnat Rao^e could infpire, and had much ado to 
keep it crom committing Outrage upon her Per* 
fon 5 but he upbraided her wjth.tbe moft injuri- 
ous Words thatCholer could invent: * How now 

* Traitrefi, fa/d be^ ihuft I then be robb'd by s| 

* Barbarian s Witchcraft, of what is only due to 

* myfclf? And thou, th^t would'ft fain paft for 

* a dcttiutc Tlealot, does it fuit with the Law of 

* thy God, or the Repute of the World, that 

* thou findcft more Swcetncfs in the fhameful 

* Embraces of an Infidel, than in the legitimate 
« Aficaionsofa Husband? Ahi difloyal Wo- 

* man, unworthy of a Love, which has preferred 
' thee'in a Rank from whence thou haft deferved 
''to fill! with thy Family, a Love that hathexpo-* 

* led me too, to the Contempt of iny People: 

El * Is 
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* Is ic by tbefe iu famous Paflions thoa tnakefi: 
^ good thy claim to the Maccabean Blood, of 

* which. thou h^fl: fo often boaftcd ? Th^kcfl?

He accompanied thele Words with a Torrenr 
of others more cruel and injurious; during wh^ch' 
the fair Queen^ having, had time to reftore her* 
fclf from her firft Aftonilhment,, began to regard 
with all the AfTurance that Innocence, could give 
her^ and, neither able to make her Spirit flexible 
to his Flatteries, nor her own Juftification, of 
which ihe believed hin^ unworthy, after that he 
had given fome truce to his Invedives, ' Finilh, 
faidjhe^ thou cruel Man, Hniih rhy Rage, aiU 
believe that after the Exercife of Co much brutilh 
Cruelcy upon mine, thou may 'ft give it leave 
to let tall its laft£f&(^s upon myfelf; there on- 
ly remains the laft Part of it to be ad^cd upon 
me ; for having ha4 (by the Murther oi ts^j 
deareft Friends, by a miferable Capdyity, and 
the bloody Orders thou gaveft for my own)- 
my Repoie fo often tortured, there refts no 
more but to aUaulc my Honour, which by tho 
favour of Heaven I have till now defended rrom 
thy horrid Perfccutions : Do, tear my Reputati-* 
on, which hath niaintaineditfelf pure anafpot^p 
Icfs in my Misfortunes, and ftill perlecjiue t|ie 
Ajmonean Memory by the Shame thpu prepa-* 
f reu for .the lafc of its illuftcious Blood» which 
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thou haft fpilt (6 brutilhly : Hope not I will 
afTert my Innocence) no, that Account muft 

* only be rendered to him that knows it, and by 
his Gbodnefs wilt defend it againft the Calum- 
ny of my Enemies: believe all of the nnfbmi- 
natc Maria^nntf wherewith her entiensDetrac- 
tois have iti(pir*d thcer Thy Cruelties have gi- 
ven me bu£ coo much Caufe to difpenfe with 
the Jitftificatioii which 1 owe to him, whom 
Heaven in its Anger ^;|ve me for a Husband ; 
but do not involve fucn Perfbns-in my Miferyi 
as^ ha^e no Part in. the Crime thou impoieft^ 
and if thy Rage demands a Vi6Hm to appcaft 
it, feek no other than her whom thou haft 
taught to defirc Death, by rendering her Life 
calamitous. 

The laft Words of the Queen traniported He- 
rdiTxo the &rtheft Degrees of Fury : And now, 
more than' believing the Care (he took of my Ju- 
ftiiication, while {he difdained her own, could 
fptidg from no other Root but that of Love, he 
concluded the Proof clear enough to convince her ; 
and not able fb far to over-rule this Belief, to 
diflemble his Intention : • Yes, perfidious Crea- 

* ture, cryed hey I will credit alj that my Eyes 

* and Ears, and not the envious Detradors, have 
5 told me; I will credit fidl that will convince thee 

< of the moft ihaaiiefol and blackeft of all Trea* 

* (bns ,' and in fin^, believe that of thee, which 

< thou wouldeft I ihquld do, and difdain'ft to 

* difavow : The Care thou takeft of that ingrate- 

* ful Wretch, which has fo bafely betrayed me, 

* to the Prejudice of thy own Safety, fhall fuftice 

* for his and thy Condemnation : The Ruin of 

< that thou holdeft fo dear, ihall begin the Pu* 
/ niihment of thy Difloyalty, and the Choice of 

< Yi^ims due to my juft Anger iball not be at 

E I 9^y 
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*■ thy Difpofal; for before tkoa tearneft wbjic to 

* re(blrc ufon thyftif, prepare to ;know wha? I 

* ihall execute upon the Perfon of thy Adukerer. 
At thdfe Words he flung oUt of tH^. Oamber^ 

-pfith a Counteiuiicc ib ftrioiiSy as f;hoi€ that met 
bim in the Padage could not behold him without 
trembling; alas* bow erroneous yas the Opini- 
on he had of my Fortune? how relnote was I 
from that Sovereign D^ree of Happinefs, add ho w 
worthy n)y Condition had bccst o« Eovy^ bad bis 
Sufpicions been true. 

In the mean Time I was at' my Lodging, whol- 
ly ignorant of what had palled at the Pauce, and 
employed the left of that Day upon my ordina- 
ry Diverdons. The Hour of Supper being oomet 
1 was fcrved after the ufual Manner, and htting at 
the Table with fbme Friends of the Court, which 
were come to vifit me, we had done Part of our 
Repafti when, calling for Drink, ofiebf die King^ 
Cup-bearers that was accuftomed to ferve me, 
prelemed the Cup with a troubled Look, and dif- 
compofed Countenance : I obferved this Change 
in his Yifage, but made no Reflexion upon k, oii- 
]y contented myfclf to ask him if he was not 
well ; and in the mean Time taking thc*Cup from 
liis Hands,. I was carrying it to my Mouth, when 
Arfanes enter*d the Chamber, and ha(Uly running 
up to me, juH as I touched the Cup with my 
Lips, he ruihed againft my Acm fo rudely, as ht 
made me 'let fidl the Cup, and fpili the Liquor, 
part on the Table, and part upon my Cloaths : 
This Adlion o^Arfanws was fo little rcfpedful, that 
(knowing his Difpofition) I concluded he had not 
clone it without fome powerful Motive: But he 
ftayed not tijl I ihould ask the Reafon, and (defi- 
rous :to hide bis Intent from thofc were with 
me) * Sir, /iii/.i&r, I bcfccch you to pardon thfe 
^ * Offence 
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' Oflence wbtch my raih Hade faarh made me 
^ commky aod be pleafied to Touchiafe me the 
*■ Liberty of your Ear for otte MomeDC* This 
&id, he drew tne by the Axta with an Adioh lb 
earned^ as I petceiTod h^ had (bme Advice of 
Importance ix> oonunimicais: I zoie from (heXa* 
ble, making a bad Ezcufe to thde that fupp'd 
with me, and foWowd^rJkfffs into my Cabinet, 
which he SxHcaitt'd, We were no &oner there, 

* But, Sir, faid hfj nothing bac a fpeedy FJighe 

* can fave yout.Life, the Gods in good time con- 

* duded me hither to fpiU the Poyfon prepared 

* for you; but if we {lay longer here, ic will not 

* be poflibie, with the (ame Facility, to put by 

* thoiie orhcr Dangers that mctAcc you s read this 

* Note, which juft now I receiv'd of the Queen's 
' chief Eunoch, it iswatxea with her own Hand; 
^ and if che Gods confent that we e(cape, 'tis to 
\ her alone voh owe your £tfety.' I was amaz*d 
at the Words. and Adkiis of Arfimesy and with- 
oiit reply to bis Difixsurfe, 1 took the Letter,

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^ where my Soul refttfes to keep ic company.* 
Then I lepcated almoft the fame things I calked 
to Arfanes -, to which, when he had knt an Ac- 
ttotion as ferious as the Troubles that involved us 
had left him, * Sir^fsfdhe^, if you love the Queen, 
^ yoa ought not to coniuk farther, iior enlarge 

* your Explications upon her Comttiands, which 

* cannot be but fatal to one or other j if you nc* 

* glcft yoiur own -Life, you ought to conlldec 

* • hel-s, and to beUevc, thac while you arc in fudeny 

* ihc cad never be in fafety •, 'cis not tftily againft 

* you that the King's Anger does lighcefi, \\% ra- 

* ther her that this rifing &orm doth threaten ; 

* and you have no other way to keep ic off her 

* Head, than by removing the Caufe of the King's 

* ctocl Jcaloufy. 

Then, in order, he Briefly reootmted^ what he 
had karn*d of the Ck>nferenoe between the King 
and CJueen from the chief Eunuch, who had over- 
heard it \ and thus, % urging the Queen's Safety 
and Kepofe, he rang'd alTrhacwas repugnant in 
me under his Obedience. Yet I could not difpofe 
Jnyfclf to forfakc the Queen' for ever, but I re- 
vived for iomz time to fly the Rage of Herod ^ 
and, in the mean time, to go in feardh^f toitit 
Occs^oHs that might either reflote nty GoiKlition 
by the Knowledge he might gain df the QOden's 
Innocence, or, if it were poffibk, procure to ftife 
her without her KnowJedge. This was my Hope 
that got my Confent to part \ but I wo^ld rath^ 
have taken a thoufand Deaths, than given it to 
take eternal Leave'of Mariamne, 

While I difcoufled with Sohefnits^ thanked him 

for his good Offices,* and ptomiicd a pa'pctual 

Amity, withfuch a Share in my Fortunes, as his 

hwti Hefires fhould crave, (if ever the Gods thought 

^t to change tkttn) aud drew VtomiCx from hmi 

to 
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to per&vere in his faitliful AfGdaoce, Arfants 
and my Govetnor got ready our Arms aod Hor(es \ 
4Uid having caufed them to be led, without Noife, 
by three or four Parthian Servitors to the Garden 
Gate, (that had fcrved me from my Infancy^ and 
followed me in all my Voyitges) and having care- 
fally pack'd op my Jewels and Money, with what 
elle was necef&ry, I rewarded Sobemus with fome 
Kjttm of great Value, and leaving others in his 
Hand c6 give to Cieopbe and the Eonuch that had 
.been my Confidants, I bid him adieu with Tears 
Jn my £ye&; and arming myfelf, in a Ihorc time 
I got to Horfe with Arjanes^ my Govetnor, and 
niy faithful Farfbiansy without taking any Jew 
along with me, or Co 'much as letpng them know 
of my Departure. 

. I went out at the fame Gate Schemus eoter'd, 
> which opened iato an Uiift^e^MentjMi Street ^ while 
I iflued oat at the back*i)de of my Locking, the 
i Front of it wasaflaulted by thoCe that Herod haul 
,fent either to t^kc oz kill me i and as they had 
Order to environ my Lodging, I. had not trod 
• many Steps in the ^seets, before I faw both Ends 
.ofitfeiz'd upon by a great Number of Soldiers, 
that.fliuc up the Pafliige on all /ides. I perceived 
:I ihould.nnd it a hard Task to fave'my&lf ; 
-yCt I rciblvcd to ftU either my Life or Liberty as 
ideat as.poiGbJe, and turning to thofe that fol- 
lowed me : ^ Ace you lefolved, fatd /, to de* 

^ fend yourlelves hke- vsJianc Men, and cither to 

* owe your Safety to your own Bravery, or pc- 
;*.rifli with your Prince, if the Gods have fo or- 

* daiu*d it?* They proccfted with one Voiee^ 
, That they would S& at my Feet : And being af- 

lured of (heir Refoktion, I fpurr'd in upon tho^, 
, with my Sword in my Hand, that defended .the 
rTaflage, andwas follow 'dib' courageouily by mine, 

' iiac 
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that my Enemies began to judge it not (b eafy k 
Task to «,k€ mc as they imagined. 

I pafs'd upon the Necks of tho/c that firft op- 
pofcd me ; atid cutting out our Way with oor 
-Swords, we beftirr*d ourfelves Co vigorou{}y at the 
firft Encounter, as (Jfter we had thrown many of 
our Enemies dead at our Feet, and fcatter'd the 
ficrceft of the reft) the Paflag€ through the Street 
remained free, and^ we advanced into another 
more large, through which we galloped towards 
the Gate that was neareft. And now we had be- 
gun to entertain fbme hope of cicapc, when gaf- 
fing through" a Place adjoining to the Temple, 
we efpy*d fo many Troops of armed Men from 
all Corners approaching to us, as we judged ic 
yery difficult to force them. 

The Light which the Torches caft, fhewed mc 

Ak^as^ the Husband of ^lome^ at the Head of 

the foremoft s ^^^ hearing him loudly animate 

his Men either to take or kill me, I ran up unto 

him, with my advanced Sword in my Hand> 

which I let fall upon his Head fo forcibly, that 

had not the Blow been warded bv a Soldier, that 

put his Sword before it, his Life nad paid foe his 

. Wife's Malice ; neverthcleft, the Blow was hot fb, 

flight, but it threw him with a deep Wound at the 

Feet of his Soldiers : Ih.tjc'ws raifed a loudCla* 

mour at the Fall of Aksas ; and, in the mean 

time,' we charged in fo fucccfsfulW, as we tumbled 

many of them dead at our Hortes Feet. -Incieed 

we did perform Adions there worthy of fbme 

Remembrance \ and \\s probable the yevss had 

never fcen fuch a Handful of Men in their City 

difpuce their Lives fb courageoufly. put in fine, 

our Enemy's iStrength in<jttra(ed to luch a meafure, 

and ours grew fo feeble, as we foon perceived, 

without fome miraculous AfGdance, the Ways to

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Safery: werq all blocked op. My Governor Poiitiji 
who till then had accompany*d and fervid mc in 
all my Difeaccs, wttfi a. marvellous A£&dtoii|' 
(bravely fighting by my Side) was forced by a 
MuiEJtudc of Wounds to breathe his laft 5 liii 
Death was (licceeded by one of my faichfiil Par^ 
tbians'y and fure I had not long ftaid behind 
hrm, li Arfanesy who is enrdow'd with a dexf. 
troffs Wit, and that tempet'd with a inarvdioils 
Prudence, bethought himfclf, ih the very midft 
of Danger,, of a way to (aye usj and approach-* 
ing to me, as near as pofCblii * Sir, faid key I 

* bc{ecch yoti follow mc, I have difcovered a fe- 

* cure Retreat/ And at thefc Words, inftcad of 
J^urring towards the Gate, as wc did before, 

where Sic thicfceft Throng of Enemies and Diffi* 
culty withftood as, he caufedmc to face aboat to* 
wards thc.Temfle-Gaie, which was behind iis | 
dnd oh that f^de (having btit feiv Enemies to com- 
bat) wc (bon cleared thePaflage j and were no 
fooner arrived ;hcre-, but wc readily quitted our 
Horjfes, and threw ourfelvcs into the Temple, 
which was then open, bccaiife of the Fcaft of 
Tabernacles, the Celebration of which lafted three 
whole Day*. . ' ■ ' 

That Tempfc had always been a Sandaary for 
Criminals, bit at that Feaft (the moft confidc- 
rable of any the y^wi'Rehgion celebrates)^ ic^was 
£0 aflurcd a Refuge, as the'jFeii* would cstthct 
have fuffcred the entire Ruin of their Nation, 

• than permitted any to be forced from the Tem- 
ple^ that had there taken Sanduary, whatso- 
ever Crime they were <:6nvidled of. This cooled 
the Heat of their Purfuits 5 afld when they hvr 

.us entered, they ftopp*d at the Gate, and ftood 
with Arms a-crofs, .without the IcatV^offcr to 
follow \i%y liide^ feme ^h6re w«re of ^che^moft 

muti- "^ 
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mutinous a^notig them, and the mofl; iiKctefted 
in the hurc of Ah*^^ and the Deaths of their 
Companions) cbac. cry*d cnic to the Priefts to put 
us ouc ; that I was the King's Enemy \ that it 
was by his Ordte and expcds Command they 
porHied us : ,But the Prieds, indead of liftening to 
their Clamour, received us with much Humanity, 
and protefted they wouk} ca£r perilh than ful&r 
the Temple's Privileges' to he violated. The Dig- 
n^ity of the Ptiefthood among the Jews was very 
eminent : That pf th&Hig|i*Prieft had heretofore 
been \ only exerci(ed by Kings, thcmfelves ^ afrer 
the Kings Hircanus and AripobuJus^ the Grand- 
father and Brodier of Mariamne^ had difcharged 
ic, and then it was in the Hands of one the near- 
eft ally'd to the Crown. And thus we (aw our- 
felves in that faaed Fortre^, .and onr Enemies 
only concent to euviron it, without daring to ad- 
vance one Step' ft> force an Entrance^ hut as ibon 
as Day fhewed it(elf, the King having Jearn'd the 
Tmch, after he had (ent divers Mcl&ges to the 
Piriefts in vain, he came him(elf, wholly traaf- 

J>onjed with Fury, in inch aTempefl:> as save be* 
ief to thofe that were Jiext him, it wouM hurry 
him to the moft violent Extremities. 

The Priefts, iiiformVl of -his Arrival, came to 
•the Gate to meet him ; but (b foon as they {aw 
jiim,. in the Name of «heir God they forbad him 
to put a. Foot iiiio the Temple, if he brought amr 
other Intenuon than to raider that ReCpea which 
was as due from him, as from the meaneft ^^xu, 
•ro that holy Place, and the Divinity within it. 

Herod, thotigh deeply in Raee, and poflibly not 
ovet-xcalous in the Service of ^is God» as he was 
very politick, iear'd, tha& being already hated, and 
but weakly afliired of the y^wj Fidelity, (IhouW 
lie Yentwe tQ^laEecheirCu^ms, and infringe 

their 
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rheir Privileges) it might provoke (bme Revolt ^ 
befide^> news was brought him, that in divers 
Parts of the City, the Pbartfees^ that were the 
greaccft Zealots in their Religion, and the moft 
coiifiderable among the People, began to mttrmor. 
He confidered that there was then eaufe to fear 
every thing, the F^ having iilFd the City, mst 
tftklf with its own Imabitants, but with the great* 
eft Part of ail Judea^ which the Solemnity had 
iummoned thither. Thefc Confiderairion^ ftaid 
Herod ^t the Gate ; bat ehe Tronbfe of his Soul 
exprefs'd irfdf at the Eyes, arid in the disjointed 
Words his Rage let fall : Yet, Time having re- 
conciled him to feme Reafon, he reprefentcd to 
feme Priefts, that the Afylum of the Temple wa$ 
not to ;proteA us ; that we were Infidels, and oT 
. a contrary Religion j that they ought the rathet 
to put us cnr, Ted our Pfe(ence fhouki prophtffie 
the Phwc's Holinefs. But the Priefts reply-d, That 
God*s Afylam ivas equally 'for all Men j that if 
out Opinions did not tread the right Path, we 
might there find it through the Conduct of his 
Grace ^ that probably having made its incur the 
King's Di^leafute, he had tlierefore cftlled us 
thither. 

Herod SLtxCwct^d, thit I had violated^thc chiclT 
Rights df Hofritdiry> that were as andent as 
TeAi|rles tTxciMehes •, -thait no Nation ought- to 
contain a Refuge of the Man iJiat had mtcftly 
abufed the toropct Pttfon of the King, dnd mor- 
tally wQundcd'his Brother-in-law : But aDthc Ar- 
■gumfents he could 6rge, were not ftrong enough 
to batter the Priefts Refolution ; neither his Me- 
naces nor Piomife could difpofe rficm, either to 
remit me into his Hands, dr fWlcr him to enter 
intb the Temple, without thundering agatinftHim 
yfith all their Aoidiotitys whe!:eiri(& their Office 
barf 
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had invefied.thcm> which enjoiii'd cbe CoK(crva- 
tioD of tbcic Privileges. 

The Gods cap wicnefs, that I did not lore my 
Life Co well) -co beClow ^1 the Caie they made me 
take upon its Ptefervation : Bat I condelceiided 
much tQ the £ntrcaties of Ar fanes and my Ser^ 
▼ants, and indeed to the Priefts them (elves, who 
irould^not permit nie to lei&ye the Temple, tboi^h 
I had dfifit'd it. 

^ Whatever Reientment I. had entenain*d ggainft 
Herody as the Pec(ecator of my Lilby and Mart* 
amne's Repofe^y^t I could not quit the thought 
of 1ms ficft Reception, and the Shelter that he had 
h many Years given me againft my Brother's Bar- 
barian. This Remembrance made me defire to 
fee and fpeak to him, ro tefhfy that I was neither 
ingracefid to his former Kindneis, nor had ever 
injured him in the kaft Particular he could ima- 
gine. Upon this Score, forcing this Re^idance of 
'Arfanes% Difluaiion, i approached within eighc 
or ten Paces of the Gate, where he conrcfled with 
the Ptiefts \ and, fo foon as I could be (een or 
heard, ' Kiiig of the^^v;/, crfd /, I am neither 

* thy Subjcd nor Inferior : And the Gods, who 
' have given me Birth from the nobled Family 

* in the World, heave not kit me to acknowledge 

* any fuperjior Power bqt theirs ^ for this Reafooi 
,' I have little cau(e tpji^iiy myfc^ to. th^,, that 
.' would'fihave taken my Life bpth byi Swocd and 

* Poi(bn, and haft purfued me agaiujfl all divine 

* and hpman Right, even to the Temple of thy 

* God : But the Sacisfadion low? to my G>n- 

* fciei)oe, ai^d to the Memory of that £ntert;ain- 
.' menc wherewith thou haft formerly treated me>. 
•' ^oth Qt>lige me to declare my Inuocefice;, I 
\ procef^^into thc^ Herod, both before tiiy God 
'^ ^ mifie, that I have qd way def^ryed to of* 
^ "feud 
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fend thee : In thofe Employments thou gavcft 
me for. thy Scmcc, ♦ thou haft fonnd it, (and 
poflSbly to thy own Adfantage) that I neither 
fparcd my Blood nor my Life for the Intercft 
of thy State ; and for that which concerns thy 
Perfon, I repeat my Protcftation, that 1 never 
did thee any Injury. If that which (terns ami- 
able in thy Eye, hath appeared worthy of Ve- 
neration and Re(pe6i> thofe Sentiments, to 
which thou canft only attribute my Crime, can- 
not make thy Complaint againft me legitimate ; 
and I wifti- this very Temple, which nowfervcs 
to (hrodd me from thy Malice, may cruih me 
with its own Ruins, if in ihe moft culpable of* 
all my Thoughts, there was any Mixture pf 
what might oc capable to wrong thee. Nor 
do I aflcn this Truth with defign to difarm thy ' 
Fury, or avoid the Death thou thrcatcneft : I* 
cannot fear bafely 5 nay, could Inow bclhcwn 
any occafion to per iih nobly, thou (houldd' 
quickly fee how low I prize my Life •, but I per- 
ceive, that either thy own blind Tranfporr, or* 
the Rage of mine and thy Enemies, have made 
thee involve, in my impofed Crimes, the purcft* 
and the moft entire Innocent that ever yet was inju- 
red. Deftroyhifti, if -thou wilt, whoicThoognts 
may hav« difj^leafed thee, though they were al-' 
wayfr ifitidccnt dnoogh to endure ftripping*- but^ 
do tiot let fall thy Rage upon her that never un-' 
derftooc) them.' ' What? I have i^prefehted may' 
plant ^iet, as well hi thy Family as thy Bpeaft : 
Aiid if thou wilt pc^mKe me, at th^ Foot of thy' 
Altars, and before the-Minifters of thy God, to 
make me «he only M«rk df- thy Fury, I will* 
abandpn this Afylum that defends \my Hiatd* 
^ficotti dliy R^c; and^withoac further delay rea- 
** det it up into thy Hands. '* ^ 

Ihad 
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I had further enkrgU 'niy&If, if the enraged 
Herod would have given me a longer hcadiig^ 
wichouc Imerrupciou* He had endurd the Begin-- 
iiing o£ my Dilcourfe with fbme Patience, or at 
leaft had fuf&red me to Q>eak, because the Ezcefs 
of Choier thatpoilefs'd him> had^ty*d up his own 
Toi^ue. Biit when he faw with what Paflion I • 
endeavoured to judify Mariamne^ and then re- 
member'd that he£ Gobdncfs had taken the iame 
Care for me, he let himfclf fall into a. cruel Re-' 
doublemenc of his Jealoufy i . a«d, not able xo^ 
diflemble the Rage chat RefBep^brance iiifpir'd,' 
Barbarous Traytor, eryd Uy nnwotthy of the- 
Prote^ion I have given thee,. agaioft t)io(c thac> 
knew thee better than mylclf, and would juftly 
have cqt thee from tht Wotld, through the Ex- 
perience of thy difloyal Indinaiion : Dofl thoQ> 
hope to find, that at the Pooc of our Altars,^ 
. againfl my jufl Re&ntoKfntSv which noiie but- 
my Arm could have given ,{hef,.agaiB(l thc' 
Puriuits of thy own Brother? • Thinl:efl tl)ou,- 
Heaven, that abhors ihy I»gratit4.id^, can arm', 
itfelf in thy Defence asaintt a.Kiug, • that hath

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his Power, if Sofius (followed with, a ^reac Guard 
of R&mmns and yirwx ) bad not arrived at the 
Tempk-Gacse. This Man was a Rtmatt Senator, 
that lomc Days finoe came to HierufaUm to treat 
vrith Herod about certain Afiairs concerning th^ 
EmfcTot Augffjiuf. And the'(ame Svfitts that| 
with a Roman Army, had formetly aided him in 
his War zgziaA Antigonusy and contributed more 
than himCdf to the Defeat and taking of that poor 
Prince. 

Herpd highly refpe^ed this Man» as well for 
his perfonal as his rept^i^ntative Condition, being 
the £mperor*s Amba&dor^ Sofiux had formerly 
known, and fiuKying fomething in me worthy of 
his Amity, gladly conCsnted to be my Friend; 
and at that time underftanding the Danger I wa$ 
in, he came to find Herod^ with intent to employ 
all the Imperial Authority for my Prefervatioo : 
and Ib'fixecls&lly he iabotti*d it,, thac Herod^ ^ 
hot as his Rage had made him^ was conftralned 
to tame it ox the Name of Augufiut^ of whoie 
IV>wer andGreatnefs he was a timdtoas IdoUcer.. 
Sofim nrged, that he ought to permit me co- re- 
tire to the £mperQr, who had oft invited me to 
Romt^ and profefled an Inoereft in my Preferva- 
tion s that his Proceedings were bat toe viokac 
flgainft a Prinoe of my £xtra6kion •, that tc was & 
to confider what might follow *, his Quarrel being 
grounded upon nought but weak Sulpicioii ; be- 
Sdes, that he iiad Istnit the Wound of Akags 
was not dangerous,. which I had, given him. in 
fiich a Reiiibnce as was allowed to all Men : £e- 
iCdes thefe, he reprefeoted divers other Gonfidera- 
cions, to which, in the end, he join'd the £mpe'- 
Tor's Authority, pcocefting he Ihould; rendes an er- 
Sbdi Aommc of that A^ftiou : .And to? this Menace, 
hir<fd (that was n Slave oo ^t&Mman Fonune and -^

Grcatncfs, -and without^ that Prop, knew it im- 
poflible to fupport his oWn ) rather rciwlcr'd than 
to any other (Jonfideration. At laft, thercfotc, he

\^ith all that was niine> on condition 1 fhould 
xhake no ftay in the City, but qtiit it the (amt 
Day, and in fix more depart the Limits of hit 
Realm -, pawning his Word to Sofiusj (who re* 
ceived it in the Emperor's Name) that neither iti 
the City, nor upon the Way, there fhpuld be anjL- 
Trap laid for nie. 

. This was our Capitulation j and having paid 
my Thanks toSofius and the Pricfts for their Kind- . 
tiefs, as welt as my Grief to abandon Mariamftt 
iWould (uffcr me, I quitted the Temple, and foon 
after the City, under the Conduct of Svfius 2nAhJk% 
Romans^ and they accompan/d me without the 
Gates \ it was likewise permitoed to the reftof my 
Train, to repair td^the ^hct of my firft NightjS. 
lodging, which rWas ac>a Town diibint albout aa 
hundred Furlongs frm\^Hterufa/em» . Thus I 
efcaped HerotT^^^Vf^ but not the Perfbcutions of 
my unfortunate ho^c, % the Ills I had atoided were 
found fcarce worth coiifidering, when compared 
with thofe this cruel Parting procured me j and 
though my Refblution was thus fmperfed, thus 
far I had gone, rather to {uffer athoui[and Deaths^ 
thanteaonnce Mariamne for ever, for feai of one. 
We were no (boner arriv^d^at the Place where 
«^^ . we were to lodg^ but taking Affanes afide, *- My. 
^ dear Arfanesy fdid i, you fee that I have cotw

At thefe words I often embraced Sobemus^ ancl 
weighing the truth of wliat he- bad faid, I long 
confolcea with him upon the order we were t6 
obferve^ all the ways were block'd up with dif- 
ficahy and peril*, at laft we fix*d upon one that 
we judged the leaft dangerous \ and Sohemus^ not 
willing to (hty me longer in the (Ireet, led me 
through a private door and up a little pair of 
Stairs, hot unknown unto me, to the Eunuch 
PbyUn's Chamb<!r : The Eunuch was thai with 
the Queen, but his Chamber-door was opened tp 
S$bemtfSy by a5crvitor that waited there j Sobemu^ 
went that way to the Queen's Lodgings, while { 
expc6ied his return in the Gallery, without a Light. 

My fear to afHid your Patience, makes me ror- 
bear the repetition of Sobemus and Pby/on*s Dit 
putewith the Queen to difpofc her to fee mes 
the anger ihe expreft againfl them and me, ani. 
the pains they took to obtain the grace I dcman-* 
dcd, I refer to your apprehenfion ; fb^ your rea^ 
• fon dannot be a Stranger to what might be' al- 
ledged on both fides •, attd ihall contcot myfelt 
to tell you, that after a long conteflation, at laft 
the Queen confcntcd to ice me in C/eopbe*s Cham- 
ber, where by her Ihe was only attended j while 
Sobemus znd Phy/on were (et Sentinels ^t both 
avenues to prevent a {iidden iiirprifal.

trv, that was under her Dominion, but has flretcb- 
ed itielf to the remote Comers of the World, and 
will doubdefs be a Task for ifhe Memory of Fame 
till the iaft Ago. .

The Queen C/eopatrs wds Daoghcer (as furc 
you have hea^) to King Piri^^w^, fomamed 
Auleftisy and delcended w^h King Ptokmy her 
Brother, from that glorious Stock of Kings, that 
fince the great PtBlomy, Triend and Succeflbr of 
Alexandd'^ hath continually fway'd the Egyptian 
Scepter. This Prince(c was born withiall theGra- 
cjes that the Gods could 'bdftow iipon a mortal Per- 
fdn ^, the Bc!auty of her Body could not be match- 
ed upon Eai^h, nor had that ef her Spirit Ic& 
Advantages ; ^ and the greatne& of her Courage, 
infinitely raised itfelf aboVe her Sex : I wopld Uj

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tnoK, if Renown had not (av'd me a Labour, 
and chofe Gifts oC Heaven b^n cop fatal to let me 
dwell delightfijiy upon the Story. 

But the Pcioce Piohmyy hec Brother, was not

Ia]ftre(IIpn of good chat his high Birch had left 
upon his Spirit} which, in fine, tumbled him 
jheadlQng in. his la(^ Misfortur^e. He receiv'd the 
jCrowQ yery youngs by the DeatJh of the King his 
Father i and the jinbridlcd Liberty which he found 
in that abfolute Power, funk him in all his Vi- 
ixs.

This D|i worthy Crqiv having once perceiv'd 
jiJmC/eopafrasCTedit was like to extinguiih theirs 
in every Egyptian Bread, began to render hef 
fufpepled to her Brother, and eafily perfwaded 
cfa^t poorS^rit, that it was fit ihe fliould periih; 
,thc ungracious Prince fuddenly rcfoK'd to give 
the Blows hoc (hating Notiee of his evil luteuti- 
onj die retired from the Court, and fought a Rt^ 

fugc 
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fuge among thofe Egyptians which fhe- bcHevcd 
d\({ beft aficd hct : Nor did tbcy abufe her Con* 
fidcncc J for a great Part of the Realm arm*d ip- 
fcif in the Quarrel, divers Cities d!eclar*d for her, 
and if her Party was not the 'moft puiflant^ ae 
leaft it was composed of the honoder Sort of Egyp^ 
tiafts, that a long Time- kept her &ft bemud 
their Bucklers, s^inft all the Forces the King^ 
could make. > 

At laft, after Inei^uality of Number had cweii 
Ptolomy (bme Advaiitagc, he betieged the Prin- 
ccfs his Sifter in the City of Pthfium^ whicher 
ihe was retir'd-. 

At that Siege he was bafied'i when the'inforta<> 
nate Pfftafey (a dreadful Example of Fortune's 
Inoonftanc^) that great Man that had triumphed 
over Three Parts ofihe World, and by an itmnitc 
Number of Vi^ries had ju(Hed for precedency 
-with the Renown oi Alexander % fLfin^ftom tht 
Battle of PharfaM^ came to throw hi^felf into 
his Arms, thereto fe<ek an Afylum aeainft dic.- 
Purfuit of his vidorious Enemy. Indeed all forts 
of Honour and Affiftance were due from Ptolomy 
to the Dignity of that' grand Captain ; and doubt- 
lefs any Soul but his would* have received him 
(rhata few Days before was the greateft ef all 
Mcv\) with aiiibmifsRefpedkto his precedent Coo- 
dition; but that diHbyai Mai> (omy prizing his 
pre(cnt Fortune, and- not his Virtue) hearkning 
to the pernicious Counfels of PotbinnSy Tbeodo- 
rusy and Ganymodi^ that rcDTefented how advao>- 
•tagcous an Amity tho Deam of P^m/)^ might 
gain him with his Enomy, butchered that un&r- 
tunate Prince upon the Shore of Pelufium^ in the 
: fight of hft Wife Cornelia^ who hardly efcapcd 
(l3y the Succours of her own Men) froaa thefamb 

€>cftiny,

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The belief I have that Fame has made you ac-» 
iqaaimed with this pitiful HHborv, the ^mporttnce 
of wiiich fptead it ovet the Eartn, mslkes me oon- 
tra£): it in a fmall ^ofume; A' kw Days afier^ 
Ptolomy underfUoding that C W«r was come in^ 
to Egyfty and hearing he di&pprov*d the cruel 
War he made againft his Sifter, rais'd his iSiege 
from Pelufiiimy and bent his Coarfe towards 
Aifxandrhy where he ftaid his coming^. 

Cimpatra no (boner faw her Git^ ungirr, and 
herfcjf at Liberty, but. by the Gounfcl ef her faith- 
fufleft Servants, and efpecially of my Father Apof- 
iodoYus^ who bad cwr much Credit with her, Ihe 
refoWM to throw herfclf at the Feet of Cafar^ and 
demand' his Protedion before he arriv'd at AUx*- 
andtitt. This Defign was pretendy executed, and 
ihe aild her Train wafted o?er with a wii^d

Gra^ 
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Gravity, and in his following Difcour&s put a' 
(iibmimve Behaviour in the Place. 

After hehadtc-affurcd hcr^Ecars by repeating 
his Promife not to abandon her, be told her hc 
vould condn^^ her to Alexandria, psefeat her ta 
her Brother, and put her in poileuion of her 
Partage in the Realm. - Cleopatra^ Experience of 
her Brother's ill Nature, gave bet fi)nie. Difficulty^ 
to re&lve itl but at laft, fhe was con(lrain*d'to 
obey the abfoluic Will of CdfitVy who prefemly 
difpacch'd one of bis chief Conumadqrs to -ler 
Ptolomy know, that he could not fee biai as a- 
Friend, not as an Ally to the People of Romcy if' 
he refiis'd to reccire Ciecpatra y Mhom he intend-' 
ed to prefcnt him, with all Aflurance of Recon- 
ciliation. Ptolorm entertain*d this impcEioos Or-- 
der with a mod tenfible De^ght^ and had much- 
ado to hinder theE(cape of tome paiHonate Folly j' 
but he flood in too much awe of the Roman ^xkiO^ 
fance to profefs his Indignation, which made him* 
irefolve to diflemble, till Time fhould offer him an 
Occafion to fhew it at the \x& Advantage. He^ 
therefore unwillingly fbrc'd bimfelf to fubmit to 
tl^. impos'd Command ; and m the mctn. Time 
lb render C^far more favourable, he' fent him by. 
the wicked Tbeodorus (he Head of mighty.P«w/)^^. 
But his Expedation proved fo erroneous, as that 
generous Conqueror, infbad of bidding the Pre- 
fent welcome, refus'd to fee it, and commanded' 
the Wretch that brought it, to be dufed from his* 
Prcfence, after he hadexprcrs*d how much he dc- 
tcfled his Maflet's Treachery, in Terms full of Con- 
tempt and Choler 5 ncvcrthelefs, he enter'd Alex- 
andria^ where Ptolomy receiv'd him with great 
Refpedy and many Signed Demon (Irations of 
Good- will. Cieopatray upon this Score, was cpter- 
j$un*d with kind Embracesi P/^/cffi^.protefling be-. 

fore^ 
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fore C^fary that he was ready to rcfign op hec 
Partagc, and for the future rcfolv'd to treat her 
like a Brother. Cfeopntra, forgot sjl the Caufc 
ihe had to complain 3 and thus accorde4« divers 
Days were confunied ia triumpham and xnagoi' 
^nt FeftivaTs.

He SLS ic was) could not defend itfelffrom the 
Charms of Ckopatra : That glorious Conqueror, . 
that made the World his Trophy^ was now bc- 
con^e Captive to' a Woman's £yc, and^ took mott 1 
Wounds in his Treaties, with her Looks andDif- 
cburfe^ than he got in all the -Dangers offo ou« 
ny Combats,^ 

This cannot {eem ftrange to thofe that knew 
this ^reat Queen ^ for when ihe was pleas*d to (et 
her Enticements at liberty, it was hard for a Man 
to try bis Screngthji and come ofFuntaken : Before- 
he di{coYer*d his Paflion to the Princcfi, he en- 
dcavoutU to give Intelligence by his Looks and 
Geftures ^ and when he Siought he had prepar'd 
them Audience, he ttufted his Tongue to tell her 
what flie had madfe him feel.

* ihe aid of Formnc, liavc^veii'roc over Men, 

* are all too weak to guard me from yoo : I will ' 

* give my Life (if you difdain it not) for the con- 

* nrmation of this truth, and with ;t r^^mit at 

* your feet all the vows- and thoughts, not of yoirr 

* Frotedor, and your Mafter, but of him that 

* confecrares the reft of his days to the Divine 

* C/ecfatray with an entire Obedience and Sub» 

* mimon; ' ' , 
'•Jis like he haddid'morc, if he had'ufotfty'd . 

King Ptfitomy^ whole approach to Gdute him , iiia- 
der'd the purfuit of that difcourfe. But the next 
day he again rencw'd it, and as well by Wordis 
as A<flions, gave C/ro^^^rtf fuch clear proof of his 
Pifldon, as fhe found not the leaft fcruple ro frame 
a doubt of. This knowledge flic managed: wirh 
much Prudence and Refcrvation, not willing to 
give caufe of complaint to a Man, from whom 
liie expedcd all, and on whom her Fortune and 
Tranquillky abfolutely depended, yet (hcgovemd' 
herlelr in fuch fort as he could never take the 
Ictft Advanuge upon her, tior find cau(e to blame 
her for too much Rigour or Facility. But Ihc 
would pleafingly flatter herfclf with the Glory of* 
overcoming him, whom the World had 'not pow- 
er enotigh to rcfift. The knowkdge (he took of' 
her own high Binh, and admirable Qualities, 
gave her belief {he might pretend to all thiims ^ 
and ihe fofteied no meaner thoughts than iuch 
as aim*d at the Empire of the £anh. 

Befide the Glory- that fhiaed in the greatncfs 
of his Adions, C^jar"^ Per(bn was very capable of 
inviting Af&dion 3 and though he was not yoOng 
enough to keeg all tho& diarms opou- bis- face 

uat 
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.undimtnifhed, thac are Lovers torches, yet he was 
HOC fo ihort of cho(e Graces, to wane much of his 
primiciye Vigour i for his coumeoance difplayed 
luch brave and ereded looks, as k imprinted re- 
ipe£t in every Soul that (aw it* C/eopatrMy who ha<l 
,£ycs as well as others to r^ard it, finding berfelF 
deeply obli^*d to his noble offices and aledioo, 
iufeohbly fell to tye on her own chains, and had al- 
ready begun to engage herfclf, when the Affairs 
ofEgyft received tnat memorable Revolution, of 
which you have doubtlcfs heard, and from tbac 
belief, I ihall abridge the recital as much as pof- 
fible. 

"While Qdfar entirely gave himfclf to his love, 
and endeavoured with aU the proofs of it to gain 
C/eopittras^ihc wicked Ptolomyy and his perfidious 
Counfellors, nurfed defigns very different. They 
had found in C£fary as they apprehended, h'rtle 
Acknowledgment for the Service they had ren- 
dered him in the Death of Great Pompey 5 and in- 
deed that high-rais*d Spirit (chat could neither ap- 
prove Villainy, nor elleem diofe that committed 
it) had contempmoufly treated all thofc that had 
dipp'd a Hand in that black Treafon : Befides, 
Ptolomy (aw with Defpight the Love he bore to 
his Sifter \ and, not without Caufe, feared thac he 
would favour and fupporc her againfi him, in the 
Pattage they were to make. Thcfe Confidera- 
tions, joined with the Counfels which Potbinus^ 
AcbiUes^ TheodoruSf and the tcft of their perfidi- 
ous Companions were ever fomenting, made him 
at lafl retblve to u(e C^far as he had done Pom- 
fey y and find a way to his Ends by the Death of 
iiim and Cleopatra^ Cdfar had Iodg*d none but 
his mod ooniiderable Perfbns in AUxandrU -, 
and, to fatisfy the Citizens, had left the Body of 
his Forces at the Ide of Farhn -, which was (b 

near 
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near the City, that it might caffly be (een from 
his Chamber Window. Ftolomy beUevedthis Oc- 
cafion iiiieht fevotir theExectttion rf his Ptot; 
and'iccretty canfitjg his Army '(which was ya un- 
disbanded) to advance, he made it approach x6 
Alexandria^ and afliired himfclf of all thofe in 
the City, ^hom he knew at his Devotion. His 
Defign was ill contriv*d, worfe con3u6^ed, and 
worit of all executed. And it is to tp be thought, 
the Gods that abhor Crimes, forbad Success to (b 
loathed a Treachery, and fo blinded the Contri- 
vers of his mifchievous Intentions. 

Qafar was in Cleofatrds Chamber, when one 
came to advertife him, that the whc^e Citv was 
in Arms 5 thixFotbinus and Achilles y one ot Pom' 
fey^s Murderers, were marching towards the Pa- 
lace in the head of a Troop, with a defign to -kill 
him at a Fcaft he had made that day. Cdfar did 
not defpife this advice, but having rallied fuch of 
his with an admirable diligence, as had time to 
range themfelves about him, he quitted the Palace, 
and marched againfl hisConfpirators, with an af- 
(urance worthy of himfelf. But before he left 
Cleopatra^ Cnamber : * Madam, faid, bey It is 

* not I that fcek the mine of your 'Brother, but 

* Heaven, who, (unwilling fo wicked a Man 

* fhould longer reign) does this day prefcnt you 

* the Crown of Egypt. I go now to fight for 

* you and myfelf, and I ptomife with the vidfco- 
' ry our common vengeance. 

Cleopatra bad no time to reply, becanfe he in- 
ftantly departed -, but her Eyes kept him compa- 
ny as far as poilible -, and knowing he went to 
combat for their common incered, vnt aided him 
with TOWS to Heaven for his facccfi. 

The Traytors percwviiig they were difcover'd, 
refolY'd'to nght ic out courageoofly; and in cSc6t 
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difputei it very borljr j yet the jufficc of hfs caufc 
Vith his own admirable Vafour^ gave Ci^ar the 
Vidory •, tothtnus was 'kiBcd iipoh the pl^ce witK 



(omy, wnom the report 
made retire with hfe Army. 

' C^far might fefHy have fiafd in Alexandria^ 
and cnforc'd himfelf pyC/?<?ftf/rtf's FadEion, which 
't»^s none of the weak'cft 5 but he r^ithcr chofe to 
ietite with his Troops to give Ptolomy Battle; 
^and (hearing thi: Alexandrians of the contrary 
^art endeavoured tocutofiThis RettcAt, by furpri- 
fing his Veflcls) he rah thither with that Hand* 
fill of Men that fbllow'd him, doing fuch Deeds 
againd them, as in any other but C^^r.would 
have been accounted Miracles, Yet' he there ran a 
greater Danger, than he had done before in all his 
torriier Battles i for, ho longer able to make head 
a'gainft the 'great Nqrnbcr of his Enemies, which 
grew evpry Moment ftrongcr, by the coming up 
of frefliKeftrVes, Kc Arew himfcif from the Cliff 
into one of the Boats, to gain the Ifle ; but being 
di(covcr'd, he was environ *d by his Enemies, and 
prcfs'd upon with fiich defpcrare Fury, as after 
lie had received divers Blows and Arrow's upon his 
Arnis, he was conftrain'dto throw himfelf into 
the' Water, aiid fwim that Space between him and 
rlie Iflandj "not without exccffivc Pain and Peril. 
Ac laft he recoyer'd his Forces, giivc order for the 
Battle, lliipped thcrij, arid rdw'd towards Ptolemy's 
Army ; wno, condud:ed by his evil Dcftiny, ad- 
vanced with full Sails ro meet him. The Battle 
prov'd very dubious and bloody 5 but I ihall for- 
t>car the Particulars, becaufei believe I have al- • 
r^ady Repeated things, of which- no Pcrfon can be 
ignorant. It iliall fulfice to tell you, that C^far 4« 
" . was 
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was always Cdfar > that the Egyptians were de- 
feated with a mighty tofs j ^nd tneir iting, by a 
juft Chaftifement from Heaven, being, fallen into 
the Sea, was drown'd hy the Weight of his Arms, 
and not taken up till the next Day, where he was 
found armed in a gilded CuraTs, halfbiiricd in 
the Sand. After this Victory, C^jfar advanced to- 
ward the City; and at the Gates foand the fair 
Cleopatra^ with a Part of the Citizens, that beg- 
ged Pardon for the others, who (through Obedi- 
ence to their Prince's Authority) had taken up 
Arms againft him. The Princcfs obtained ajl 
her Dehres, and he enter'd the City and Palace 
with her, in a Faihion wholly pompous and 
triumphant. 

Never was there (cen (6 fudden an Execution, 
nor lb many Troubles appeas'd in fo fhort a time. 
Ptolom^*s evil Councilors were all cither periflic^ 
with him, or had fought their Safety by flight. 
The reft of the Egyptians willingly lubmittcd to 
Cafar^ who told Cleopatra^ that, for her fike, he 
was forry for her Btother*s Death j but he knew 
fo wdl how to reprefent the fmall Caufe Ihe had 
to afflid herfelf for his Lofs, as (after fhe had gi- 
ven^ fbmc Tears to his Memory, which fiich ao 
excellent Nature as her's could not rcfufc him) flic 
accepted the Comforts he proferrcd. The Funeral 
Honours fhe celebrated with much Solemnity ; ;ind 
the following Day, C£far having convened thp 
Egyptian NobiUty, in their Prefence put her in 
Pofleflion of the Realm, and with an univerfal Ap- 
plaufe, crowned her with his own Hands. All the 
Egyptians, by whom Cleopatra's Govcriimcnt 
was much more dcfir'd than Vtolomy\ rccciv'd 
her for their Queen, with excelfive Contentment^ 
and rendered publick Thanks to C^far for his 
JMagnanimity and Munificence. 

' One 
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One Day he was with her b]^ her Bed's Side, 
when £(ftcc divers other Difcouries, the Length of 
which would weary your Attention, taking her 
fair Hands, and joining Lips unto them, ' I die» 
fair Queen, (faid be^ 'witb an A^9n v)bolIy 
faffionate) I die, H your Pity does not draw 
me from my Tomb ^ and I vow by thofe fair 
Ejres, which I adore with rcfpedive Yenerari- 
oOy that *cis impoflible my. Lite ihould longer 
contioue, if your Mercy does not ftren^cnthe 
Threadjof it.' < I ihould be much affiided^yir/^ 
the ^een^ to fee it in any Danger ^ the Gra- 
titude I owe to great C^far^ and the particular 
Efteem I have of his Perfon, will never fufler 
me to refule Means within the Bounds of Podi- 
biiity, to comfort him. 

' 'Tis m ycfoi Power, replied key not only to 
comfon, but create me the Happidl of allMen^ 
in making yourfelf the Rewarci for what 1 have 
given you y no other Price can gratifie the Pre- 
(enc I have made you, I mean not of a Crowa 
(upon which I never fet an Efteem) but of ft 
Heart and a Soul which can never be but to you, 
and of a Heart and a Soul which I have made 
yours wi^ a Refignation Co entire, as I have re* 
ferv*d no Politer ip myfelf of a further Difpofal. 
* This dorious Preftnt, replied the Queen^ 
can never he reouited with the Price you demand ; 
a thou(and (ucn Lives as Cleopatra^s can never 
weigh with the Heart and Soul of Cafar : Yet, 
Sir, I would bellow myfelf upon you, as yoa 
demand, {purfued Jhe^ letting fall her Eyes 
wUb a kind of Sbame) if Honour could fhew 
me the Way to do it j I am born a Princefs, 
Daughter to a long Succeflion of Kings, by your 
Bounty I am now a Queen, and wnich is yet 
moreGlorious> by his proper Con&iEon, I have 
Vol. L G * triumsi> 
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* triumphed over die Soul of mighty C^far: SiXy 
^ thefe Advanta^s having plac*d me in one of the 

* foremofl Ranks of Women, do oblige me to 
*■ pie(erve myielf there in a Reputadon pore and 

* Ipotleis-, and ihould I rendei myfeif unwonhy 

* of my Birth, my prcfent Dignity, and Aficdi- 

* ^n of great C£jar} ihould 1 yidd up myfclf 

* umo him in any other Way, than what hi$ 

* Virtue can approve of? 

,She RDpp*4l at diefe Words, %»poliog-^ bad 
laid enougn to -be underllood, and tbat C£far 
coold wcU enoug-h confhue her Intentions. ^ yec 
being by the Maxims of State, and the Ties he 
had to the Common- wealth, fcrbidden to make 
ft more ample Declaration, he ftood, as if for* 
prized at CUopatras Words 5 nor was he yet re- 
lblv*d to efponfe' her, fearing that Rome would 
diiapprove dbe Alliance, and it might prove pie* 
pdicial to his Dciign, to make himfelr Maf)xr of 
it, as he did in a Inort time after : But perceiving 
himielf oblig*d by C/?0jptf/r«*s Words to declare 
his Intention, he remained filent a while, not know- 
ing in what Manner to evade the Proteftations he 
had made her ,- bat at lafl he recoverVl his Speech, 
and lifting his Eyes ftom the Earth, where they 
had been nx*d, ' You do m^t^ faid be^ a Con- . 
^ dition yet more.Glorious, than what would ren- 
^ der the Favours I deno^d, lawfoU ^c World 
*■ cannot afford a Spotafe to Cie/izr, mote worthy of 
5 that Quality than the Queen C/e^^ji^r^, and I do 

* vow by Troth i^lclf, that were 1 free in that 
^ £lc6Uon, I ihould foon make it known, with 
' what Pailion I de£re that Advantage : But I 
' am now (b ty*d by Intereft to the Republick, 
^ that I cannot aptprcliend it ocpedient, to make

At thcte Words C^far retir'd, withoot giving 
the Queen lea^ to reply } bat after that, ihe liv*d 
with bim in a Faihion more referVd tban (he 
had done formerly, and wonid no longer licenfe 
chofe petty Libenies which before ihe had per- 
mitted him. He obferred this Change with much 
difpleafiire ; burfo (con as he complained of it 
to her, * My Lord, fatd Jhey you are too juft to 

* defite thofc Things of tnc wnich I cannot con- 

* ^t to, without my own Ruin } And fince I mud 

* pretend to a Quality that may autbottze them, 

* give mc rather leave to temrn the Crown yoo 
< have given me, and refign the Repofe and the 
*^ Life itfelf which I hold of you, than licenfe 

* fuch Crimes, as heither your Greatnefs, nor aB 

* the OUigarions I have to it, can ever excufc* 
Tbis Difcourfe again ftruck C4ejar dumb, but af- 
ter fhe had often repeated her Refolution, it wrought 
iuch an EfFed upon bis Spirit, as made him re- 
folve what he ezectited a rcw Days after* 

One Day, after he had lent to defirc a^articu- 
lar Audience of the Qacen, he entcr'd her Cham- 
ber, oirfy fbflow'd by Ludus Metelhsy and Caius 
Albinusy two of his Friends, in whom he rcpos'd 
the grcaited Confidence •, he found the Queen pre- 
pared to receive him in the Manner he demand- 
ed, only accompanied with her two dear Maids, 
Charmione and Iras^ my Father and myfclf: 
Csefar that knew us, and in what Manner we 
werety'dto the Queen's Inrcrefts, was well pleas 'd 
to have no other Witnefs of his intended Adion j 
and after he had pay*d his ordinary Civilities to 
the Queen : * Madam faid be^ I have been too 
^ k)ng rellcain*d by fuch ReafonS) as forbad roe 

G a to-* 
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* CO render what ivas due to my own Love, and 

* joiir Virtue; I ,ani now jcfolvld to tread upon 
^ cbofe inhiunan Maxims, that play the Tyrants 

* with me, and toprefcntmyCelf to.you, in that 

* Jhtppourahle and lawful Way, that my ardeiic 
*' Po^dion did ever truly intend. But becaufe this 
' Marriage whii^h I defire to confummate with 

* you, (catmot be promulg'd, without dcftroying 

* my Defign to fet the Crown of the Univerle up- 

* on your Head, let me intreac youc confenty that 

* it may now be known to no other Persons thaa 
' thole I Cx about you, and thefe two Friends, 
^ whojTD I have bronght to wime(s this A^ion. 
' In the Guods And cheix Pretence (if you confenr) 

* I will pre(ently cfpoufe vou> and if it may but 
' remain a Secret amongit us, till I enter Rome^ 

* and there eftablilh my Power, as my Defigns 
^ have framed it, it ihail then be pubhlhed with 

* all the Pomp and Magnificence your Wilhescan

To thefe Words C^^far added many other af- 
fedionate ExprefTions, to render the Qieen's Spi* 
lit flexible to bis hnreaties, and help her over all 
the Difficulties ihe found in that Proportion. She 
,took a long Time to ballance the Relolucion fhe 
was to take, and in fine, betook herfelf to the 
Counfel of her Maids, my Father, (and if I may 
dare to fay fo) myfelf ^ but above all other Per* 
fwafions, the Belief prevailed ihe had of Q^fgr^ 
as a Man that could not coiifenc to violate bis Pro- 
mife given to a Princefs of hef Condition, in the 
JPrcfence of fix Wicnefles, enoush to convince 
him of Infidelity before Men and Gods, which 
he folemnly invok'd in that Adion. Atlafl, whe- 
ther vanquiih*d with Reafbn, or undcrmin'd by 
her own Weaknefs, ihe yielded hcrfelf: Whea 
Cfifar putting his Hand in hers, af^er he had cal- 
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': led all the Gods to the Myncry, he ptoteftcd thac 

. he teceiv'd her as his Spoufe, ind foleninlyfwore, 

' that he would never onru doe acknowledge any 

'other. Thcfe Proteftarioni he feal'd with a Ki(s_ 

•-io'out' Prefenee, ind lo- (BnUafl the Kclatioii, 

. the Company judging their Ptefencc no Tongci 

iieceiTaiy, retii'd, and left C^far alone with the 

Qijtfen, toialce Polleffion of thole admirable Beatt- 

tjes (envied of all the Pcinces of -lijie) which were 

then with an unbridled Liberty abandoned ro his 

Defires.

Anthony is otterr 
throton^ and flies with Cleopatra int^ JEgypt 
The Conqueror pstrfues^ and hefleges them in 
Alexandria. Caefaria is feni for fafety to H/- 
dafpes. King of ^Sthiopia. Is betrayed in tht 
may by Rhodon, and preferred by the loyal Po^ 
Ucy ^Eteocles. Hydafpes receives and treats 
him as his own Son. Casfario fal/s in love 
with Candace, the King*s Daughter. Anthony, 
through a Miftake^ kills himfelf Cleopatra 
dies by the Bite of an Afpick. ^he CharaBer 
of Britpraarus, and hit haughty Pretences. The 
gallant Combae between him and Csefario- They 
are parted. Cafario proteSls him : Moderates 
the King's Anger to a Banijbment, The brave 
Speech rf Brhomanis to Caefario at their 
farting* 

INCE that fatal Day, which I 
know not whether I ntay call 
happy, or tinfbrttinate, the greafc 
Cajar and the Qaeen Cleopatr0 
entirely dedicated thera(el?c$ to 
their anreflrained Delights: And 
Ao* the Marriage continued ftill a Secret among 
OS, and white the Day lafled, they obferved the 
fame Ceremonies before Company they had for < 
merly ufed j yet the Nights, by the Means of /r*jy 
CharmionCi and my Father, (in whom the Queen 
repoted a dear Conndence} ftill retiv'd their Con- 
tentments. Never did Love appear more amiable 
than in thefe two Pcrfous. Cleopatra liv'd not 
but in Cafar\^Cafar was Cleopatra*^ Idolater; 
and they forgot nothing that might prove their 
Pai&on the ftrongeft ;«aud yet the moft fincere 
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that ever invaded Lovers. The whole Court, nay, 
all Egyft, took pari in their Contencmcncs, tho*^ 
they knew them not : And, I thiuk, Rome hcrfelf 
icarce ever lhcw*d Co much Pomp, as then our 
>jilexanJrU was daily drefs'd in. 

The whole World knows. Cleopatra was the 
inod magnificem Qaeen that ever lived, not only 
ifi the Pride of Entertainment, in the Splendor of 
^ber Fedivab, and the Gifts flic beflow'd on An» 
'$b§ny\ but in the whole Courft of her Life kept 
up her royal Grandeur at that lofty Pitch of Glory, 
where ihe ihould ftill have fiown : And then per- 
ceiving herfelf the Sovereign of his Will, that 
■was like to be the Sovereign of all Men, fhc for- 
got nothing that might help her to hold thole 
Advantages : And Cdfar^ not lefs fatisfied with his ' 
Fortune, judging her moft worthy of his AfFe^i- 
on, was never weary of -admiring the rare Qua- 
lities of her Body and Mind, which daily ferved 
to make bis Love flame higher. 

But at laft Fortune interrupted the Courfc of 
rheir mutual Felicities *, and C^tfar (that was not 
born to wafte his Life upon a Woman's Lip, for 
whom all great Adions were rcferv'd, and to 
whom the World's Empire was deftin'd) was con- 
ftrain'd to cjuic Hgypt^ and with his Arifiy to 
yafs into Syria, where he had Icarn'd that fhaf" 
»MceSy King of PontuSy Son of Mytbridates^ and 
Inheritor ot the Hatred which he bore to the Ro* 
man Name, though not of his Yirrues, \^as up in 
/rms, and had fpoiled a Part of Armenia, I fliall 
forbear to repeat the Adieus of thefe two Lovers^ 
for I do but couch upon their Life as I pafs by it> 
and only take it in my way to anothet Story, to 
which it ferves me for a Condud. Should 1 en- 
large myfelf upon the Loves of C^far and Cleo^ 
fatray Truth would engage me to defend the Me* 
^ mory 
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mocy of chat greac Q^a« who> doubdefs, hach 
becQ foully blotted by tkc Ignorance of thole that 
knew not of -her Mariiage s bat iu that which 
befel her fince with tlie depbrabk Anthcnj^ I 
ihall make but a ihort (lay, their unfortunate Loves 
and lamentable End being known to all Perfens la 
the World, that are capable of underftanding. 

Cleofatrd% Tears were coo weak to retain 
C^far in Alexandria ; bat he comforted her with 
the iblemn. Repetition of his Promife before us, to 
call her to RoftK^ fo foon as he fhould beeftabUih- 
ed in the Dignitv (which iiis Ambition aim*d at) 
of perpetual Didator, and then to declare their 
Marriage to allthe World. At that time the Pri^ 
^ce{s began to perceive her(clf with Child, and 
gladly believed that the Afliirance fhe gave to 
C£far of it before his Deparcure, would yet more 
deeply engage him to remember his Vows, and 
the dear Pawn^ he left behind him. 

Thus Cafar marched into Syria^ leaving Clea^ 
patra in A/exandriay wh^re Ihe govern*d her Peo- 
ple with fuch Moderation and Prudence, as ihe 
caught all Men to admire thofe politick and mo- 
.ral Virrues in her Sex, that were rarely found ervea 
in Men of uncommon Parts : She lupporced the 
Abfence of her dear C^Jar with. much Anguifh > 
but ihe receiv'd frequent Comforts with, the aews 
of his continued yi£bories. Not long after his 
Depaicure, (he learned that fbarnacts was defeaccil 
jby him ii> a fignal Battle ^ and the War, which^ 
in all appearance, was like to laft many Years, 
chus terminated in half a Day. A little after, (he 
received Intelligence, that in Africa he had van- 
qui(h*d CatQ^ Scifio^ and the King of y^^^, with 
a prodigy of Fortune and Diiigeoce ; and having 
gained 3iat Vidory with the Slaughter of 50,000 
of his Enemies, aud the Lofs ofbut fifcj of his 
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own Soldiers, be was recarn'd to Rome^ whcxe he 
bad made three trinmphai Entries. The Fame of 
thcfe great Deeds plcafingly flatter*d the Soul of 
Cleopatra^ and ihe difmifled all her Anxieties^ 
vith a Confidence that fuch a Man could net be 
capable of Infidelity. 

In the mean time, no bnger able to hide the 
fwelling Fruit of her Womb, and unwilling to^ 
contract the ill Opinion of her Subjeds, ihe was 
conftrain'd openly to declare the Truth of hct 
l^arriage ^ and inftead of the ikame and oonRi^ 
fion Ker Fear fufpedkd from that DifcoTcry, ihe 
feund her Egyptians poffefsM -with new Joy, in. 
the Expedtation of fuch a King from her Loins^. 
as might prove a petfedl Copy of Cafar and 
Cleopatra, 

The Queen Was brought to htd in Alexandria^ 
lalmoft at the fame time that Cafar made his 
intry into Viome) of a Son, tiot only wonhy of 
})is Father and Mother, but of all that the mod 
fruitful Flopefliould conceive •, never did the Light 
falute a thing fb beautifijl ; the AftroJogers never 
knew a Birth (b advantageous -y for this Royal In- 
fant immediately became thc^ Admiration and De- 
light of all that faw it : But becaufe his Child- 
kood was but the Spring to that Luftre, whick 
hath fince appeared in liim with riper Advantages^ 
I will not fciy upon the Beginnings of his Lifc^ 
bccaufe they are of le(s Importance. By a gene- 
ral Con{enr, he was called Cafarto \ and we all 
hoped, that, though there was little Difierence be* 
twecn his and his Father's Name, there would be 
yet left in their Qualities, and 'the Greatnefs of 
their Anions. The Queen took a marvellous Cait 
of his Education, and made the whole World to 
be fearched for the moft expert and knowing Pcif- 
ibns in all Scicoocs and £zcrcift$. wherein he was 
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to be intruded, when his Age permitted him» 
and (though I dii but wcakjy merit that Honour, 
and a better Choice might have been made among 
the Egyptians) Ihc was plea&d to make me his 
Governor ^ for mj Father was coo old for thac 
Employment; ana ooljr defir*d it for my(elf. 

In the mean time, the Queen, whatever Conso- 
lation ihe tafted in the Enjoyment of her Son, was 
failed with bitter Grief, (ecing there appeared no 
roof of Cif/ir's Promife. Not long after, flic 
underftood he had given the lad Blow to choc 
War, by the Defeat of Pomp^'s Sons ^ thac in 
Rome he had ufurped the Sovereign-Authority, and 
forced a Mafler upon that prpud City, the impe- 
rious Miilrefs of Co many Kings, and fo large a 
Pare of the UnivcrTe. 

Then her Hopes began co {well with che Ex- 
pectation of his Promitej andC^f/^r, by frequent 
Letters, endeavoured to confirm them, excufing 
his Ablence from her Delights wich very fpecious 
Keafons, which for a time appeafed her *, but 
when ihe faw a whole Year walled, and yet uo 
Hafte made to accomplifh his Vow, ihe began ro' 
lofe her Patience, ana complain of his Infidelity. 
Yet, before ihe thought fit to make her Refcnt- 
mencs (peak louder, the fent my Father ApoUp^ 
dwui to C£fary as well becauie he was the faith- 
fuUeft of her Servancs, as that in his Prefence C^fkr 
efpoufed her, and might therefore better than any 
other reproach the Violation of his Word. This 
Voyage of my Father's proved incffcdlual ; yet, 
when C^far faw him, he hugg*d him in his 
Arms, entertained him nobly, gave him rich Pre- 
lents, and often mentioned the Queen with dear 
Re&ncmems of Afiedion ; but could afford hi(n 
no other Reafons for his Delay, than what he \i^ 
written to Cleopatra, He ptotcHed, that fo foon 
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.as be had fck himfclf fit fure upon his Imperial 
Throne, he would accomplilh his Proroiiie ^ buc 
in chat Condition, while his Monarch)r was yec 
infant, feeble, and (lag^ering, he found it not fafr 
to enterprize any thing agaaiH: the Coafent of the 
People and Senate, whom he had already czafpe^ 
jrared with impofing his Yoke. 

C/fopafra was contented for a time to flattcz 
herfelf with the Likelihood of thefe £xcu&s i bur, 
in fiii^, after her Patience had learned another 
LeflTon, as tedious as the fiifl:, l)\e broke into Re- 
proaches againft him, gaye her(elf up to the Sway 
of a ju(l Paffion^ and probably was hatching' 
Thoughts to make it known in fome deadly Blowr, 
when News came, that Heaven had revenged heiy 
and that her faithlefs C£far was murdei'd in the 
5enate»Hou(e, with twenty-three Wounds, by tho(e 
that he thought his deatef): Friends. 

This Report feUr like a Clap of Thunder upon 
her Spirit, and all her Ch'oler could not difTuade 
her from receiving it at iirft, as the greatefi Bloir 
that Heaven and Fortune could contribute to hec 
Overthrow. She (blemniz'd this Lofs with a De- 
luge of Tears, and fuch Ad^ions as could beft ca- 
prefs moft PaiHoh > and wo^ld Doflibly have aban* 
dond her(elf to Grief, if the lait Marks of C^far's 
Ingratitude had not brought her Comfprtj for 
ihe learned, that, a little before his Death, he bad 
adopted his Nephew O^avius (wha is now the 
Great Auguftus C^fav) for his Son^ declared him 
his Heir, and obliged him to take his Name 
and Dignity, without making the laO: mentioik 
of his Son C^fario or Cltopatra. This lafl aflu- 
rance the Queen received of her Husband's in- 
grateful difef^em, kindled a defpite that dry*d up 
all her tears, and Ihewed her caufe to rejoyce in 
the fame death ihc Co Ucely bewailed > howeY«» 
^ ' flie 
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Ihe ceafed: to bemoan his loCs in publick, though 
Ihc rendered toCdfars Mcnaory the Funeral Ho- 
noors, which ihe believed due as to her lawful 
Hu^XHid •, bat her refentments su^nft the Father 
deluded nor to the Son j for ihe nouriilicd the 
little defarh with as dear Indulgence, as if his 
Father bad been (till Faithful ^ and remembriug 
that (periur'd as he was) he had been the grea- 
ccft of^ all Men, in his face fhe beheld the knag« 
of his mighty Sire, as another damning of her 
comfort. To him her refolutions intended the 
CrowD of Egypt ; and (though the Egyptians 
perceiving the Ptoiomtan Race was almoft extin^l) 
did oft petirion her to make choice of another 
Husband, fhe always denied their entreaties, and 
at lead fo won upon them by her mild and pru- 
dene Government, as they were content to ap* 
prove her defign of paiQiig the reft of her Life in 
Widowhood. 

Alas I how happy had the poor Queen been, 
' had ihe held her resolution *, ihe had avoided 
thofe £imous Misfortunes that made Co much 
noife in the World ^ and her miferies, with the 
. kunentabk Catafkophe of her Life, had not for- 
ced tears from her rudefl Enemies. 
Sky 1 fuppofe you know that a few years after 
, JuiiusC£far*$ death, the unfortunate ^»fi&0f»y ha- 
ving {Kar'd the Empire of the World with young 
C^r/irr, fince calkd Auguftusy and with hfm reven- 
filed the Murder of their Predeceifor, by the de- 
feat of the ConfpiratCMrs, and by that bbody Tri^ 
utnvirMt which produc'd fuch fatal tm&s m 
Rome 'y padmg through Ciiicia to make war upon' 
the Partbiansy he fimimon'd Cleopatra to appear 
before him ^ and bccaufe the Qiieen was too 
weak to redft the puii&nce of that jgreac Mafter 
of half the World, by the advice of^her Councii 
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Ihewentto find him in that fcately Galley, where- 
of che Stern was all of pure Gold, the Sails of 
Purple, the Oars of Silver, and all the reft dreft 
m that proud £quipage, that has fioce found the 
World lb much Di(cour(e; You have heard of 
her meeting with Anthony^ and the Feafts thcf 
made fo full of Pomp and Profufions :: but as 
Anthony, was ficft vaoquiihed with C/eotfatraY 
magnificence, (6 he gaz'd.aot long before nc was- 
futklu'd wich her beauty, to which he became a 
fiave, not with a fervitude parallel to his Prcdc* 
ceilbr, but fuch an one as only expired with his 
Life; and-^would have endured a thou£ind Ages 
had che Gods lengthned their days to fo remote 
a period. 

Anthony was fbmechiBg inferior to Cdfir^ and' 
therefore Cleopatra in heQsowittg herfeif upon 
faim, might item to defend a Tittle from the 
height of her pretences : But fince flic was re- 
vived ^ to give Cdfar a Sucoeflbr, ihc could not 
chufe a greater chaii Anthony amongft Men, 
whofe Glory was not yet blafted by the Fortune of 
Auguflus I his Birth was of the moft Illuftrious, 
his Perfon recommended by a number of fair 
Qualities, and bra^e Adions, and his Rank no leis 
confiderable than the chief upon Earth. Cieopa^ 
Sra rendred hericlf to thefe confiderations, and to 
the Loyal Alfe^on o£ Anthony ^ who for heriake 
deferring the A miry of young Cafar, and his Si- 
fter O^aviay whom he had married at i?afii#, 
gave up all his ititereft in the Common-wealth, , 
and his own Fortunes that were faftned to it, to 
give, him&lf imircly to her, and confining his 
Ambition within her Embraces, cfpou(cd her in 
« Alexandria* 

I know the Rom00x, irrecondleable Enemies to 
Ckofntra% Memory I Imve ^ndeayour'd to difprove 
# that 
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cJtat Marriage, as chey did the former, aud pet* 
£ecased chat deplorable Qpeen m her reputation^, 
-after they had fem her ro her Tomb by rheir cra- 
cky: But my *£ye$ were witoefles of what might 
ferve to opbraid their inhumanity, and jufufy 
her Memory againft thofe cruel ones that would 
ftill difturb her rcpoCe in her very Sepulchre. 

^ffi/^^ffj^tyUtheCoojuga! knot in publick, but 
with an inaufpidous augury^ which their miC- 
fbrcunes did (ince pirove leo piophettck. They 
arc ib well kown, that I beUeve you are not ig* 
Boraiit of the lead particular-, I Ihall therefore 
inclofe them in a few Words, and fwiftly follow 
the thread of my difooutfe, till I arrive at what 
chiefly engages this Relation. Within the firfl 
year of their Marriage, the Queen difcfofed a; 
double Birth, a Son and a Daughter y -the Son 
wascaKed AUxander^ the Daughter Cleobatrtty and 
if i had not named C^fario^ I would have faid 
that hoinan Eye iicver faw ahy thing fo fair as 
thefe T"v>i*\i5 t Indeed I think their Beamy was 
fatal to^^eir Houfe, and a cau(e of calling down 
the Divine Vengeance upon Anthony^ for (b oft 
provoking the Gods, by ihewing thefe Children 
9X publi<$ fpcilfaclcs, with -the ufurped names of 
Afolh and hiana^ cau^ngthem to be dreflcd in 
the (ame fafliion' thofe Deities were ufuallv repre- 
^mcd in, and commandiiig the fame honours 
ihould be rendred th^m as were ordinarily paid 
«> thofe Diviiikies. 

I faw th<;in not fiucc they were eight or nine 
years of age j but at that time they were the 
wonder of all that beheld them, and it was 
thought the Beauty of young Clebpaira would not 
only equal the Queen her Mother, but put-Ihine 
ail that ever were accounted fair.. 

. . • * Thofe 
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* Thoft that conceived fuch hopes of the Prin- 
cefs Cidopatra^ (fi^id Tytidates interrupting 
Etcodes) had much reafbn on their fide^ my- 
self faw her at Rome^t while I made my Re£«- 
dence in the £mperour*s Court, and agreed with 
the general opinion, that nature never fhap'd a 
face (b triumphantly beautiful : She now lives ait 
Coan with the Emprefs Livia, who tenders her 
with as dear anedecm, as if ihe were her proper 
Daughter ^ the fame of her perfe45):ions have al:- 
ready nois'd thcnv in a large pare of the World-; 
and were I not loach to interrupt your Narrati^ 
on, I would fpeak more amply of them. Young 
Ptolomy her Brother was then at Romty in an 
high eHeem for hand(bmenefs v hut the Elder, 
Alexander y whom you mentioned-, was awhile 
£nce loft at Sea, witnout any news of his efcape. 

* Sir, /aid Etenles^ your Relation doth (enfi- 
bly touch me, for while I have life I muft own 
fb paflionate an inrereft in all that pertains, 
either in blood or alliance to our (|ead Queen, as 
I cannot hear them fpoken of withou|^xtraor- 
dinary motion \ may the Gods frame them a 
fortune difierent from their Parents, and do me 
the grace to let me (ec thofe de^ Relrques of 
chat llluftrious Family recover their fplcndour.' 

But to continue my Story, a year afier Alexander 
and Cleopatra y was- born that Ptolomy, yoa £aw 
at Rome', little inferiour to the other twO) .carrying 
in his vifage the fair marks of a glorious Binh% 
Never was there feen a Court (b pompous as An-- 
tbonys and CUopatra% \ moft of the Kings upon 
f arch came thither to pay their Homage, and many 
of chem feuc their Children, that they might have 
the honour to be educated witK our youn^ Prinr 
ces. Indeed they were brought up with fuch care, 
41$ waS'due to them only} and though Cafario 
m was 
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was not Son to A ft f bony y yet his refpe^): to him 
was proportioned to that great veneration he prc- 
fcrv*d for his Father's memory •, hecaus'd the Mar- 
riage oi Julius C£far with Cleopatra to be pub- 
bliocty prodaim'd in all his Dominions, declared 
C^Jarh the Intimate Son, and indubitable Heir 
to his Father, rendred him honours fuitable to 
thac dignity 3 and whether it were to endear his 
Mother, or to appear kind to C^fars memory, 
he caus'd him to be (lyled the King of Kings, as 
he had already Cleopatra the Queen of Queens j 
and , difdaining the ihonld bear a barren Title, 
he gave her the Realms of Egypty Cyprus^ Soria-f 
and the lower Syria, To young Alexander^ 
Armeniay all Media and Fartbray when it fhall be 
Conquered. To younf^Cleofatra, Lybia^x^^LCiR* 
cia ; and to Jhtlc Ptolomyy Syria and Pbcenicia. 
Of theft feveral preftnts be ftnt the Decree to be 
confirmed at Romey which nevenhekft was fiip- 
pre(r?d by the Confuls Domitius and Sofius, the 
very fame you mentioned iti your diftouclc. 
. In the mean time you know what Wars were 
waged while they lived together both in your own 
Country, and in Syria againft Antiocbus \ the 
good iucafs he bad againi^ Partbia by his Lieu- 
tenants, and the i\\ Juck that befel him when he 
carried the War thither in pcrCba ^ bis reftntmenti 
againd Artabafus King of Armeniay whom with 
bis Children he led Captive to Alexandria ^ where 
a while after he k)ft his Head by Cleopatra*s 
Command, as your recital ezpreft it. You are 
not ignorant of rhe many Voyages he made to 
Romey where he always refifted the Senate thac 
would oblige him to brCikcCleopatray andatlafll 
kll foul with Avguflus by that ftornful rcpudia^ 
tiou that be made of bis Sifter O^avia^ 
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In fine, the War being openly declared between 
tlicfe two M afters of the World, their grand Fac* 
tions almoft iiicirely divided it, according, to the 
/way of Several afiedionsj. two greater powers 
than che(e never met in oppoficion, and the World- 
never regarded an event with fo much iucercft as> 
that, which was to decide its Empire. 

My Lord, you have under ftood the beginnings- 
of this War ; with the divers Encounters « where- 
in Fortune fomecimes lifted herfelf in one, fbmc- 
times in the other party, till the Battel of A^ turn y 
where, after Ihe had long ballanced hei^ good 
will, flic declai'd for C4tfai\ The miferable An^ 
fbany was betrayed both by Love aud Fortune, and 
whatever Courage the Queen difdoCed in the- 
{pring-tide of her Life, was all re{ign*d to the hoc- 
rour of that One Battel, where flie aflifted in per-^ 
(on \ whence flying with fixty Sails in her oom«* 
pany, flie drew along the amorous Anthotiyy who 
xather chofe to abandon wiih the Vid^cry, the 
Empire of the World, than to lo(e his-Ckofatrm. 
You muft needs have heard bow after that fignat' 
defeat they were (orfaken by ail their Troops %, 
and fure Fame has told you of the pitiful cfTed^ 
that erroui produced among them ; how upon a: 
fiiKe repoa of Ckofatras death, fpread bv herfelf 
with a Qt^gnxQcait Anthony of an unjuft fufpicioo 
he had coi^ceived of her \ that defperate Prince 
flew him&lf with his own hand, and breathed his 
hft between the Arms of his dcAi C/eopaf fa in the 
Tomb wherein ihe had (hut up herfelf. You 
have heard it related how C^tfar (having tcnder'd 
himlelf Mailer of Alexandria) came to vifit hef^ 
brought her Comfort, aud entreated her to hope 
for all the civil Vb&t his Power could af(brd : All 
which, the great-hearted Princefe cpurageoufly 
difdaineds and not enduitiie 'to furvive her dear 
•^ An^ 
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jimkanyy nor to (cc hcrfclf in danger to be led to 
Rome in tnmnph, Ihe called Death co her Reicue, 
vrhicb Ihe gate herfclf by an Afpick's Tooth, for 
want of other Weapons : And how C^Jar, after 
lie had pacify*d Bgypt^ and left Cornelius Gallus 
Governor stxA/i^a»driaj recuroed to Romey whichirr 
be led Alexander y Ptolomyy and Cltopatrny the 
Chiiditti of Anthony and our Queen. Thus, 
compriz'd in a &w Words, I have given you the 
kmentabje De(tiuy of this unfortunate Prince : But 
^ou are yet to underftand* that of C^fario ^ and I 
affiire myfelf you believed, with the greateft 
Part of the World, that Auguftus had caus'd him 
to be put to death, as Fame did openly divuJgc it* 
* *TiB true, Jaii Tyridates^ and 1 had my Be- 
' lief from the general Confidence at Romt that 
' it was ib, where I have often heard, that Cdfmr 

* havingtaken Ahxaudriay and advifiiig m\t)v hit. 

* Friends what' he Ihonld do with Cdftrhy the 
f PhitoTopher .^rr/V/, who was in great Credit 
5 with mm, whifper'd fomc Words m kis Ear, 
« that, alluding to a Veife lb H$mery might tfaof. 
5 he interpreted : • ' 

fhralUy ofCxQiis is notfafi. . 

* Aad from that UintAuguftuf (fearing that he 

* m^ht one Day difpuee the Succeflion of his Fa*

'The Hijiory of CxCixio and the Queen CAoisxt^ 

AFTER the Lofs of the Battle of Afllufrtf 
and the difloyal falHtie away of the greatefl 
Part of the Forces^ the ut»tortuna£e Anthony and 
his Queen (hiit themfelves up in Alexandria^ and 
there attended the Approaches of their viftoriou* 
Foe, with the reft of their Forces, refolving te 
defend it to the laft Man, and the lateft Moment 
of their Lives : Their Courage was not revoked 
with their Fortune $ for they might yet have pro* 
teded their Fate, and again debated the World's 
Command, ii the Prevention of that di&ftrous 
Miftake had not contrived their Kuin#^. Never- 
ibckfs, the Queen, ncff able to refute her juft 
Fears of a fudden Wreck, began to caft an Eye 
Upon her deplorable Ftmiiy, that in (b ihort a time 
were tumbled from the'fublimcft Pitch of Fortnne-, 
to the Foot of Calamity. Ob Gods I what Words- 
(rhat were ficteft to ihew the Marks of a (ignat 
Grief) did ihe not give to thQ(e fad Considera- 
tions \ There was much Reafbn in het Fears that 
the Yt^or would make his Hatred reach to the 
Chiidcen ef his Enemy » and fa ahoak all the 
Seeds of War, chat might grow tipto give anpthetr 
Shock to thfi Tranquillity of his Dominion, b^ 
rooting out the whole AmUnian Race« And thele 
Sufpiaons made her oft foUicit that the Children 
might be put in (bme Place of Safety \ and either 
fent to the King of Mthiofia^z^^zx. an4 puiflant 
Pciueet their Friend and AUy> who had neither 
^t HOC feac'd the RmantAva&v or loM^rod^ x 
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£uchfal Friend to Anthony \ or at lead to fome 
others, whom cheCliaiige of Fonuiie had not pcr*- 
fuadod to difavow their Amity. 

Bat Anthony y who tcnderlv indulged his Chil- 
dren, could not refelYC to fee^tbem (b pluck'd 
from him, or (end them to ieek their Safety from 
the Hands of a Stranger : He reprcfenced to the 
Queen, that the Gods that were yet able to fend 
them Succours, (contrary to the Opinion of Men) 
jnighc miraculouily repair the Ruins they had 
fBade •, and, ihould fnch a Change -arrive in theit 
Favour, they Ihouid repent the expoHng them to 
a Flight, who(e Succels was uncertain : That if 
Heaven had refolved to compleat their Deflrudi- 
on, they might ti^Oi a better Fate for their In- 
puts from the Clemency of their Enemy > than 
the Loyalty of any barbarous Prince, who(e Friend- 
ihip, tberChild of their Fortune, no doubt would 
follow it to the Conqueror's Party. 

Cleofatra perceiving his Refblution not to be 
movVl, and herfelf not able to wrcft the Difpofal 
of the ChUdren from him, fell to confider of his 
Pre(ervation, whom he had no Part in ^ and 
judging with much prudence, that though Aw 
guftus might pardon the Progeny of Anthony^ 
yet he would not Ao fb to the Son of Julius Cr- 
far^ who (profeding bimfclf the OfF-fpring of a 
lawful Marriage) while he lived, would at leaft 
be armed with Juftice, to bid fair for his Fathct*s 
SuccefGon, which the other pofleded by no other 
.Right than chat of Adoption \ the law fill Power 
of his difpofal (blely remaining in herfelf, \jk>t An- 
thony pretended not to v) ihe concluded that it 
was not (afe to truft him to the Mercy of that Ene- 
my, and could find no other Way but fuch a 
Flight to fecore him. 

Cdfarii 
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C^fario was five or ^ Years elder than thic 
refl^ and then newly artiv'd at ^ fiffieench Year, 
but at that Age was become eke mod accoii)pli£h« 
cd of Princes J his Beauty never, found ^an. equal 
among thofe of his own Sex : Iti the Vivacity, of 
his Eyes, and all the Feamtes of his Vifage, was 
feoi an Air fo Majeftick as could belong to none 
but Cttfar and Qleofatra : His Stamre was extra-- 
ordinary for his Age, his Force prodigious, his 
Agility and Kijcnblaiefs in all bis Exercifes attrac- 
ted the Admiration of all. Beholders} hisfprightlj 
dexterous Witexprefs'd (iich ah enchanting fweet* 
iiefs, and' bis Inclinations were always fo Icveird 
at great A<^ions, that in his tendered Years, 1 ne- 
ver knew him nurfe a Thought that was not 
wing'd for an uncornmon Flight. He was en£a« 
med with an Emulation at his Father's Glory , 
and it k^led the fame defires in him, that it 
had done in the Soul of young Alexander: But 
in the Relation of bis Life, which was made him, 
and which I oft reprefenced to his Eyes, as a Model 
for his Imitation, he never fet a lower Efteem 
upon his Clemency, Liberality, and Moderation, 
than his Valour, and prudent Condut^ -y and all 
the Glofles he made upon it, were Co many de- 
lightful Demondrations to me of his ardent Love 
to Virtue. In an Age fo tender and feeble to fbp- 
port a Cuirafs, a hunder'd Times has he offered to 
precipitate himfelf into military Dangers^ and had 
not an abfolute Authority retain*d him, he would 
have foUowed Anthony to his Battles, with an 
Ardour which he found very difficult to moderate. 
Such a one, or rather a thoufand Times better than 
what my Expreflion had made him, was C^efarhy 
when the Queen bis Mother (preferting his (ecu- 
ricy to her own delight in enjoying nis lovely 
•Prefence) rcfolved to lo(e it for ever, and being 
^ con- 
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confirmed in chat purpole, and prmared to exe- 
cute it, I was commaiKled to attend bim from his 
Chamber to her Prefcnoe. 

She could not behold him with a Defi^n neref 
to fee him more, (at Icaft if the Gods refror'd not • 
their Fortunes) without refigning that Conftancy, 
wherewith (he temper*d all ner A£Hons, to abun- . 
dance of tender Tears s which (b fofcned the 
young Prince's Sou! and mine, as it Cat our Eyes 
for a while to the fkmt Task. 

Ac iaft ihe made an Aflanlt upon hef Grief -, 
and ftruggling to recover an alTured Look, after 
flie had wiped away her Tears, * My Son, faid 
Jhey though your Years be few, your Apprchen- 
(ions do much o*er-top thofe of an ec)ual Age \ 
and 1 know you are already capable to make 
Refledion upon our present and paft fortunes : 
You arc derived from a Father that was the 
greatest of Men, and a Mother that may boaft 
to have held Came Rank among Women, and 
will leave a Report of her Life &hind her, that 
is not ordinary in her Sex. I fee nothing in 
you (the Gods be thanked) that beUes your 
Birth, or forbids me to hope that umi will not 
make the Soul of mighty Cdfar^ (now placed 
among the Gods ) to bluih at your begetting : 
If Fortune frowns upon your budding Age, and 
bereaves you (with choie from whom you had 
your Being) of the Advantages, which in part 
you fifiould hold of her, learn in time to {tight 
her, and ftrain your Virme to captive her Smiles, 
and force her back again. You wear a Sword, 
after your Father's Example, chat may one Day 
recover the Crowns you have loft 5 and if the 
Gods decree, (as there is much appearance) that 
we fall in this War. and period our Empire 
with our Days, you iWl ftay behind tfii to wiii 

* that 
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that back again bj the Glory of youc Adbons, 
wluch we loft by the laft ©rours, revive rko 
Memory of C^efar and Cleofatray and perhaps 
revenge the Fate o£ Anthony and C/eifpatray up. 
on thofe Enemies that deftroy*d us. Thele are 
the Hopes, my Son, that move me to ftudy 
thy Safety, when I negle^ my own : My AfTec* 
tion to thee makes me commie a cruel Violeuce 
upon my tendereft IiKlination -y *ds fit we parr, 
young C^far, that thou roay*ft go beyond the 
Reach of thy Enemy's Arms, and go in the 
Queft of a better DeQiny, than that thou muft 
expe^ at the Knees of a pitikfsConcperor ; and 
indeed it is unfit that the- Legitimate Son of 
great C^far Ibould tamely beg a Life of bis 
Adoptive, which he cannot take of him with* 
out a Bluih, and which be muft never look to 
obtain from him, who, in bearing the Name 
and Power of Gd/ar^ does neither inherit his 
Clemenqr, nor any one of his other Virtues. 
To prc(crve thee, 1 defpoil my Heart of its 
deareft Sentiments, but (whatever Vioknce I 
fuller) I fhali always think it a more gqitk Ca- 
lamity, ^ part with thee for ever, tliau to fee 
thee colAn thy Urn before I enter mine i to be- 
hold thee a Suppliant at the Feet of oar auel 
Enemy, or dragged in triumph behind bis Cha- 
riot, to that City, which thy Father firft ranged 
under ids Obedience. 
The Queen ftoppM at thefe Words, to dry fbme 
dilbbedicnt Tears, which rcbell'd againft her Rc- 
folution^ and, removing her Eyes from the Face 
of her Sou, to faftcn them upon mine, ' Eteocles^ 

* faidjhey this is the laft time that I remit into 

* your Hands the things which I count moft pre- 

* cious : I trufted you with his Education, as I 

* do now with the ConlcrYatioo of his Life, and 

. * with 
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wirb it all my own Hopes j let the Fidelity I cx- 
prefs you, by the Proofs 1 ask, to be the wor- 
thy Son of Apolkdorusy who died as he liv'd 
ill my Service, after he had got the Repute of 
■the moft loyal Servant that ever breathed. Take 
the Prince, my Son, and your Pupil, whom I 
reieafe to your Care and GonduA, and with 
your moft winged Diligence condudt him out of 
Alexandria^ and the unforturtatc Bsyfty into 
Ethiopia* The King of that puiflSnt Realm 
is our Friend and Ally, and the only Neigh- 
bour we have, that dares think himfelf ftrong 
enough to defend his own againft their Inva- 
(ions, and therefore (lands not in awe of the 
Roman Arms : Of him, in my Name, demand 
a Refuge for this young Prince, whom I, not 
only truft with him, but l)eftow upon him : 
Tell him our Alliance does not only oblige him, 
nor the Laws of Generofity, that preach the 
Pfoeedion of the Mifcrable and Opprellcd, but 
the Intercft that is common to all that weild 
Scepters, to oppofe himfelf againft'thc Violence 
of the Romans y thofe cruel Enemies of Man- 
kind » that would ftretch their Tyranny over all 
the Kings on Earth. I know he will receive 
ycu, and allow my Son all iht Shelter you caa 
ask. This Night you Ihall fct forwards s for I 
dclire your Voyage may be (ecretly cwrry'd, left 
your Enemies take notice of it, ^nd (0 endea- 
vour to ftrike at the Life of this poor Prince ': 
You £hali have Rodon and Alexander for Com- 
panions in your Flight, with a few Officcry^ 
moft neceflary for fo fmall a Number, left k 
greater Train might di(cover the Dcfign, and 
. betray foy Soh to fuch Dangers, as my timorous 
Apprehension is apt to frame. I ihall furnifli 
you with Mouey and Jewels enough to keep^ 
Vol. I. H *off 
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.* off NccdBty, while you ftay from us ii^ (b re-

Toe Q^cfi expicfsf'd herfclf in tl^fe Terms, 
wheu the yoUng Prinoe, throwing hjmielf at hd: 
Jeet, protefted he would rather. diie th^ abgiidon 
her \ th^t inflead of kaviog her ezpofed to the 
Menace) of Co nuich Peril, he bad Cpurage enough 
t» run her Fortune and Antlnmy\. 

The Queen, drawing new Arguments from the 
Pifcourfe and A^ion of this brave Spirit, ander- 
^ell^nt Nature, fdk a p$anfi4 Incregie of her Affec- 
tion 'y ami tunning her Ey^s from his Face, whett 
they did but g^her iireih Caufes of Gi:ief, * Great 
^ C^far, /aid Jbe, if thou be'ft r^uik'd amoi^the 
' Gods, unoe he carries (6 many Marks ol thy 

* Life, proted the Son that thou haft left mc» 
And then turning to ha Son, at firft fhe gently 
ftrusgkd with his Refblutioo ^ but perceiving that 
vroSS not do, ibe fJtsrnly employ*d all her Amo^ 
rity ; Aiid fifyx ihe bad abfolutdy forbid his fiir* 
ther Oppofition of her Will, ihe commanded me 
to carry nim awny by Force, if he refo(ed tofoUowi 

Young C^/ario bearing fuch a R^efped to the 
C^ecn, as he knew not hpw todifpenfe with Obe«> 
dience, £]bmt(ced to this iaft O>mmao4i and 
poly in Tears expcels'd his Grief to forfake her. 
) fbdil not fisher entorge upon {he Queen's an^ 
pur Regret(, to which, and to our {VeMratiotis 
for deparciue, we dedicated ch^ reft of that Day;. 
The Queen f^nt by Irss and Cb0rmi$ne (h«c two

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ftant Fidelity, as wili be the Wonder of ali Ages) 
a Cabinet foU of <3oki, with (bme rich Jewels^ 
vhich ihe trufted to my Hands •, and fo (bon as 
the Night approach*d, after ihe had uetec'd het 
laft AcUea to us, bath*d in a River of Tears, ihe 
l)niis'd the Prince in her Arms : And when ihe 
had left her laft Kifi npon his Check, « Go, fiid 

* y3^». young Prince, where thy^Deftiny calls thee, 

* the Gods will undertake thy Proccdion j in the 

* mean time, forget not thy Father's Grcamcis» 

* and let none of Formne*s rude Blows ovet-tame 

* thee to Anions unwonhy of thy Birth. 

After thefe Words, the laft I heard from her« 
untying hetlelf from her Son's £mbraas, ihe 
caufbd us to mount on Horfe-back in her Pre«^ 
*taicc, and, without fiirther Delay, to quit the 
iDclanchoIIy Aiexandrsa. 

My Lord, the Beginning of C£farh's Adven- 
tures carrying much Keibnblance to yours, like 
yourfelf, be was forced to fly his Country, in an 
Age littk differing from that wherein^ you spitted 
Partbia, He went out of Alexandria with not 
above a dozen Horfes in his Train \ and he dut 
a while before, with fo much Pomp, had bectt 
proclaimed the King of Kings in divers Nations, 
was forced to abandon his native Countty, and 
in that petty Equipage to feck a Corert for his 
Life in a foreign Land. 

This fudden and ftrange Revolution of Foitune, 
may forve for a metiiorable Example to tho(e that 
truft to her Favours, and fui&r themfelves to be 
blinded with treacherous Profpcrity. The Mag- 
nificence of Anthony and Cleopatra had been ex* 
cnfable, if they had not ftain'd that Grandeur 
that placed them in the chiefefl Rank of Man- 
kind^ with Aftions that pull'd the divine Anger 
upon chdr Heads i and tho&'that a iictlc befooe 

Hi iaw 
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£sLW Co maDy Kings ac their Feet, bereaving one 
of his Crown, anodier of his Head, (as the un- 
fortunate Antigonusy King, of Judaay and the 
wretched Artahajus of Armenia ) beheld rhem- 
ielves reduced to attend his Deiliny in the laQ: 
City that was left (hem ; and, a few Days after^ 
condrained to take the Succours of Death from 
their own Hands, which CUofatra (to complcac 
her Calamities) had much ado to obtain, aucl did 
at laft by stti Artifice. 

We parted from Alexandria almoA at the fatne^ 
time that Offavius C^far encamped on the other 
Side, in view of the Walls j and had we longer 
iidelay'd the Voyage, we had found no Pafl^ip 
free. Young Cjfario had ib long pradlis'd Horft- 
xnanihip, under thoie Makers that taught him his 
Exercife, as it rcnder*d him the lefs unfit to uu^ 
dertakc the Toil of fuch a Journey : Bcfidcs, he 
had inured himfelf to travel, by his Cuflom to 
follow th^ Cha(c, which he would do with much 
Eagcrnefs, being of a Cojiftitution jflrong beyond 
his Age s and this proved very ferviceable to out 
Defign. The firft Night we ftrived to reach (b 
far, as any Perfon, lefs hardy than himfelf, would 
have been weaken *d with W^earincfs ; and about 
the Break of Day, we ftaid at a Village three or 
four hundred Furlongs from Alexandriay where 
we found it fie to let the young Prince rcpolp 
himfelf, while we refrcHied our Horles. In that 
Place we ftaid three or four Hours j which ej;- 
pired, we again got to Hotfc j but had not march- 
ed many Furlongs, before I efpy'd the Prince's 
Horfe, with iny own, Rodonsy and three or four 
.others in tli^ Company, to halt ; and not (o much 
as dreaming of the Treachery was intended us, I 
only imputed it to the Wearinefs they had coa- 
tra<fted with hard Riding and e;Ktraordiaaay Haft?.

We might have taken thofc that continued found, 
blic loaih rb part with Co many neceflary Officers, 
2L\\d befidcs, ignorant of the Mifchicf 'that pur- 
Ined us, we were couftrained ro march fo Cohly, 
that w? had much ado, in that whole Day, to 
reach another Town, that was not diftant above 
one hundred and fifty Furlongs from that where 
we refted in the Mortiing 5 and there arrived, (our 
Horfcs fcarce able to fuftain themfclves) we were 
cbmpeli'd to flay that Night; but fending for' 
fbme Smiths that lived there, to fearch them, wc 
found that they were all pricked, and the Nails chat 
hurt them no fboncr diawn out, but they were 
much mended, yet not fo recoVer'd as to endure 
that Night's Travel. I theti began to entertain ' 
fbme Sufpicion, and to befieve this ao intended , 
Treachery to retard our Voyage \ but yet I knew" 
not whom to diflrufl. Our little Troop was com-» 
ptofcd of no Petfbns, but fhch from whom indeed ^ 
wc had reafbn to' hopie an untainted Fidehty ; 
myfelf excepted, Rodon and Seamier were the 
Principal : Rodon was made the Prince's Sub- 
Governor in his tendereft Years, and had not a 
hCs Part in' his Education than myfelf $ bcfidcs, he 
had a Son there of the fame Age with the Prina, 
that was brought up with him, and then fblJow'J 
him in that Voyage ^ Seander was a Man of ap- 
proved Fidelity, and the 'reft all eminent Officers 
0/ Cleopatra s Houfe, as llie hid culled from fach 
as ihc thought mdft true ; yet, eycn among thofc, 
wc found Monflers capable of the bladceft Trea- 
fon, and the' fiibfl prodigious ^Villainy that ever 
vas hatched by hum^n Invenrion. ■ - ' 

1 After I had aknofl wafled that Night con- 
verfing with Cares, ^6o rcfHefs to admit Sleep, I 
threw myfelf from my Bed;' in wMch I was lard 
in my Cloches j and pafling into a little Galkry 

H 3 adjoin- 
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adjoining to oar Chamber, I open'd a Window^ 
to ice if I could fpy the approach of Day. U&- 
der this Window was a Garden, in which I over*' 
heard Came Perfbns di&ourfing ^ ' and though I 
had liccle room for Curiofity, unlep fuch as re- 
garded my Prince's Safety, yet thcii) and pecu- 
Sarly then, I think the GckIs infpii^'d me with it r 
Thefirft Words had no (boner dcnvet*d themfelves 
at my ]Bar, but I knew the Voice was Rodons i. 
and prefently after di(cover*d him that talk'd with 
him CO be a Kinfman of his, aqd one that he 
deeply trufted, caird Areefesy for whom he had 
formerly prociir*d a beneficial Grant from the 
Q^cfen. The Time and Place made them exchange 
their Thoughts with a Confidence^arle^ of Over* 
itearers ,* buc Heaven was awake in my Prince's 
Beha]f> and by that miracuknis Occafiou becken'd 
mc lo his Prelervation. 

R$dm and Armes did but eater the Garden-

To what Extremes of 
(Sricf^ Aftonifhment, and Anger, did the Know* 
kslge of chat loathed Treafon hurry me 1 I had 
iMUrh ado oo etcdk my own Bars, in a thing fo 
ottlfkely i it had aJmoft finrpriz'd the Ufe of my 
Keaibn and Judsmenc. The fiift thing I did was 
to deleft /?^i?i»'slnfidclky i then, upon my Knees, 
I ^ave thanks to the Gods for the Mitack of this 
]DffcQV(ry, and peckion'd the Continuance pf their 
Aid for tbe Pciufcrs Safety : Yet i was much to 
fcek fbt the Cominuance of my Endeavours, for 
j iaw myletf, on all fides, menaced with Co much 
Difficulty, that I almod wanted Power to eon- 
Ceivte a hope of Succefs. 

And now the Day had withdrawn all the Cur** 
tains of Darkne(s, befi^e I could faften opon 
any other Refolution than to kill Rodon^ and at 
kaft revenge my Prince, if it were not pcrmit-

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ted ixjc to preserve him 5 neverthelefs, having no 
time to lofe, 1 return d into my Chamber full of 
mortal Inquietudes j and after I had given order' 
for the Horfes to be ready, I wakea^d the Prince,* 
atid cau(ed him to rife with a bafty Diligence.* 
While he was apparcIHng him/elf, Idrcw Meander- 
a^dc, (having learned hy Rodons- Di(coar{e, he> 
was not of the Conrpiracy with xhat Traytor) in* 
a few Words let him know our Deftiny, which* 
fhookhim with as great a Fit of Coefuiion as my* 
£<di: While we were talking' of it, the unfaithful- 
Rodon came to us, the fight of whom hadalmofb 
pqc my Power into the Hands of Paffiofi -, -jand I 
was even ready to fly upon Jiim.and ftraaoje.him,' 
yet, with much ado, biidlcdjDi andadvifingNe- 
ander to the fame Reservation, wc got thefiii^pe 
on Horfc-back, concealing the Trmtli from him, 
left his tender Years, ^ing, too- weak ^to dtfguifr 
bis Apprehcnfion, fhpuld betray: it in troujjled* 
Looks, andXo dcprirc.us of the Kkans.to ende!a« 
vour his Prefervariott. ^ . ,-x u- . ,h \- 

1 Thustleaving the Town, \vfe:tDok^theiiamc w43^. 
was firft refolved, for fear Radon 'QDPM'.kciiA tilei 
]^i£:overy of hisTrcaf©n }^"anid. wfc-ihad' iba^Ofi 
marched a quarter of an Hour, whea the Godft 
(kat me a Thought,, which 1 refolvtd to a6t with* 
©ut further Dellherauon. 

-. I tonfefs,'ac firft IfelcTomcJVepugnancc,. fot 
the Danger to which I was to^ejtpoK an innoctnt 
Perfon ; but the vSafeguard of my Prince 'out- 
weighed the reft of my Confid^ratioiis, and help-i 
ed me in a Moment to level all. tkeOtftades thac 
oppofed my Inteution : For that Reafon, makings 
a Sign to Meander to keep up with the Prince and 
the reft of the Troops I marched foftly after with 
Rodon^ whom 1 had cngjaged in Dii^ourfe ; but 
when the i^ft had left us a little behind, (feign* 
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ing that fomcching was broke about my Saddle) 
I alighted, making Ihcw to amend it, and oblig'd 
Rodon to flay £or me, telling him that a little 
galloping would (bon recover out Company : Be- 
iidcs that, I had Tome Aurhoricy over him, the 
Effcare whereto his. Con(ciencc had reduced him, 
left him not Confidence etlough to gain(ay me ; 
nor was he unwilling to accept of any Occa$on to 
raiard our Voyage, because nc knew it might ad- 
vantage his Defign. 

Thus, when out little Troop had gained more 
Ground of us, and, by the help of a little Hill 
betwixt us, I had loft fight of them, I remount- 
ed my Hor(e $ and approaching Rodon^ with a 
Look that reprefemed pan of the Paflbn that 
fwayed within me> * Traytor, (faul J) thy 

* Death is at hand ; and if thy Prince muft die 

* by thy Difloyalty, thou fhalt yet want the Sa- 

* tisfa^ion to fee him periih> pi reap the Profit 

* of thy horrid Treachery. 

I had no fooner utrer'd ihcfe Wotds, but my 
Sword was in my Hand ; and the faithlels Rodon 
(more combated with his Confcience, thaii- the 
fear of my Valour) rccei\4ng my Menace with a 
pale difm ay 'd Look, had much ado to put himfelf 
in any Pofture of Refiftance j nevertheiefs, with a 
trembling Hand he drew his Sword, but defended 
himfclf lo ill with it, that, with a Facility which 
took away all the Glory of that A(Slion, I palled 
mine twice through his Body, and tumbled him 
upon the Sand, where he vomired out his perfidi- 
ous Soul with his Blood. 

Af 6r this Execution, flicathing my^ Sword 
a^in, I haded after the Prince with all the /peed 
1 could make j but calling my Eyes back fiom 
the top of the Hill , I perceiv'd the Squadron of 
Hotfe that C^far had fern after us, maichine oiic 
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df the Town where we lodged, which I prelencljr 
judged to be the fzme chat the falfe R^don cx^^U 
ed : This fight made me fpur up to mj Company^ 
and when I had overtaken them^ s^proaching ca 
Neander*s Ear/ ^ Neandet xfr^ ^ Rodm is dead, 

* but our Enemies appear ^ take the Prince with 

* you and two of our Men, gallop on afore to the 

* Forfftof/^itf> thruft yourfelves into thethick« 
^ eft Part of ir, and there ezped my coming up, 

* with good News : The reft of the Day, I will try 

* to abafeour Enemies ^ and, i( Heaven favour my 

* Imentiotis, hinder their further Purfiiic ofus^; 

* tf you fee me not come baick to you fbme time 

* to Day, at Night purfue your Voyage, under

I faid no more > and without giving him time 
to anfwer, made him (peed aw^y with the Prince 
and the two that were to fellow them^ one of 
which (becaufe of known Fidelity)> carried the 
Jewels and Gold the Queen had given us.4^afarioj 
who bad a moft docile Ingenuity, abfolotely 
obeyed my Will, and made no fcruple to follow 
Veandety becaufe I counfeA'd it : I could not (ee 
Ifsm part Qci {ysA^nVf without letting fall fome 
Tears, as a Tribute to my fearful Incercainty of 
<ver feeing him again : And in the mean Time,, 
mtning to thofe that ftaid with me, * My Erieiids^ 

* faid], we are betrayed \ our Enemies are with* 

* in a hundred Paces of us : Rodon ftays behind 

* to make difcovery of them : And behold the 

* Traytor, pewing tbem ytrcetesy fee, the Vil- 

* lain that hath fold us, has the Confidence to

Rodons Son, wbom 1 caufed to {biy with as» 
though he would gladly have followed the Pritice» 
who, as I told you, wa$ of an equal Af^e andSta* 
cure ro him, and had much in his Looks thac 
oYer-topp*d his Condition, beheld the Death of 
Artetes with Aftoniihment, when approaching 
to him, and taking him by the Arms, I fhewed 
him the R9mansy thac were advancing to us a 
good fwift Trot: * We are alt dead Men, faid J^ 

* if we do not deceive our Enemiesv by making 

* you pafs for the Prince C£fario y the perfbns^ 

* ting this Dignity will favc your Lifci for if the 

* Romans talre you for the Son of C^far^ they 
' will only contenr themfelTCS to lead you Pri/b- 

* ner to their Emperor $ if yon tender yoitt own 

* and our Lives, favour this juft Deceit. 

The fear of Death had Co &'rz"d the Youth, as 
itdifpofed Jiim ro follow my fatal Counfel, which 
I. had (caroe ended when the Romans were upon 
us, and fpreadingthemfelves upon the Plains be- 
gan to inviron us, and Ihlit up the Pallage to 
our ifiight. 

1 then perceiv*d the Danger at hand I had ex- 
pofed my felf to, and had well fbre-{een it, before 
the Attempts But the Gods can witne{s, that! 
fcjc no regret ro hiizarJl my Life foe my Prince's 
Sfitfety, and thac there came no other Care to my 
X hougbtsi but for him and his Con&vvatioa. Ac 
a Si^a 1* made to my Companions, we all threw 
ourielves from our Horfes, and putting our Knees 
to the Ground, we encompafled the Son ofRcdoftf 
whom I had only caufed to keep his Saddle. The 
Kontansy who ran upon us with an impemous' 
h^e, perceiving us in chat fuppliant PoHurc,^ 
wereftaid by the. Command ot^ their Captain,

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acceiuiing his Orders, without offering a Blow r 
But (b foon as my Voicfc could be heard j * Ah r 

* whatCTcr you be, cryed /, if wc have tticriccJ 

* your An^er, turn your Weapons upon us pttly,- 
, ^ and fparc great Cafars Son ;. Sacrifice us to your 

* Rage, if we have offended, but give our Prince 

* his Life. * 

Thefe Words, with our fubmiflive Aftion, turn- 
ed the JRowtf» Swords (fatal to the innocent. Son 
of^odon) from our Throats ; for the Captain ap- 
proaching to him with his dratvn Sword 5 * For 

* you, faid he, we- give yon your Lives 5 but *tis 

* .this fame Son oiCafar we only icek tcrtakc." 
At thele Word^, making his Way through us, 
he ran the Youth through the Body witk hiy 
Sword, juft as he was about to {peak, and pro- 
bably CQ tell him, he was not Cafar*s Son. Icxw- 
not remcmbet that poor young Man's unripe Fail 
-without the Senfe of fome Rciiioxfc for my own 
Treadiery : But my Lord, it was otherwise im- 
poifible to faye our Prince \ and fince one indO: 
periih, it was but Juft that the Son of that Tray- 
tor ihould be facrific*d to his Father's Treachery : 
Befidcs, I had indeed conceiv'd a Hope (if Hope 
could ihape itfelf in £0 ihort a time) that the Ro^ 
mans would forbear the Cruelty of his Murder, 
a|id only content. tfaemfeheS' to lead him to their 
Emperc»r*, in the mean time,! cafl myfeif apon 
his Body, and (the better to abufe oar Enemies) 
I made my .complaints fwell to as high a Tide, 

^ a6 I Ihould have let fall upon the Corpfe'of oar- 
own true Prince. The Reman Commiiixd^i being 
a Man of Quality (as good Fortune would have 
ic) was touch *d at my Piety, and protefled to me, 
tjiat he had executed Cstfar^s Command with re« 
gret V He opposed himfelt againft many of his Men> 
that would hare cat off the Youth's Head, to pre- 

- ^, . fcnt 
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fenr it to the Empcrbr 5 and told them thcjf might 
aifiire him of the- Truth without ezcrciixQg that- 
Inhumanity upon the ^n /of Julius Cefin ; nc- 
verchelefs, at their SoUicicatiob^ he deci^ftiided the 
Jewels which Cleopatr4^ had given us ; But I tc- 
pJyM, they were in the H.inds of one of our G>m' 
p^iions, called Rod^n^ whom we had not (een 
all that Day, and that I brlieved that ft was he 
diac had betray *d U9. Ac this the Soldiers feU to 
threaten, and began to &arch 4is^ but they found 
Itctle about us ; and their Captain remetnbring his 
Name was Rodon^ who in cffed betrayed us } and 
knowing the Emperor had dc(ign*d him the Jew- 
c4s^ as a Price of his Trca(bn, eafily believed that 
he Was gone ^w^ with them j and jefiring he 
ihould rather po(Ie£s them by that- Title, than as ^ 
the Gift of Cafar^ commanded them to unhand 
lis,' reflorc us 6dr Horfe, and fet us at Libeny to 
vedtt where wc pkafed. And thni his Men Hiareh* 
Jtlg afcer him^ ^he;^ left us about the unfortunate 
S^Xi oVBiodokf Open whom 1 cobtifwed dill my

When t>Qr Enemies were marched out of (ight, 
(dfter we had covered the Body of that innocent 
ifouth with a \itt\t Earth, and indeed contributed 
feme true Tears to his Deftiny) we remounted our 
Uor(e$, el&ked with oUr happy Succefs beyond^ 
Expredibn, and followed the Track of our true 
Prince* ^ - 

t::SeeV my Lord, what has palled about C^e/^riVs 
£)pp6(cfd^Dearh } they were abus*d that believed 
he was ever in the Hands ofO^aviusy for I dare 
a/Ture ybu he never (aw him ^ and that if he did 
eonfult upon what was to be done with him, and 
refoNed to put him to De^h, as you related, by 
J^dvice of Arrins the Philofbphec^ it muft either 
be while Rodon% Meffcng^r wjis with him, or

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before, while the War was hoc between him and

Two Hours after we had thus efcaped our £ae«

Precautioot out Task ^QvAd have been difficult 
to have (c^nd him» becaUfe the JFored was Yaft 
a^d full of Thickets. ^Eit Gods i what a. Joy ex« 
aited nv^ when I recovered' the Sight of my dear 
Prince ! what Words did I not utter I what Te^^ 
ihed, when it was permitted me to embrace himr 
for whom (bme Hours before, I had been ihook 
with (uch jud Apprehcntions ? But then what a 
pleafing Saci$fa<^ion was ^en me I wh^n (after I 
had rccciv'd my Prihoe'^s Cattflc? Oyorflowing with, 
AScdixon) I k^ntiQd o£.i^efnder't}^e Incjuktude 
he had fui&red for my fences ^d his Re(blii.«; 
tioB (after he knew the Truth from Nutndtr*SL 
Mouth, who could not refu(e it to his preffing 
Importunity). CO return back and run our Fottune, 
without permitting us.aloue to expofe oqr Lives 
for his Safety ; A De(tgn fo Noble. (fcom whicit 
^Mi»i/(fr .only withheld him by Force) info.yom^ 
a Spul^. pleaiingly conhrtped vac in> thole HPpcs I 
had already conceived of the height of his Cou- 
r^^ ^d after 1 had exprefs'd itiy.fiL^&ntpfieats 
othis Noblenefs, and he rewarded, us ^it?b Tears 
of Acknowledgment for what we h^d do»e for 
his Preservation 5 and, as Proofs of an excellent 
pifpofition, paid foxpeto the Memory of. that iu-^ 
nocept Sovx oiRodony I cauied him to mount oot 
Wfeback, .and fo . we got out ojf die Forefl, aiKl 
€Oiitinucd Our.Voyags., 
*" . My 
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My Lard> the particular Pailages b^ the Way^ 
deierte nothing but SikncCy and to give way to 
Things of more Impottancct which I muft inform 
you of. Wichin a few Days we kft Bgyft at out 
Backs, andl having traverftd Pan of the Deiars 
of Nitkia^ which are comignoiB to the two Rcahas, 
we enrct*d Eik'top'uFy and took our Way toward' 
the great City of Meree^ wheie that mighty King, 
then made hi^ Refidcncc. Oar young Prince 
ftfiered the Incommodities of the Voyage widi 
an admirable Courage and Patience v he was ever 
the firf^ that urged ear deparmre firom thoic 
Towns in our Way, wbtre I had obHged him 
to (lay and take (atsot Repo(e. We ca&d hint 
not by his right Name, left the News of his Safl> 
ty coming to his Enemies Ears, fliould make them 
try to find Traytots. in Ethiopia^ as they had done 
in Egypt; and for that Caute we accuftomed to 
caM him Clemiedony with defign that none there 
fliould know him by any other Name, exce|K the 
King, and fuch other Peribns as muft nccefTarily 
be trufted with the Truth. But why ihoald I de- 
sain you longer ? We artiv*d at Merae^ whether 
wc had ieut Neander fome Days bdbre, to adver- 
tife the Kmg of ear Prince's coming, and excuft 
rhe enti'ance of his Dominions without Permiffi- 
©n, with the preffing Ncccfficy of his F^ht« 

The King of Eth^hpiSj (one of the beft and 
jdfteft Princes upon Earth, who hated the Rmrntn 
Tyranny, and ever honoured Cltopatra] exprcfs'd 
much Joy at the confidence that great Queen re- 
|K>s*d in him, and difpos*d himtelf to treat the 
Prince her Son as his own y he wOnld have' given 
him a magnificent Reception, if Neander had not 
difTwaded it, inftru^d by the Fear that we had 
to divulge that, which former Confidetatibns 
taught us fie to be concealed. The King, to fa^ 
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vour our. Defign, was content to receive him in 
his Cabinet, where he gave us a panicnlar Audi- 
ence, without admicang any to be prcfent,* but 
iiich as he knew would guard the Secret. 
/ The Magnificence and Furniture of his Palace 
had doubtlels aflouilh'd any Peifons but fuch a& 
had dwelt in the Court of C/efipatray where there 
gUfter*d more fumpmous Pcimp and Glory, than 
all the World hefide could boaft of; yet we there 
faw C\k\\ an abundance of Riches, as cuflom to> 
behold fuch Sights could not keep us from fur* 
frizal: For (as I believe you know) in Ethiopia 
Gold is io common, that it is employed by Per-~ 
Tons of th^ tow^cftR^nk, upon the mod vile Offi- 
ces : But to concrad my DKcourie upon this Sub- 
jed, I fhall only tell you, That as the Majefty of 
the King challenged our Veneration, Co thcCoun-/ 
tcnance of my Prince wrought an Efledt upon 
his Spirit, that Toon made him confider*d as the 
Son of C£far and Cleopatra j for he accofted him 
with a Garb that juflified his Birch, and faluted 
him with a ftately Modefty, that had nothing in 
it but what was great and graceful, which rather 
ftirrUup Admiration and Refpcd than Pity : I had 
prepoflelled him with (bme few Inflrudions, which 
he made ufe of with a mofl becoming Grace ; and- 
after he had rendered his due Salutes to the King, 
* Great Prince, faid be^ my Parents, whom 

* Fortune hath aj^tidoned, have bequeathed me 
V to you, with a belief that you will not refu(e 
f me your Protcdion; and with them I demand 

* it of you^ as the (ble Prince of the World, from 

* whom lam wilUng to receive it. 

jHc faid no more than thefe few Words, which 
he uttet'd in a Kingly falhioii j aiKl at the fame 
time I prcfentcd the King with the Queen C/f ^- 
patra's Lctcr, who prefcntly acknowledg'd the 
fifil to be hers, and in it found thcfe Words. 
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TTf€ Queen Cleopatra tp the Great Hidafpcs, 

King" of Ethiopia. ' 

* ' I ^ H E knowledge I have oftour Vcrtucs bids 

'*- * mc hope that yoi« Aftcdions will not 

* change with our.Foreutxr; and that having been* 

* our Friend and AMy in profpcrity, oneCalanrity' 

* can nei'^her make you forget our Amity' or AI-

known to us, that he would b^^te him Treated 
as his proper Son. His ordcis were fo pundlual- 
ly^ cxcroited, as in a few d^ys we beheld our fdveff 
in as high a condicioii in Meroe^ zs we had for^ 
sfkQzly appeared in A/e»apdrh ; the Prince bad a 
great numlDer of Qi&i^rs, a large prond Eqiiipagey- 
and indeed wanted no refpe^l that was fie for thr 
Son of a mighty King in his Father's Court j 

His proper Name and true Eirtb^ were onlf 
known to fuch as ,;hQ King bpnour'd wieh mo(r 
tonfideoce : Aqiong the ccfl be pa&'d undei tkc' 
l^anic of CUomedom^ fot a Prince oitly sMsx icy 
CUopairar and rosnefbing allied txrl^i^kHidaJf^m

* "though I have been'^isnorant oi Cafarh^s de-

You know the Etbhp-Unt zst black* btic the* 
Kings having been oblig*d by reafon of Srate^ to« 
fnalce t Alliance with thiui; Neigl^xmr Princes,. aoc^ 
ib cpoufc White .Women, bttnei^aitly Iqf^ thar 
fcorched Complexion : of their Family. This* 
King, who was , born of ji Whi^e Woman, wa* 
only a litck f^^arthy^ and the:Qudr» bis Wi&y. 
who died a year before we arrived in Ethhpimy 
being purely white, and a moft beautiful Prih- 
cefs, brought forth a Daughter that notonly Hci- 
red her Mother's complexion, but became Mifttefs 
of (b fair a Beauty, as made her the wonder oi 

her 
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Iicf own, and the bacerpart of che World beiide. 
This was the fair Princefs Candace^ and the fame 
bright Queen now in your Houfe, which vou 
delivered from the grcedv Wares* where (he nad 
pehlhed without your (uccour. To oome to the 
relation of her Life, with my Princdii, 1 have 
begtm you a Narration, which though (bmething 
remote from chcm, will not altogether appear un« 
uea/Iary s aiUl now I fhall condud your know- 
ledge through all thole accidents that compofed 
the prefcnt Fortunes of thofetwo Great Perfbnagcs* 

The Priiicefi Csndaee exceeded not elevca 
years of age when we cntted Ethiopia ^ and we 
nad not refided there above a year, before my 
Prince rendec*d hb Arms to her triumphant Beau- 
ty, and delivered up unto it a precious liberty 
which he coaM no longer hold . againfl the rare 
perfe<^ons of that Prince&>' This paflion that 
entirely feiz'd his Soul, came fea&nably to ba- 
nilh a dangerous grief, and arrefted him fliortly 
after our arrival, with the news o£C/eopatras de- 
plorable end, and the lamentable fall of that uii« 
fortunate Family. 

This ftruck mjr Prince Co deep« that afl the* 
comfort we could urge, had much ado to keep 
him from his Tomb *, nor had we fo (bon appea- 
Ctd bis (brrow, iiCandacis Beauty had not ltrug« 
kd more fucoefsfully with it than otir arguments r 
indeed it was half impo(Gblie (or a Prince fo botn/ 
apd newly entred an age capable of the fweec 
imptcdions of love, to re£fk ftich uncommon 
poiflauoe. And thoueh at firft C£fsri4f Orove 
nard to prcferve his libertyy yet all his luflatiou 
fainted at laft, to the oonfeflion ofshis weaknefs,. 
and buckled to the yoke of a Tyrant, that hand- 
led him more rudely becaufe he tefided. 
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I did not di (approve the birth of this Pailion, 
for ( finding nothing in it fit to cenfure) I no fbo- 
ner knew it from my Prince, but iiidule'd hinr 
irt ir, inftead of jifluading. He ever dearly lo- 
ved and refpeded me, and' not only considered 
me as- his Governor, that had ovcr-fcen the 
growth of his greeneft years, but as hirti that 
had faved his Life, wirli the dangerous hazard of 
his own, and to envbrace his intcrefts, had ca- 
fhicr'd all other thoughts that had Eyes for his 
yown: This knit h4m to* me with the tender tics 
of fuch a confidettce', as ittdced was only dae to 
the Queen his Mother. He opcn'd his heart tin- 
tb^ me, Co foon as he felt the wounds that Love 
had given it •, and having demanded my coun- 
(el and aHifl^ncc, and foutid me wholly dilfpo- 
fed to contribute all to bis dciires: * Father, Jaiit 

* he, at Love's firft Alami, I feel a delightful pain 5 

* but becaufe *cis cruel enough to rob me ot ray 

* Reft, methinks it refembles that Fire, whereof 
* 'I "have oft heard the Queen my Mother and'

* much power in my Soul, as it did in the un*-

compaliicd with divers fighs, which I had neither 
wilt' nor power to ccfni^emn. • In the mean time 
his flame grew daily higher, and in a fhort time,-

I fhall forbear to importune you with the Jargei 
difcourfes he made at the firffc fentimcnrs' of his 
Love, and only infift upon (bme particulars that 
fell out in the blooming years of this young 
Couple ; and though I am wiHiiig ro ftep haftily^ 
C' over thofe, .ihac Lmay bring them to an Age

The fair Ethiopian Priucefs was born to all 

.thoie excellent Advantages, that the confpiring 
bouncy of Heaven and Nature can beftowi but 
the Beauties of her Afped, which I prefume you 
have notedy are dim to thofe that ihine witiiin 
her Souhy they began with her carlicA youth to 
break out with fuch beams, as were not to be 
ieen but in herfcif : Her extraordinary vivacity 
^as always accompanied with a marvellous fbli- 

M^ i a Judgment elevated above her Sex, and 
Courage great enough to challenge a rank among 
.Perfons the moft generous : Of this {he hath given 
fuch clear proofs, as will foon claim your Credit: 
3ac before I pafs to their recitals *ns fit I (lay up- 

.on (bmeching that preceded. 
^ The Divine Qualities of this Princefs twifted 
fuch a refpcd witfi my Prince's Affedion, that he 
long fmother'd his lighs, before he duxii declare 
his Paflion *, and though the fublimicy of his 
Birth, and the merit of his Perfon might have 
arm'd him with a boldnefs cs^able to attempt any 
thing ; afid the tender age of the Princefs, youn- 

fer by four or Rve years than himfelf, might well 
avc help*d to dicfacd part of his fears i yet he 
.always Wheld her wiih fo vnixch reipe^l, as he 
wanted the afliirance to fcxve himfejf with any 
of thefe Advantages i he daily law her with more 
freedom than any of the other Piinces that were 
educated in the Ethiopian Court ^ and the King, 
who dearly lov'd him, gave him a more free an4 
familiar accefs to his Daughter than any of the 
led. She gladly admitted him a Companion to 
hei; Sport ; And though he lud already a folidity 
jthat over-topp*d his years, yet his ancdion had 

found ^ 
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found the way to fwcetcn the moft itrious and 
important employments j he pafled all his Even- 
ings with her, and in the day-time upon her 
.. Walks i bac dill kept himfclf abont her with & 
profound a reverence, that he took no other ad* 
vaxitage from the Princefs's civility, to Hcenfc the 
declaration of what he felt, but by his fighs, his 
pafliona^ looks, and his anions fullof extraordi- 
nary complacency. ' • 

The Princcfs (young as {he was) was hotyetib 
innocent, but {he had already begun to difbern a 
difference between Adions of Civility, and fach 
as parted irom another motive i and ( as her 
knowledge furmounted her age ) ihe oblerved 
part of that in my Prince, which his own mouch 
durft not bewray. 

C^fitrio^ by his excellent parts, was already be- 
come the darling of the Ethiopian Court. He 
was grown Co acoomplifh*d in all thofe fervices 
and exerci(es, to which he had given nlarvellous 
beginnings in Egypt ^ that he was looked upon as 
a Perfbu of mod refined qualities $ nevenhelefs, 
I am boupd to confefs, that there was a Yowk 
of his age at Meroe^ which my Judgment tells roc 
was no way inferiour, but in Birth 3 and indeed 
(Ince (bme remarkable events will have him min- 
gled with my Prince ia his Hiflory, he doth me- 
rit a particular mentionj^'and cannot without in- 
fuftice be deprived of that which is due, even 
from his Enemies. 

Among a great number of Servitors, of whidi 
the Princefs's houfhold was compos*d, there were 
divers young Men particularly dedicated to her 
fcrvice, that ahvays icept near her Perfon, but at 
'fiich times when Women only had accefs; thcfe 
•were always ready to receive her Commands, 
^ cook care of hcc DiTttti&mcatsf, and for that 

they 
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4bsy were panicalady employ *d $ for the moft 
pan they were of Noble £xtra<Slioii, cho(en by 
xfae King horn die beft Families of the Realm, 
am) irom fome Grangers that came thither to in- 
Jjftbit. 

Among thefc the young Britomarus appear*^ 
with wofldrous Advmtage, and though he was the ' 
Son of a Scran'ger, who for many years had made 
jhis re/ldenoe in Etbfof:a^ and it was (omethiAg 
^difficult to prove his Nobility ; yet the qualities 
pi. his. Pcrfon prevaifd with the King to pafs by 
%hu coniideracion : lDdce<!, I never beheld a per- 
(ofx better Ihapcd, neither for Body nor Mind \

loves you, and had nof the drc of her Reputa- 
tion, with the feverc Rules of her Duty, lain 
too heavy in the 01 bet Balance, £he would never 
have banifhed you her Prefence, but racher bc- 
ftowed (bmc Proofs of her Acknowledgment up- 
on you, which (ure fhe ^uld not bridle with* 
out much coufrraint : That laft Condefcenfion 
Ihe granted in your Favour, when ihe (uffered 
you to {ee her in the midft of Co many Dangers 
that menaced her, cpnid not come from fudi a 
Perfbn asAfariamne (who was pever accnfed of 
Levity or Imprudence) without the con(enc of 
Aflcdion, which was 'all the ExcuCe (he had 
for it: Nor do I believe her "wholly exempt 
from that which your being divided makes you 
fuffer for her fake *, and am confident fhe pafles 
not a Day wherein fhe calls you not into hec 
Memory/ * Ahi Msuizmy cf-yd tbe amorous 
Tyridates<t how agreeably you flatter me, and 
how neccflary is the Authority of fuch a Perfba 
as yourfelf, to perfiiade that which Appearance 
could never manifef^ ^ I am unwonhy of the 
affedion and remembrance oi Mariamnty and 
the Gods can witnefs, I never cherilhed a Thought 
Co arrogant to believe I def^ged them. Yet I 
cannot lifren to your DifcouMi^without fome 
Comfort, rcprcftnting to myfelf, tR%i Perfon 
fo Divine as yOu, cannot (like our common 
Spirits) be capable of Error*

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This Difcpurle had becu enlarged,' had it not 
been .interrupted by thofe that brought up tbe 
Queen's Dinner J Tyridates din'd withhcr^ and fa 
<lidfc>(>i:/^ja^dC////>^ becaufe they would have it 
to J not being thep either in Place or Conditioo.to 
ol>ftrve the regular Method of all Ceremonies. 

After Dinner, TyridaUs tol^ the Queen, that 
though the Plape was de(art aad favage, it aSbrd- 
ed fome unfrecucnted Wsdll^s not unpleaGuit, which 
gave her a delire to take thp Air j when, after her 
Eyes had^fpent fome time in turning over fevcral 
Objeils at the Window, flie went X)ut of i)i^ 
Houfr, ptopp'd ty the Arm of Tyridates^ and 
only followed by Eteocles and Clitie : They walk- 
ed a while upon the Downs, where their Eyes had 
liberty to conyfrfe with the fijcceffivc Waves, and 
thole wondrojus Flows and Ebbs that had Oypifz* 
kd the Science of all Philolbphers. But the Queen 
beginning to be wearied by the Sand, Tyridates 
led her down a very pleafant Valley, femi-circled 
on the one Side with divers Points of a B^ock, 
co\er*d with Mofs, and on the other Side wi.h 
a little Wood 5 which joining crefcent-wi(c with 
the 5xrremes of the Rack, left: a green Meadow 
in the Middle, beautify 'd with divers Chrydai 
Fountains. 

This Place agreed with the Queen's Inclination 
to Solitude s and fuiting her Intention to be pri^ 
yate, (he accepted that Invitation to ditcourfe the 
reft of "her Adventures to Tyridates j and fpying 
a Space between two Rocks, covered with Mofs, 
and framed by Nature into a Sear, fo fecrctly con- 
triv'd, as it concealed them from the fight of any 
in tbe Meadow^^ough they might cafily difarn 
what ^zi^Jf^mdiiiy part of it, Ihe fettled there, 
inviting tyridates co fit by her, wliilc C////> and 
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Effocies made choice of a Place co lie down iO} 
fcitie five or fix Paces ftom their Mifhefs. 

After the fair Queen had been ^ while filedt* 
file look'd upoD7>r/Vtf/f J with a little Bliifh, chat 
with a glad* Ambition was newly climb'dimo her 
Checks i ' If I give you the Relation of my Life, 

* faiii p€y I muft be oblieed to anoover (bme 

* Follies, which the precile Roles of Mod^flry 

* would keep conceal'd \ but as it is not jafl, that 

* I ihoold cither (crve myCclf of your Afliftance, 
^ or demand yourCoun(cI in Afiairs whereof voh 
^ are ignorant, I (hall freely give ybu the naked 
' Account of my Life, with that Adveiicure thit 

* conduced me into this G>unrry ; and, in fine, 

* crave your Advice about the fittefl Order to be 
^ obferved for theG>mpoiure of my Affairs, and 

* Security of my Pcrfon/ * I fhall always be 

* more able to (crve you in Perfon than Coanfcl', 

* reply d Tyridates, being very incapable of di- 
^ testing a Perfon of fb much Prudence as your- 
^ felf ; however, I ihall employ ((ince you ordain 
^ it fo) aU the Judgment is leir me, without cit- 

* peeing the Trouble of this Relation from your 
^ Majedy, which I may as well learn from the

Candjice: was about to reply, and had difpofcd 
tier (elf to take up the Story where Eteec/es let ic 
fall j when they woe ititerrupted by a Noiie of 
Hor(cs, which trod very near, and gave warning 
to their Eyes ro look about than ; which they 
had no fooner done, but they efp^lfwo Men on 
Horfe-back coming out of the WooT^i^o the 
Meadow ^ the chief Qf the two that appeared rhe 
MaAet, quickly drew the Regard both of the 
Queen and Tyridates^ as weU upon the Beauty %£ 
hiS' Arms^ as bis graceful Deportment on his 

K 3 Horfc ; 
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Horfc : The Ground 'Of his Armour was black, 
but very richly gilt, fet round with Rubies of great 
Value, and in afl the other Places moft remark- 
able s the Plates of Steel that were below his 
Taflcs, ttached to his ^nee ^ and thofe upon his 
Arf&s, to his Elbot^, which were of the fame Ma- 
terials and Workmanfhip. His Horfe was black, 
with fome white "Spots upon him \ but then all 
white with his own Froth, which his Pride and 
Courage had newly dteG'd him in. His 'Squire 
carried the Shield, of the fame Materials with the 
reft of his Arms, on which he bore a Crocodile, 
with a Motto under it of ijie RQmdn Tongue. 

In this Equipage, leaping a little Hay, he en- 
ter*d the Afeadow, with intent to let his Hor(es 
feed there, while himfelf took fome Repofe; and 
alighting from his Horfe, his Approaclirg^ve 7)r- 
ridates and the Queen a more perfed . Defcrip- 
tiou of the Beauty of his Shape, which appeared 
with- an admirable Proportion ^ all his Geftures, 
and every Adion £b becoming, as it faflen'd their 
Eyes upon him with a more ferious Regard i but 
their Sacisfa<5tion was much improved, when (che 
better to refcclli himfelf) he took off his Caique 
and gave it to his 'Squire, lending them a fight 
of his unarmed Head and diCcovered Face, which 
.made them confefs they had never feen one better 
Ihaped among all the Pecfons of his Sex ; all thf 
Lines of it Co evenly regular, as it was too hard 
for the skilfiilleft Deiire to mend any thing about 
it ; his Compkffion was fomething brown, his 
Eyes blackj^SaTfull of fuch a (parkling Vivacity,, 
as it jfffSvcd a fleady Eye to behold them, wisn- 
out ihriuking ac the Luflte ^ his Hair of the fame 
Colour, being very long, and curhng naturally,, 
ft^ll in large Annulets upon his Shoulders : In fine, 
his whole Compo&re carry *d (b compkat a Sym- 
metry, 
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jnctry, as ic would bavc po{ed EnvyiSs fclf to have 
found fao]t. 

This Scraoger^ ((iich, and much better than my 
Words have copied him) after he had fer his 
Horfe at liberty, {ought a Place to lie down on, # 
and difchacge fbme Wcannefs he had lately con- 
fra£kd in a loog Voyage ; and,: to favour their 
Ccriolity, Fortooe led him to the choice of a 
Place very near theCotner of their Rock, which, ^ 
thoagh ic hid him.fsom their Eyes, yet it could 
not hinder thcir^over-hcaripgthe Difirourfe be- 
twixt him and his *5quice ^ who, afcer he had 
,taiDen care of the Htnfes^ laying his Shield, CaH^ue, 
and two }av«Iins in readinefs, came and laid down 
at his Feet, and defir'd him, if it wece pofCble, 
to rdeaie his Griefe to an Hour of Red: < For, .

Report was carried to the limits of the Rot/um 
Empire : But chev eatinot cure a Difeafe of this 
mature, without ibipping my Soul of that (ea- 
fitive Faculty, of which herklf is in part com- 
pofed : The Advat^tages I have gain'd above 
others that wanted my Education, to diffiade 
me from repinisg aeaittft the Gods, from de- 
(pairine of their Goocmefs, and holds my Hands 
ffoai htllmg foul upon Sul^^ks of Innocence, 
upon which the Tempefts of my Grief (wfthout 
their Affifhmce) might pol&biy throw mei but 
they cannot hinder me from fighing, lamentti^, 
and proving myfelf a Man, by affii£Hng mylelf

than to be infenubly driven from your Memo^ 
ry ? Have I de(crved to be thus ufed for an in- 
viola bie Fidelity ? and think you this does not 
Aain the Blood of Anthony and Cleopatra^ to 
facrifioe an innocent Life to Defpair, which, 
wicbooc the leaft Refcrvation* was efpoufed to 
your Service ? JuO: Gods \ Gods whom I l^ve 
fo often invoked, and of whom I have received 
£b many favourable AdifUnces, if your Auger 
be ftiil decreed to per^cute the mjferahle Re- 
lic}!^ oS ou£ Houfe, which you have fu&r*d ro 
£9.11 under the 4loman Arms, turn all rhe Points 
of it againft <xie only ; but do not puniih me,^ 
becaufe 1 love, with fuch Pains as Ihould only 
Ik referv'd for the Guiky. If C/eopatra pro- 
vokes your Indignation by her Ingratitude to 
me, confider ihe is the Ma(ler- Piece of your 
Hands ; and that however my Confcience avows 
me innocent, yet fure I am not fb ; her Spirit 
is incapable of Error, and I, by the Weaknefi 
of fome Action, have furely plotted my own 
Difgrace. If ic be fo, as I ow€ that Belief to 
het Judgment, my Life, my A6lioas, my 
Thoughts, I di(avow you all, if you have any 
other Aims than the Love, Service, and Glory of 
Cleopatra. The Gods all ki1l|ftj never owed 
any fuch s and if you (lily aept uS^jay fireaft^ 
it wa3 in fuch Diiguife, as I di{cerne?^u nor 
from thofe ihe might (afely approve. 
The Stranger would have fttecched his Coi|^- 
plaints further, if his 'S<|uire, who began to be 
weary of that kind of Life, had not thus {lopp*d

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him: ' My Lord, fatd be^ I bcfcech you be noc 
fo Javifh to your Griefs, as to give away the 
Power of refle£Bng both on what you are, and 
what you ought to be ; 'tis tme* your Misfbr'- 
tune is great, but yet not defpcrate : And, as I 
believe, this Change in the PrinccCs proceeds 
from fome ImprcfUon has been given from you ^ 
(b I hope (the Truth once difcovered) to fee yoa 
rcftor'd to the fame Eftate in her Favour, I an:^ 
more than confident this Mifchief was pJoc- 
red by the Anifice of Tiber rus ; for that pecvilK 
Man will omit no Occafion to deprive you of 
what he pretends to (b unwonhily. But the 
PrinceG Cleopatra s Spirit cannot be poflefs'd^ 
but Time will open her Eyes upon your Inno- 
cence : Befides, the Friendfliip of Agriftta and 
Marcettus will be a^live in yoUr Bchaltj and 
methinks Fortune logins to intend you (bme 
Kindnefs, by condudmg Cleopatra hither, wh<> 
you know is fliortly expedcd at Alexandria^ 
with the Emperor and Emprefs Liviay whom 
(he always attends: All things confpire mort 
Aflifcance to your De/igns here, than at Rome ; 
cfpccially, the Place of your Residence being un- 
known, and probably 'tis doubted in the Em- 
peror's Court, whether you be ftill Rving. They 
ha'/c reafon to doubt it, faul the Mafter j and 
had I liften'd to the rational Motions of my 
Grief, thy Fidelity had mifs^d this daily Trouble 
of urging fruitlcfs Confolations. Indeed, I am 
glad at the^jSSing cf Auguflus to Alexandria y 
but *v^^fi€iff. of ho|)^ to Cc^ Cleopatra^ before I 
fhaWare to appetir m her Prefence, than for the 
Revenge I intend upon Tiberius, I know that 

Vdifloyal Man thinks his Subtleties have dcftroy'd 
me } but he (hall find I am ftill Hving, to give 
him death in the very Arms of the Emperor 

* and 
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< and Emprefe his Mother, that Tuppoic him Co 
f unjuftly againd mc. This is rather the Defign 

* of my ftay upon thisCoalV, than to joftify my- 

* fe)f before my Judge that ibvcreignly condemns 
*' me 'y and poflibly this (ble Intent preierv'd my 

* deplorable Life, that elfe (hould have been (acti- 

* ficed to my juft Re(entments. 

The Stranger, thus ending his Difcourfc, gave 
Occa{ion to his OYer-heaters to communicate their 
Thoughts. Candace had oft heard the Name of 
Cteopatra pronounced with fuch Incetefl, whom 
,ih& coi^ld take for no other than the Sifter of 
her dear C^fario, But Eieoclesy who ever kept the 
Blood of his dead Miftrefs in (acred Veneration, 
could not hear the Name of that Royal Maid with^ 
out appearing tran^orted. Tyridates read lx)th 
their troubles in their Jook«J ; and not ignorant of 
the cau(^, • I do not wonder, [aid he, to fee you 

\^ amaz'd at this encounter, for my own furprifal 
* is liltlc \c£% than youts 5 but I ihiitk I am able 
-* to give'you fbme light in this mift : for, if I 

* be not deceived, this Stranger, whom we have 

* all fo juftly admir'd, is the valiant Prince oCMau- 

* ritaniay Son to the Great King yt/^<r, who with 

* Cato and Scipio was vanquilhed m Africa by 

* Julius Cefar : His Love to the Princefs C/eo- 

* pa$ra made itftlf known to all Rome by the 
^ matvcllou*' cffe6ts it produced •, and there was 

* (carce a perfon that was ignorant of his Quarrel 
' with TiheriuSy link'd with divers other events 

I * that dc(erv*d remembrance. During my ftay at 

* Romey he was abfcnt ; but fi^^ general opini- 

* on might be credited, ihe cd^^^ot boaft a 
*-brafer Man, nor one whofe ValouNi^s more 

* ^ ad? antageottfly accompanied, with fuch oth« 
-* qaalities as render an accompli iTi*d Prince: I 
•* moft not let him go, /aid Bteocks, before I 

*fcc 
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*■ fee aud know him better, aod«^emand £bm6 

* news of that Princefs whom I have carried a. 

* chouiandtimesinmy Arms, wnofe Birrh,. Perfbn; 
^ and Name are Co facred unco me. And indeed; 
*• /aid Candace^ chough my concealmenc be re- 

* qaifice, I cannot but wiih to (ee him chat loves 

* my C£far*s Sifter Co paffionatcly ; the praifes 
^ you have given him, wick what I have diC- 
^ cern*d in his looks, have gain*d him much of 

* my eftaem, and made me already inrereft my- 

* (cLf in his Fortune. Madam, fiiid Tyriiiates>^ 
^ I am gkd to hear you fay fo \_ iC you think fie, 

* we will fliew ourfelves to him 5 and with your 

* permiffion, I will ofer him that poor retreat 

* you did not fcorn to accept^ there we fliall have 
' Jeifure to know him, and learn, whether I gue&'d 

* right at his Name and Quality. 

To this the Queen gave an eafy confent, and 
they were rifing to faluce him, when a great Qoi(e 
of cla{hingof Arms, and loud voices, chacientir^ 
feif to their ears, from a neighbouring Yalkypre-* 
Tented thenu This retir*d the Stranger from his 

J profound thoughts ^ and unwilling to hazard, a 
urprizal in that eftate, he iiiddenly fiutcht up 
his Caf^ue, and commanded the Squire to bridle 
his Horfej which done, he was no fboner leaped 
into the Saddle, when he &w two Men on horfb* 
back coming towards him in their &1II fpcedjfrom 
the Valley, m a dii&rent eftate and pofture. The 
firft (havink no other Arms but his Sword) fled 
before the ouer arm*d at all points, who with his 
Sword ill his hacM^purfg^d Imn with loud threaD- 
nings, and^^fled but linle of overtaking. The 
Arms ^JWchindcrmoft were of a brown com- 
plezionTand ( as if Art had ftudied diibrder ) con* 
fufedly filleted with Gold anid Silver^ his Coat 
of^ail was fiur^e to hi$ Cuiriirsi vpou his 

Qf<joe 
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Cafque he bore a Lion, with a long Hor(e-tail in 
bis paw, chat fell backward from nis head upon 
his ihouldcrs. The (aine Beafi was ponrtray^aon 
his Shield^ with a Mocro under him, that, could 
not be read ac thac di(lance;> 

The Garb 0f this Warripur was not Co proud 
and fierce, bur the orhcr was as poor and cimo« 
rous 5 the fear of Death, that hung out its pak 
badge upon his Virage, would la him express no 
anger, but ro^his Hoc(c, which be fpun'd mod fur 
rioufiy -y and as. he turned his Eyes round, as if he 
■hunted, for hope of fuccour, he fpy^d Cleopatra t 
Lo?er, whom^he faw in a condition to defend him 
from his Bnemy^s rage^ and fpurring up x6 him 
with his bands flrerchcd out in a fuppliant pofture: 

* O fave me, Sir, cry*(d be, from, this auel Man 

* that has taken this Advantage to murder me I' 
He had no time to enlarge his entreaties, nor was 
i; ncceflary to a Man in whom the fentiments of 
yenue had too deep an imprefllon, to fly any op- 
portunity thatlm^ht iet his. Courage a^work to 
telieve the oppreikd. He returned him no othei 
.anfwcr than' a preparation to givt what he denian*- 
ded: And to that end, putting himfelf between 
J^m and bis purfuer, and firft deAroos gently to 
:tty the force. of perfwation, he cry'd oat to him 
afar off, to moderate the violence of his paifioir, 
and pray*d him to coufijer tbb. glory he was like 
CO purchafe, for a Mao .arm*d as be Was,^ to (ec 
upon a perfbn that had fo lictle to defend him(elf. 

The Stranger, whom a moft HM^nc cholcr and 
animofity againft the fugitive, hao^jgund up to 
a haughty nercenefs, could not (ee the^^fitp his 
revenge block'd up, without converting lurfury 
upon nim that deny*d it pafl^e, and inflead of a 
J^\ji he adv^ac'd nis Sword in the air> and £e# 
upon him like a Lion: * Thy \ikfaiib9y fhall 

'pay 
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^ pay the forfeit of this Tray tor's, which thoir 

* rob'ilmyjofl indigiiationof.* With thefe Words 
came io weighty a biow, as bis Enemy having 
icarce time to ward it wich his Shield, was. half 
attonifhed ^ but he, defirous to make u(e of that 
diforder, ( Revenge over-powering Glory ) would 
have quitted the Combat to continue the purfuit : 
But Cleopatra s Servant fiiddcnly recovering him- 
is:\^^ catched hold on the rein of his bridle as he 
was pafling by, and gave {b rude a tug to the 
tender->mouth^d horfe, as mode him rife Co high 
before, that he wanted but.lihle topverthrow him- 
ielf backward upon his Madet -, but he (lacking 
his hand, with a iharp remembrance of the Spur^ 
prick'd him forwards yet not (b (bon* but his 
fugitive was already got out of fight, and (that 
he might leave no ceruin it^dt to his follower ) 
had berook himfetf to the Covert of an adjacent 
Wood. But when he (aw his hopes of overtak- 
ing him werefied with him, (le iurn*d his aoger 
ah^ih upon his new Enemy; and beholding him 
with Eyes that darted flames of rage : * Tliou canft 

* not, fald bey but be bafe and perfidious, (7ncc 

* thou favoured thofc that are (bj but chy death 
v^ Ihall \repair the difpleafiire thou had done me. 
^ Take heed, faid tbe^tber, ^nd defend thy own 
5 lift carefully i for, believe it, thou wilt have 

* more need of all thy force againft mt, thwi 
^ him whom thou wouKKl have kilj'd ai (uth 

* an advantage, 

•• The two hpfe Combatants, valiant as any 
that evcrj^Ta name in Arms, folio wM thefc 
'IVoj^^Tch fuch weighty blow^, ' as he that firft 
enterd the Lifts, with an iinwillh«,«» compkm^hr, 
was forced to bow his heAd tothe Saddte^i Tdtt^, 
^nd the oiher to touch theCtduj^^of hi^ Hor^. 
Sut tccovenDgfr^lh>f<5r(fe and fuvy, each'fiild- 

ing 
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ing the valour of his Enemy, and cxpcdUng by 
the fird blows what was Hke to follow, quitted 
the thoughts of an eafk Vidory, and waic'd all 
the dexterous force that Nature and Exetcife 
had given them, to fkid advantages. The Prince 
€i^ Mauritania ( for Tyridates was not mifbiken )' 
at firft was lefs angry than his Enemy ; but when 
he (aw his Arms died in his own Blood, he rufh- 
ed upon his Foe with fuch an unbridled, yet skilful 
fury, as would tjuickly have given him the Victory, 
had he not difpmed with a courage (b invincible, 
as the World could not boaft a braver< 

The proofs they had given of their tnutaal 
Valour were fopn become the wonder of their 
Spedators. And while Candace was wrapt in a 
deep amazement at the fight, Tyridates and Eteo- 
ties quitted their places, and advanced into the 
Meadow, with an intent (if tt were poflibIe)'ta 
part them •, an undertaking fomeching difficult, 
they being both on foot, and only armed with 
Swords : Fyridates therefore judging the gentlet 
way th^ beft, and approaching (bmething near 
tfecm 5 * Gallant Men, cried^be, will you kill one 

* another without a fabjed for a quarrel ? Might 

* you not bettct rcftrve your Valour to employ 

* againft your Enemies whom you have cau{e to 
^ hate 2' The Knights were fo deaf to difluafion, 
as all the anfwcr they rcrarn'd was a hot conti- 
nuance of the Combat, each fo vehemently {pur- 
ring up his Horfc to gain tbeCroupfer of his Ene- 
my's 5 that Tyridates^ fearing t8SJ|^oddcn under 
foot, was conftrain'd to retire a litti^^^ become 
a quiet Spedator, fincc he could not be an^^^iter ; 
attending the event of that furious Combat, not 
without much fear it would • prove too btoody. ^ 

It was yet fought 6n both fides with fuch an 
evetmels of Fortune and Courage, as no judgment 

could 
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could allow either the lealt advantage -, when the 
appearance of a third that came galloping up co 
the Combatants^ gare Tyridates Tome hopes of 
a/Iiftance in his- dedgn to part them. The Arms 
of this laft comer were very richly embroider-' 
•d with Gold, and artificially engraven with the 
Roman Eagles; upon his Shield was painted that 
Royal Bird turning her undazl'd Eyes upon a Sun 
in its Glory ^ and- upon his Cafcju&ihe ere<^edhcc 
two Heads^ and expanded her Wings, as ihe is 
xeprelcnted in. the Arms of the Empire. 

The arrivd of this new Cavalier,- not mor« 
confiderabic for the gallantry of his Armour, 
than the bravery of his Garb and Poilure, made 
Candace and Tyri dates (wholly fixed as they were 
upon tlic former fpedacle) to take off their re^ 
gards, and bellowed them upon him : But he ol* 
low'(Hhem bmjittle time to obfervej for he t\o 
iboner cail his Eyes upon him of the two that, 
bore the Lion in his Caique and Shield, but he 
clapp*d down the Vi&r or his Beaver, then half . 
up, and approaching the Prince of Mauritania : 

* Valiant Sir, /aid he^ I conjure you, by the re- 
^ merabrance of what you love deareft, to quit 

* your place unto me, and per>mit me to continue 
^ a Combat with your Enemy, which I began 

* before yours^aad is pofTibly of greater importance^ 
The Prince turning his Eye upon him that en* 

treated (b (Irange a courtefy, lik'd him (b well at 
the firfb fight, as he ihould not have flayed hie 
confent, hadj^not been exceedingly prpvok*d 
by a rc fif^a^ ywhich he was. not accuUomed to 
find a^fffig other Enemies; neverthck(s, he was 
abourto reply, when he was prevented by the 
other, who having hesird the requeft of the laft 
65mer, at the firii: .glance knew and t^wdi 
him with a joyful clamour j * Come, comc,faid 
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' be nloud^ and join your foras together, I do 
^ DOC fear to fight you both , nor doubt the Yido- 
' ry, chough your number were grcarcr/ This 
faid, he flew from his firft Antagonifl, and rufh- 
ing in wkh his Horfe upon the other, gave him 
a rude ihock with a blow upon the head tnat made 
him reel in the Stirrups ^ but the other Stranger 
was not long in his debt, for having his Sword 
ready in Jiis hand, he difchargcd it with (uch a 
poiflaooe upon him, chat the blow carried away 
pan of his Shield^ and fo beiKimmed the hand 
that held it, as ii forced him co kt fall his reins, 
and his HoHe feehng himfelf at liberty, darted 
away, and fo favcd his Mafter from tne (econd 
blow : Buc he quickly recovered his Bridle, and 
being much afhamed of the accident, he brave]]r 
turned head to both his Enemies, that approached 
him witb.ecual fury: A while he doumed upon 
which to beftow his fiiil blows $ but having littlb 
time to confider, he addteft him(elf to the Moo* 
rilK Prince, and wirneiline with his hand, chat 
he had (bmethkig to- fay : •* f do nor doubt, crUdhty 

* but I have courage and force enough to dispute 

* the Yidory againlt both : But if thou doft vafuc 
^ the Gcqueft of aa Enemy, (land by a while, and 
*^ give thy felf the pleafurc of feeing us decide a 
.* quarrel of greater importance than what is be- 
^ twixt us two, and 1 promife that immediately 

* after my Yidory, wewiUcndour difference. 

* 1 fear,, [aid ht\ he will not leave thee in a 
^ condicioa to give me fuch refinance aS itf y Ho- 
^ oour can accept ; for mechinks ^l^i^ces are (b 
^ little inferiour ta thine, as I canm^gpe the 
^ fiiccels of this Combat wiH tend te thy £^an^- 
> ria^. Finiih fitft then what thou had begun 
f .wuh flic, and if Fortune decrees that thou TcapefL 
y tsi^ kaudS) thdi-lhalc have k^ifutc enough to de»» 
... * bate 
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• bate thejr firft quarrel.' Thcfe laft Words of tbc 
prince were not fo much as heard by the Enemy, 
who (laying for no anfwer, had eagerly teue vi^ed his 
Combat with the Knighcof the Wings, and was re- 
ceived by him with asmuchbcatery as he brought. 
The vacant Moor angry to be Co flighccd, ran uo 
to him with his Sword in a pofture to exprcU 
it; but. feeing him engaged with the other, and 
afhamed to afTail him at fuch an advaiirage, he 
heid his Swptd advanced in the Air« as yet un- 
certain how to difpofe of it *, very unwilling he 
was to give over the Combat, and as loath to 
wound his Credit by flxiking One that was (o hot^ 
1y match'd by another as valiant as himfelf : But du- 
ring his Irrcfblution^r'thc two Chevaliers charged 
one another. (liil with fuch mighty Blows, as 
made their Li\%s indebted totheGoodne(s bf their 
Armour ^ nor could that longer hinder their Swords 
iio^n cutting Paflages for the Blood in <livers Parts 
of their Bodies, the fight of which rather anima* 
.ted then enfeebled them, urging each to crave his 
Kevengp upon the other, with.luch height of Fo- 
xy, as there was nevep ften a Combat between tw6 
Men fo terrible. Their Blood had in divers Pla- 
ces dyjed the £arch in its own Complexion, when 
after many cruel Blows that came too thick to be 
counted, at lad there feU two together with /b 
huge a Force, as : they watited bom but Htrie of 
kiffing the Duft^ but they reeled a long tiroc up- 
on their Saddles, before they» .could, recover their 
Stirrops j the Knight of the Lions broke his Sword 
upon the CaCpMe of his Enemy, but with the Blow 
cuttingt^^R^s (thatfanen'dit) afunder, it threw 
theJ|j|^^£agles to thi: Ground, and left the Head 
of^Mader naked and difarm'd; which difco- 
.vered to the Lookers on, onr of the iiuidfomcft ' 
^'aud moft majeftiick. faces, thiat .ever credited Na- 
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p rurc's Workmanlliip : at the firft Glance Candact 
' and Euocles knew it, and advancing towards him 
with a tranfpon of Joy, * Ah ! ray Prince, critd 
* they at once: Ahl Cfeomedony C^far's Son$. 
and indeed it w^'C^farhy whom the heat of the 
Fight had deafen'd to their Cries j for covering 
his head with his Shield, with his Sword ready 
to cat out Work for the Surgeon, he re-advanceci 
towards his OppoHce that attended him with an 
equal Re(bIution : But the Prince of Mauritania y 
who Had lent Attention to the Words, and Re* 

fard to the Vi(age of QoMiace^ was willine ta 
o Homage to the Empire of Beauty, in a dedte 
to oblke her : And feeing the Combatants in a 
very i^kerate Condition, threw himfclf between 
to partthcm, believing C^farioy with whom he 
had no Quarrel, would not ftrike him, and the 
other's Truncheon he did not fear. 

Tyridates and Eteocles joining with him , aiC 
the (ame time laid hold of their Bridles, and by 
(hat Means hindered the Progrefs of the Combac» 
which they fretted at with exccflSvc Cholcr : C^- 
fario's appeared in Flafkes at his Eyes, and blufhes; 
in his IsicCy botatkd lending an Ear to the Words^ 
and an Eye to the Faces of Eteocles (who held 
his Bridle) and Candace that ftood by ftill aying, 
out, Cieomedcn^ Cleomedon^ immediately he knew 
them both, and with a Joy that broke out into 
Joud Accents, feeing his Enemy held by the Mau* 
ritanian and Parthian Princes, iic forgot all 
Thoughts of Enmity, and was flying into the 
Arms of his Princcfs, when they^N^ook a frcfli 
Alarm, from fifteen or twenty HortS^^n, that 
with their Swords in th«ir Hands, came^^jp to- 
wards .them upon the Spur, condu(5^ed by the 
fame Mao that fled from the Knight Qf the Lton^ 
Olid at him only they all -Teemed to- bend their 

ua- 
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unmanly out*rage : But the two others (then c|iut^ 
ting, or at Icaft ruf{)en<lhig all Animofityy^ of £nc5- 
mics were quickly become Parties 5 which known^ 
without ballancing the bafenefs of the A<5^, they 
pom *d thcmfelves upon them affj but the firfl ihat 
aborded them, carried away incurable Marks of 
their Treachery : For they coap*d with fuch Eiie- 
m fees' as were incapable of being di&iayed ac Cadx 
a Number. ThtViincc of Mauritania , who wa5^ 
the frefheft of the three, fent the firft he mer 
without a Head to the Ground, and cut off the 
Arm of the fecond, jufl as it was advanc'd in the 
Air to ftrikc him. Thcfc two firft Blows gave 
C afar to time to put on his Cafcjuei whidk£/^*» 
chs had gi^en him, and the Knight of ^plioas 
kifure to recover a Sword inftead of his own that 
was broken: Which done, they both bravely 
joined with the valiant Moor^ and help*d him ro 
diftriboce Death among their Enemies : The firft 
that fell under the Sword of C^f/^'s Son, bad hi) 
Head cloveii in two Pieces \ and he that died on 
the other Hand) was run through the Body, his 
-point ^nAing a Way through the Weaknefs of 
his Cuirafs, to tumble his Soul from the princi- 
)al Seat of Life, Tbcfe were no fboner ^illeO) 
uc Tyridates^ covering his Head with one of 
their Cafques, and fnatching up a Shield, leapsi 
upon a Hor(e, which a new Blow from the gal^ 
lant Moor had made Mafterlels, and came ancL 
ioined his Affiftance, like a confiderable rdcrve 
CO the reft.. 

Eteodes^^lf^ the Prince of Mauritania^ 
'Squircjjijl^ycd his Exampk, only the Queen and 
her fpSxd remained Sfet^ators of the Gombat>: 
And. indeed it was almoft a Prodigy to fee Men fb 
searied and wounded in a former Fight, with 
^ ^ beyond, human Faiflance, in fo few Mo^ 
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mencs to reduce fuch a Nnmber of theii Enemies 
to defpair of Vidlory. Tyridates^ chough but 
half arm'd, quickly tumbrd two ac Jiis Feet, and 
Eteochs courageOttfly cue his Padage through the 
Pre(s, and joined himfelf with the Prince his Ma- 
Aer. But while thefe four gallant Warriors, 
Aung with brave Emulation, like (b many new 
Marss difplay'd their invincible Valour j the Cap- 
rain of their Enemies, whom fear of Death had 
ranged in the Rear, contenting himielf to aui* 
mate with Words, but not daring to give the 
JEncouragemenc of a perfbnal Ezampk, chanced 
to cad his Eyes upoti the Queen o£Etbiopiay who 
was feeing Heaven with her Silver Tears to re- 
(cue her C^far from the Perils that menaced him : 
he uo.fooner (aw, but knew her, and breaking 
into an out-cry, < Oh ye Gods J fifJ h, and do 

* you then rcftore me my Fugitive, that was wrc- 

* fted from my Hands with fb great a Danger of 

* my Life ?* When prefently commanding one of 
his Men that was neared to follow him, he ran 
to her, jufl as {he was thinking ( for ihe had (pi- 
ed him) to hide herfelf behind the Rock *, but ihe 
made not haAe enough to prevent that barbarous 
Villain, who ruddy feizing upon her, and, by 
the help of his Companion, having ftt her up be^ 
fore him upon the Pomel of the Saddle, he carri- 
ed her away in fpight of all the refiflance and 
(Irugling ihe could make for Efcape : His Com- 
panion would have had no pkafant Task to force 
CUti£ to the fame Podure, if her Rtfblation to 
follow th€ Fortune of her Miflxefs, difcarding the 
Confideration of her own, had not^^de her his 
ca(y Prey i But Gods l what fury fhot^Jlj^Jf into 
the Soul of Cdfario ? When hearing the out-doks 
of his Queen, and his Ear dire(%ing his Eye, he 
fpy'd her in the Arms of her cruel RavijQier, who 

had 
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had borrowed all th^ Wings that Haftc could lend, 
to get Ground of his fufpeded Purfucrs 5 the whole 
Strength of his Enemies were now grown feeble 
to arrcd him 5 for having thrown down one that 
oppofed his Paflagc, with a Blow chat clove him 
10 the Brcaft, he darted himfelf among the reft, 
with fuch an irrcfiftibic Vigour, as he toon clear- 
ed the Way to his Purfuic, when (by a frcA 
Piece of Formnc*s Malice) his Horfe, no longer 
able ro endure the many Wounds he had receiv'd, 
fell dead under him, and fo fuddcniy, as falling 
with his Maftefs Feet engaged in the Srirrops, he 
cxpofed him to the Mercy of his Enemies ; two 
of which fpying the cafual Advantages, were com- 
ing to kill him, which they had eafily cfFeded, 
if the Knight of the Lions ( a while before his 
eager Enemy, refignin^ hatred to a fitter Sea/bn) 
had not flown to his Defence, and with two Blows 
laid both his Enemies at bis Feet, the one Dcad» 
the other with a deep Wound : And taking one 
of their Horfes by the Reins, juft as Etepc/es- had 
thrown himlcif down to diucngage the Prince 
from his ; * Rife, Cleomedon^ faidbe, and receive 

* this Afliftance from thy greateft Enemy, but 

* fuch an Enemy as is unwilling to owe any Thing 

* to thy Genetolity. 

The Son of Cdt/ar at another Time would not 
have taken this Succour from his declared Foe, 
without ftriving to rcftore the Benefit, or at Icaft 
tendering an ample Expreflion of his Refentment, 
but at' that Moment the Lofs of his Queen ( who 
CO his Eye had appeared and di(appeared like Light' i 
ning ) ^f0iy (eiz'd him, and would fearce fufier i 
hinitfi^make a fit ReflciSliou upon the generous I 
^i. of this gallant Enemy -, only in taking the 
Horfe from his Hands, and leaping upon him 
with more Agihty than his Wounds could well^ 

allow ji

* generoufly defended:* Finilhing ihefe Words, 
and leaping into the Saddle, having now no Ene- 
mies capable to ftay him, he hafted after theRa- 
vilher with all the Speed imacrinable. 

EteocUsy whofc Memory harboured nothing fb 
carefully as his Prince's Inicreft, after his Exam- 
pie faddenly re-mounted himfcif, and obfcrving 
the Way he took, followed fb fwiftly, as in ^ 
ihort Time he recovered him« 

Iii^he mean Time, the Prince of Mauritania 
and Tyridafes had handled the refl of their Ene- 
mies fb roughly, as they were reduced to a De- 
fpair of ViAory : And when he that fb valiantly 
rcfcued Cif/^rr0, was again joined with them, they 
made fuch Havock among thofe that remained, as 
after the Death of all their Companions, tlftee 
that were only left, were conflraincd to truft their 
Safety to their Heels 5 the gallant Warriors dif^ 
dainitis to purfiie them, fell to a mutual Admira- 
tion ofxach other's Valour, and the brave unknown, 
addrefHng himfelf to the Prince of Mauritania : 

* At firfl, faid be^ you did me a Difpleafure that 
*■ made me your Enemy, in hindering the Exe- 

* (UtioD of a Revenge fb jufl, as, had you known 
' the Caufe^ you would doubtlefi ha^e favoured 

* what you prevented : But you have ^cc fo nobly 

* afllifled me againfl Enemies, wh(^S^nk only 

* levefi'd their Malice at me, as the M^H^ry of 

* that overpowers my Refentments j and j6iiil#g

* your Valour, I cannot without much Joy rc- 

* ccive the Profer of yoflr Amity. 

This faid, they Ihook Hands, and lifted up the 
Vilbrs of their Helmets. If the Stranger was ra- 
vilhed with the- Beauty and majeftick Air of the 
MoQY^ the two Princes were not lefs Airpriz'd ac 
his high and heroick Mind, both believiocr, not 
without much Reafbn, that they never beheld any 
that furpaCl it s thus they gazed one at another, 
their Admiration taking a pretty diftant Preceden- 
cy of their Words : But the Prince of Mauritania 
firft breaking Silence, apd turning towani Tyri- 
dates^ who was dividing hift Aftonifliment bawixt 
them : * It is to you, valiant Man, faid bCy we 

* have the mod confiderable Obligation ^ to your 

* Valour and generous Refblution we owe the 

* Wonder, fincc naked as you are, you have 

* brav*d a Danger capable to difmay Men mod 
' fecurely armed, rendering a gallant Succour to 

* unknown ^'rfons.* To thefe Words the brave 
Stranger adiJiSS others that imported the fameSenfH 
•w}^(^^tytidates mod^y receiving, * I have 
^ ^one nothing fa id be f but what the Incitement 
^ might juftly challenge,* and thelitde Help I was 
I able to contribute, lhew*d To poor and wDithlefs 

* in 
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* to tl^ Pcelcncc of yoar graud Adions, as ttme- 

* rics no remembrance. 

' In noting chefe Words, he obferved their Arms 
covered with Blood, cfpccially the Stranger's, who 
had bft very much in his Combat with Cejario^ 
and pot willing to dally iJi (uch a Condition, ' I 
' fee, faidhey yoar Wounds exprefs the ncceflity of 
afudden AiCdance, whkhl am prcfently able to 
^▼c, if you rcfofe not the offer of a poor Lodg- 
ing, about an hundrod Paces hence, where your 
Wounds ihall be fcarched, and youtfclvcs fcrv'd 
with much Afiedion. But where 'v& Cleotnedim^ 
-corttinucd bfy looking rpmd for CxXmioV * Sir, 
'he is gone, fald tie Pripce of Mauritania/ 
'Sqfiirey ( ivbo being lefs eager than the refty 
had betfer difcernd'vobat pajs'd concerning tbc 
Combat) in purfiiit pf thole Raviihers that car- 
ried away twp Ladies, that ftood and looked oa 
while . we were fighting.' * How ! cr^d Ijfr 
ridaffSy arc the Ladies carried away, that were 
with me when you arrived?' •' Yea, my Lord, 
repiy^d Emilitis^ they were feized on by the 
chief of cho{e Men whom you To lately defeated.' 
Oh Gods i faid Tyridatesy what an unvaluabk 
Lofs is, thiS) if it be cot fpeedily recovered ? how 
pailionately could I wifh the(e valiant Men in a 
better. Gonditign, that they were abje to endea^ 
vour the Re&ue of one of the moft conHderable 
Persons upon £anh I ' ' Let us go, faid the 
Prince of Mauritania, out Wounds ought not 
to difpenle with the Succour of a Per(bn of fo 
much Importance.' * Indeed, faid TyridateSy 
yoi^r Obligation is. particular, ^j^i poflibly -I 
Know you bectei; than you imagr.^; but am 
loath, to exppfe yo[u« in this Eftatc, to"iny freft 
Peril, eTpccially that gallant Man, (pointil^g to 
Voir. li L •the

This faid, he ^s Spun to his Hor/e, and led 
jrhe way (though tiOt without much Pain) to- 
awards that Side of the Coaft wbere he had Veen 
Zi»od&rus*s VcflfeU : The Princes caMly follow- 
ed i ^d (being in much the better ^rate, quick- 
iy kk bim behind) fdecding their Courfe to that 
Part of the S^ott which he pointed at ; hjat aJi, 
Aks] in v^n 5 for finding no Vefiel it) the Road, 
:atki eoaftinig a while upon the Sand, without any 
Oifeotery, at kft they Tpy'd twoShips afer o^ 
-with full Sails, makiog off to Sea, wiiich they 
pi:efently judg*d to be the fame they fought for. 
The brave uiiknown, who was as much intered- 
icd as lyridatesy and poflfibly not much kis than 
C^farhi in the pumiit of the Pjrfare, fetching 
two or three deep Sighs, and oaflitig a (kd Look 
upon the iPfiriee of :^<TOr*if^rif, * Ohl fmd ht^ 

* now Jhdtild I hate you, if the Succour you have 

* givcBt me, with the knowledge of yoftr Virtue, 

* i:0u2d feave a Poffibility for the Pafboo ? Gods 1

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-did as much oti dte other Side, proteftine his Sor- 
row for the Innir| his Ignorance had done him, 
and the Share he had took in his Fortune. Dn^ 
Ting this Difcourie, Tyriiates confideiing that x 
longer Search would but vainly (tcengthen their 
De^air of finding, began to lead them the way* 
to bis own Hoafe, always keeping ne^r the Stran- 

fer, whofe lofs of Blood, and depth of Wounds, 
ad fo enfixbled him, as be was fcarce able to 
keep his Saddle \ but they (bon reached theJHoufcy 
Vhcre the Servants ofTyridates tender'd the fame 
CfSces to the Strangers that were dtic to the Per- 
fen of their Prince. They were laid in (evera! 
Chambers, the Ffoufc being fpacious enough to 
afford commodious Lodging, and their Wounds 
vifited, which were not found very dangerous, 
€fpccially the Prince of Mauritania Sy who had 
iiad only received a Hurt on his left Arm, and 
imother flight one on his Side ; the Stranger's were 
greater both in Number and Condition ^ but the 
Surgeon ( who was an Officer to Tyridatesy and 
an expert Maf^er of his An) promifed an infal- 
lible Cure to both. 

The Strainer took bnt Httk Comfon from this 
Promife, and appeared fo ienfibly afHided, as the 
Fears of thofe that (erv*d him began to augurate 
"worfe Succefs from his Sadnefs, than his Wounds. 
He was no foonet laid, but there enter'd into his 
Chamber a young Man, whom he prefently knew 
to be his. *Sauirc % who> having Q>ent a part of 
diat Day in his Search, had at la(t addrefs'd Ids 
Enquiry to that Hoofe, where he juiderilood what 
was happened. i» 

At the fight of his 'Squire, theMaftci^xprcft'd 
fome Signs of Comfort % and having caird%iini 
to his Bed's Side, he entreated the reft to leave him 
^ bis Repofe. Tyridates had received two flight 
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Wounds, one on his right Hand, and the other on 
his Head -, bac they were too incondderable co 
confine hi(n to his Bed ; and, having cauiled Come 
Remedies to be applied, he Tpent his principal 
.Care upon the Service of bis Guefts, whom he 
^narveuoudy eftecnn'd. At the Evening, under* 
ilandincr that the Prince of Mauritania might ad- 
mit a yifity be enter'd his Chamber ; and being 
received by the Prince with an Excefs of Civility, 
they fpcnt fome time in Terms .of Couttefy and 
Deference ; which ended, and Jyri dates fcaccd by 
his Bed's Side, before they could methodically 
^:hangc the Subjed, he (of Mauritania) calling to 
mind a Word or two the Parthian let fall fomp 
Hours before, * I remember you told me, Jaid 

* he^ that I was better known to you than I knew 

* of 5 make me the Favour, if you plcaft, to Jet 

* me uiiderftand what Knowledge you have of 

* ^le, and by what means you gain*d it/ * | 

* drew it, r/ply'd Tyridatesy from fome Words -J 

* over-heard you utter before the arriva] of the 

* valiant Stranger, againft whofn you combated $ 

* your ample mentibn of the Princefs Ckofatra^ 

* and of Tiiferius, added to what I ha^d heard at 

* Rome of the Life x>f that Prince/s, begat my 

* Opinion you were die Prince of Mauritania : 

* But if at firft it was only a fingic Conjcdure, 

* the fight of your Vifagc,- with the grand Adlions 

* you performed in my Prcfcnce, have ftrcngthcn'd 

* it to a Confidence. 

This Difcourfe raifcd a Blufh in the Prince's 
Cheeks, becaufc it imported him to di(gui(c hiz 
Quality j vo^^illing that his Obligation to TJr- 
r/V-(i/fjfli«uldvanquillitheDifpleafure, * Ifhpuld 

* ly forty, faidbe, (as my Affairs are now fta- 

* x^) to be known to any other Perfon than 
^ * yourfelf 5 but you have too .oobly engaged mc 

* to 
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* tA a higli Eftcein of your Worth to allow Dif- 
^ triift a Being. Tis true, I am that unhappy 

* Prince of Mauritania^ whofc Misfortunes, if 

* you made any ftay ztRome^ have poflibly rcach- 

* cd your Ears 5 but becaufe mctbinks yoUf Face 
' too difcovers more Marks of GreatneT^dian your 

* Equipage, I fhpuld gladly learn to whom I am 
'^ reduable, and what he is that I have tfuded.' 

* If I prii'd my Life, rcfifd Tyridates, I ihould 

* not have lefs Canfe than you to hide my Name 3 

* bar, as Fortune has ufed me, the Prelcrvarioii of 

* ie is fb inconfiderable, as were my Confidence 
' in you lefs than it is, I ihould make no DifE- 

* .culty to tell you, that I am Tyridates^ Son of 

* Orcdes^ and Brother to Pkraates King of Par' 
' $bia^ perfecuced hoth by my Fortune and Friends, 

* and reduced, everfintemy grceneft Years, to beg 

* from Court to Court a Shelter for my Life.* At 
this Relation, the Prince of Mauritdmay a little 
Hfting hrmlelf from his Bed, faluted Tyridates 
with an Addition to his former RefpeA. ^ I am 

no (Granger to your Name, Jaid be ; for when 
you <]uitted Romey you left yourfelf upon every 
Tpnp;ue iu (o fair a Charader, as is not unfiiit* 
able to my prefent Experience of your Perfort 
and Verme. I am not forry to be reduable to a 
Prince of your Birth, nor to find fuch high 
Worth in him, of whom my Eftimation pre- 
ceded my Knowledge* ' To you, faid Tyri'^ 
datesy 1 owe, with much more Juflice, what 
your Expreflions have mif-placed upon my (elf s 
the Bruit of your beauteous i^ions hath pro- 
duced fuch Efitds through the Ro^an Empire, 
as, doubtlefs, you are not known ^here your 
Virtue is not admir'd and ador*d. % 

The Prince modeftly rerorted this Language, 
and they bad (omt while comi&ued a cooneAis 
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Conteftf full of Deference and Proceftations . of 
Amity, they transferred their Difcourfc upon chc' 
valiant Stranger, who repofed in the next Cham- 
ber i wherein they forgot not to mention hts rare 
Compofure, both of Face and Garb i his undaanc- 
cd Spirit, with thole grand Adions they had (eci> 
him perform, which kindled an equal Ardor in 
both, to be as well acquainted with his Name 
and Quality : And as they contrived the Means^ 
they fpy*d tis 'Squire pa^ by the Chamber Door^ 
that (iood half open, T^r/Vtf/fj call'd to him ^ and 
after he had entered, and come neat the Bed, * Wc 

* calltd to you, faid be^ tO; deipand tome News 

* of your Mafier, and to entreat, if you may^ 
^ gram it, without iucarsing his Difpiearuxe^ rho 

* Satisfadion of our Defires to know him, the 
^ BiFavery of his Adions muft excufe our Ca« 
^ riofity, in containing which, you may deeply 

* oblige us.

pire fhew three nobler Slaves, whom he had fet« 
ter*d with more glorious Chains. 

The mooriih Prince, the brave Stranger, and 
die Parikian^ {igh*d at the fame time for (everal 
Objeds I and, as the Earth could , not boad any 
more worthy to light up their amorous Flames, 
fo it would have been diMcuIt to have found, in 
the Stock of Mankind, three Souls more capable 
of fuch Paillons^ as they had Power to kindle in 
Hearts kafl {ufceptibie of Lovc*s Impre/Iion. Oh I 
could the Night (blind as ihe was) have fccn thofe 
rcfin'd Fires, that fed their Luftrc in that little Rc- 
trear, they would have cleared her Complexion to 
a beautiful Day, had chey had an equal Commif- 
fion to fhine as well a& burn. The Stranger's deep 
Wounds had fo enfeebled his Body, as they feem*d 
a little to leflen the Violence of rho^ Refentments, 
wherewith Love and dricf had infpir'd him 5 
thofe tha^ lighted upon TyrUaies (which were 
fo favourable as they could fcarce be felt ) left his 
Thougnts an entire Liberty to work upon the 
State of his Love and Fortune ^ and the Prince of 
Mauritania's (though fomerhing deeper than his} 
yet not enough to unbufy thofe (ad Confiderations, 
and leave himLeiftire^to regard hi^odily Health, 
in £0 cruel an Indiipofition of his Mind. All 
Things that had Power to renew his An^rwlh, 
came flocking to his Memory fo frclhly, as if the 
whorie 'I ime, and all the Accidents of his Life^ 
had dill been «is^(^ung as at the Moment of their 

L 5 fiiich} 
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Birth ; when, after his officious Thoughts had ex— 
aminoi every Good and III, that trod their (be- 
ccffiTC Steps in the Courfe of his Fortunes, that 
€amc to hint Cleopatra's Ingratitude, that almpflr 
threw him into a Swoon, with the Totmcncs qT 
Grief and Defpair. 

But Oh! wnat a Number of bmer Waints and- 
tiollow Sighs did that fad Remembrance eeat from 
his Mouth and Heart 1 and how tkfy did xht Hlacks 
of the Night fuit with the Mourmng whkh his 
Soul had put on : To him the darned Shides were 
£it more welcome and agreeable than the brig;ht- 
tft Beams that could fpring from the adiYC Trea- 
sury of Light 5 and not well enduring the Bay^ 
ever (incc the Eclipfc of thofc fair Hopes that en- 
Itj^htncd his Soul, he found fome Comfon in ait- 
Obfcurity conformed ro that of his Spirir, that 
help'd him to wrap it in a dull Clooa of hcayy 
Thoughts r And thus having quitted the Care of 
himfcif, the Day appeared, before the Rcpofc of 
his Body could give an Hour's Calm to the Storms 
of his Mind. He no fooner (p]r*d the new-born 
Light Ihoot itfcif through the Windows of his 
Cnambcr, when falutiug it with (bmc Sighs,

The Maurttanian received Tyxidatts with Ac- 
knowledgments fiill of Aflfciftion j -kiid aferthty'- 
had fpenc their firft CivihticSj h&^^rtg cau(ed \iimr 
b fit down by his Bed's "Side,' *'.l fiioold deem 
myfelf highly obliged, faid be^ to tht Care yotC 
taKc of my Life, if every thing (in the Coadi- 
tion it now is) that condaces td its Prcfervatioii 
were not hatcfol j however, I hold myfelf infi- 
nitely bound to your good Intentions, and do^ 
offer, in requital to that noWc Care you take 'of

NEVER h^d any Life (b fad aJBegintvQga0 
my Maker's, and in fo fmaU a Number of 
Years as compoTe his Age, never did Fortune pjay. 
fo many Tricks with a Prince's Deft my 5 yet this 
I mfy (ay, and Tiuth can witnefs it, my MaHet 
owes nothing to her, but has loft ail by her : At * 
Us Bircb ikn took away bis Crowa^, pascocs. 
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and Libcrcy *, Ihe has fitice cndcavour'd, an4<locs 
ftill condnue co do him Mi(chicf, more (eniible 
tiiati bis firft Lofles -, but all the Favours ihe crer 
g;rant6(i' him, wete ftiil forced from her bf his 
Virtue. 

He was bom poor, tkoogh lawful Heir to two 
great Kingdoms ; bom a Slave, though Son to the 
moft porcnt King in all Africa j he law the Light 
and his own Shame together, and commenced his 
Life to appear in an A^on, which made C/eopa* 
fra refign op her*s s nor would bim(elf have done 
kfs, had his Agp been capsule to have ibew'd him^ 
felf the Ignominy. 

The great King fuba (.who(e Memory ftilL 
keg)s its Beauty without a^Bkmifli) was Monarchy 
rf both the Ai4turstaHiasy and fupported hirafclf* 
with a Pniflanccthat (truck Terror into his Neigh* 
hours, and would "have made him confidercd by 
the whole Earthy as Mafler of the ereacefk Part of 
Africa^ if his unlucky Choice of the weakcft- 
l^artyhad nx>t ruined him, and his Fornine done 
Homage to that great Man*s, for whom Fare hai- 
icfirv'd the univcrCd Empire. His Dominion was 
of a grand Extent, his Court pompous and flou^ 
riihing y and that Authority wnich the Terror of 
his warlike Virtue excrcifcd upon his Borderers> 
render'd himfeif little Icfs than Sovereign of the 
third. Part of the World. In this Eftarc he livel< 
with an untroubled Glory -, when, alt^r the De^ 
feat of the great and unfortunate Pompeyy the 
Fragments of his fcattercd Heroes rally'd them* 
ftlvcs again in Africa-, under the Conda^ of 
Sdpio and Cato : Kmgy»^tf, cither out of Friend* 
fliip to Pomfey*s Memory, or Jcaloufy of CSefar*% 
Grearncfe, join*d with his Enemies, and%eJp'd to 
fwefl their thin Forces with a puiilant Army; 
backed with this confidcrablc Addition, the)rthncc 

op- 
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oppofed the Torrent of C^fars Fortune, and not 
only arrcftcd the Cdurfc of his Vidories, bur by 
fome remarkable Advantages they got at the Bc- 
gjianing of the Wir, the whole World. began, to 
queflion his Succefs. 

At lafl: their nialicidus Fortunes condodcd 
them to the Plain ofTb/iffus^ near to a City of 
the fame Name ; where, prided with a vain Sha.* 
dow of Profperiry^ they offer defar Battle : In- 
deed cliey had much rea&n to hope a favourabio 
Event, but the Gods (Ituck in his Quarrel^ for 
j¥hom tliey had defigned the WorJ[d*s Command, 
and maugre all the African Puiflance, madeYido- 
ry perch nerfclfopon Oyer's Standards 5 there did 
Kitigyuba and his Companions I0& 50,000 Men, 
*and in one Day C^w themfclves and their Hopes 
ruined beyond repair. This gave them a Refblu- 
tion, to (eek no further than Death for a Remed/^ 
and though rhey might have hoped a better De« 
ftiny from* the Clemency of C^e/ir, they rather 
ichoie to quit t}\c World, than take their Life as a 
Cift from the Conqueror*s Mercy. 

Sciph killed himfelf with his own Sword up- 
on the Spot, Cato being ftiut up in Uticay ftabVd 
hiimfclf, and a While after tore out his own Bow- 
els, to defraud their Care that endeavoured his re- 
covery 5 and the King oi Mauiitania^^. with the 
poor .Remnant of his Ihattered Forces, took hi^ 
Jliglit to one of his neareft Cities, where feeing 
bimfelf hotly puiiiicd by the vi^orious Army, af- 
ter he had ftrivcn jii vain to re-afTure the C ouragc 
of his Ajricansy \yho bad taken too much Fear 
from the Roman Fortune, refolved too to (liatch 
his Share in the common Fate: And iji pujfuitof 
rhis Intflption, liainj^ caufcd a maenificent Fcaft 
to be mai!c for Petveius a Roman Captain, who 
liad fccn of his Party, and was then a Compani- 
on 
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•n of his Fortune, at the End of their Repaft» 
regarding him with a Vifage that breathed nought 
bu? Deani, * PeCteius, faid be; 'tis fir we die to 
*'preferve our Liberty j for if we ftaf on Earth 
^ but a few Day^, we Ihall have no Power left, 

* to put by the Shatne is prepared us j I dcmancT 

* no other Proof of thy AfFc^ion but Death from 

* thy Hands \ anrd, as my Fortune is now ftated> 

* I cannot receive a greater from thy Friendship,' 
^ Here, (lab this Breaft, fiirfitid he^ frefiytting

-' He mingled thefc Words wiih (brae others (o 
prefling, that Petreias could not reftife the fataf 
Cotme^, but without farther delay, ran him 
through with his own Sword, the King not Co 
tAwh. as turning hh Eye afidii, nor* letting falF 
«h* fcaCV A^ipn unbecoming the Gtandcur of his 
Spirit: PetrehSj when he nadfcen him breathe: 
his laft," turnbd the fi(mc Point. agaitift his own. 
Biicafti and' throwing hiinfelf upon ir with all his 
Force, fell dead at his- Feet j thus were the Fefli- 
val Ornaments difcoloured with royal Blood ; and . 
thus did this great King carch ,up 'the Shield of 
peath, to defend .him felf from Ignominy. 

- Aftfw Bays after, the vi^riouffC^/irr render- 
edIiimfcirMiftcr of both the Realms, andwicK 
th^rn of thtf Quicn his 5|iou{c's Liberty, Whom 
ferdef!gned*fbr one of the "principal Oniaments of 
his Triumph.

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and rarely sktird in every nndenaking, to which 
his vertnoas Inclination carried him. 

In his earlieft Infancy, C^r/^rr wonld often caufe 
him to be brought into his Prcience, and obfer-' 
\ing that (bmething Majeftick and Heroical, was 
already ri(en with that Morning of his excellence 
Beauty, he let him get Ground in his A££tions^ 
tp that Degree, as one Day he broke into an ear- 
ned Pcotefbition, That if the Htrle Juba (for a( 
his Birth they gave him his Father's Name) Se- 
conded thofe Hopes he had already begun, he 
would redore him the Crowns of his Anceftors ; 
but be took {pecial Care to mould him to the R^ 
»f4r»FaIhion^ andde&oe all fuchunpolilhedMan* 
ners, as his Inclinations might pofCblj borrow 
from his African Blood. Befides, to forrify the 
Friendship be would have him bear to theRepub- 
lick, he gave him a Roman Names and becaafe 
he was brought up in the Martian Family, lUa- 
ftrious amoQg the Pwtridans^ and derived from 
the famous Coriolanusy whole Valour (urvtved 
him in fo glorious a Reputation, he would tuive 
the young Prince called by ^is Name, that the- 
Appellation of Juba^ which {bandul Harih and 
B^barous to ai^^Wiiif Ear, might be covered witb 
that ofCori^lanuj, 

In all likelihood, the Afietflion and Bounty of 
that great Di^cor wonld not here .have ftopped* 
and ooubdefs the Prince had gacbcoed the Fruits 
of thoie Pro^iifes, if Death had npt robbed htm 
of tluic Piotej^, or ratho: that Father, before 
he attained to his fourth Year 1 an Age cfasn: hard* 
ty rendered him ca^feiodtcam ofthofe Hopes 
were given him. 

That Man, the Greated that ever lived|was 
murdered in the Senate-Houie, by (he ungrate*: 
fill Cooiptcacy of thofe, that his owii GeQcroif^, 

and* 
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and Noblcnefs-had raifed from their Knees ; alt 
the World knew itfclf inicrcflcd in the Lo(s oF" 
hitn, who had made himfelf Mafler of it with 
his Sword, yet held it in fo gentle a Subje<flion. 
' After C£fars Death, the litde Corioianus { for 
fb he was always called ) wanted no Protedioii 5- 
f«r the Senate (ucceeding Cafar in his Patronage^ 
took up that Care of him which his Death ha^^ 
lit ^11 i and trained him up with the Sons of ^«» 
vers Kings, that were Friends and Allies to Rome,- 
without making the lead Difference in their Ex- 
pence, or Equipage, though their Fathers had* 
ihU their Crowns in Poffefllbn. Divers Gbildrcn 
of noble Extraction, and an equal Age, defcended* 
from the Families of Roman Knights, werejpla- 
ced in his Service, of which Number I was ap- 
pointed one, and as 1 was always brought up 
rtear his :Pcr(bn, fo his Aflfedlion did mc the Ho- 
nour to take ' me nearefl to his Heart. During 
thofc crtiel and difmal Diforders of iny Country, 
that bloddy civil War, which<Reven<;e -kindled 
ftn Crf/« A Murder, the prodigious Effeds of that 
horrible iriumviraty which overflbwM Rcme^ 
with the >elood of her nobleft Citizens, and that 
wmottr'Con^eft' betwi»t Anthony and O^iavius 
Cdfar ; the young Prince grew up with a Success 
Miraculous : Never did Eye behold a Youth of 
xhofe Years,- handle his Atws with fo gttat a' 
Grace, or per^rm any bbdily ETcrcift hi» Tutors 
taught him, witih a Dexterity comparable to his; 
hvs PlropQilfrt>n led* 4iim with fo muclv Advantage 
to the Study of Sciences,' as ht became fo iedtn- 
edl;)^ v«rs*d in Allroiogy and Phibfophy, fb criti- 
cally skilled in all kind of Hiibry, as the- World- 
could iGarce af&rd another to match him*, and 
for Eiocfuence, that famous Orator that loilhi^^ 
hm in the Heat of the Triumvintt,. 1^ xj^ auci 

Com- 
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Command of Anthony y could hardly challengi^ 
Preheminence ^ nor had he Qualities difpropof «• 
cioned (o thefe rare Endowments of Body and 
Mind ; fb that the old Patricians that took our 
Examples of high and rublime Virtue, £rom the 
ancient Roman Difcipline, could find nothing re- 
.corded of the Fabriciiy Camilliy and Scifio\ 
which they began not to remark, with Admira- 
tion, in the &fl: Adions of young Coriolanus* 
Befides his prompt Inclination to great Attempts, 
Jbe conftantly ihew*d fuch a naturalHorror of Op' 
predion and Injuftice, as it was obieryeds^he no* 
yer chcrifk'd a greater Contempt of Danger, nor 
a more ardent Loyc of Gtery, than Pitv of ano» 
ther*s Misfortune, and even flighting ot his pro«> 
per Incereds, to give Relief and Comfort to the 
Miferable. A thoufand Times I have heard him, 
though fcarce arrived at his thirteenth Year, beg 
-of his Governors in the Heat, of a moil prefling 
Importunity, to' lead him to that famous War 
wag*d between tho(e two great Competitors, An' 
tbony and OSiavius C^fary (tncecaird Auguftusi 
and (igh at the Recital of thofe great A(f^ions, be» 
caufe he was not permitted to venture for (bme q( 
the Glory. Thefe right Marks of a perfcd Great- 
ncfs gave him the Hearts and Efleem of all that 
knew him, and with them purchas'd that of Au- 
guflus ; for if his firfl Inclinations had not been 
crofled in, their Progrefs by another's Intereft, and 
by fuch Accidents as have fince arriv*d, bis Hopes 
need not have aim*d at lefs Advantage in his Pa- 
tronage, than they might have done in the great 
Julius y his Uncle, that went before hira.i\all the 
noblcfl Romans made Vows in his Favour &r this 
excellent youog Prince, wlio ^ipx aTwcet, ,gcnc- 
^rous, and. obliging Bchavibijr, 'which i^inain- 
taincd even ^^the Price of \d% (JeWreftlnte^fir, 
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a charmior Ojnvcrfation link'd to the lovety Ad- 
Tantage of a moft handfome FaoK and Feature, 
trichniat admitafcfe Grace that fhined in ail his 
AdIioBs, took into the Affirdiobs and Kefped of 
all Pcrfons that wcte Friends to Virtoe: His gal- 
lant Deportment in pubtick Spe£bades, drew Ad- 
miration both from Senate and People J and before 
he had fuHy reached his fourteenth Year, he won 
the Pri2c in all thofe Exercifo, wherein Valour 
or Wit wtfcrc called to try their Strength 5 befidcs 
tither Difputcs, who^in his Age might adrencute 
Ibr Rtpatc. 

He was fcarcc fifteen, when Cr/Srr, after the 
Defeat, and difaftrous Fate o£ Ant bony and Cho-' 
patray returned a triumphant Conqueror to Rome, 
\irhcrc he made himfcrf fole Monarch of the Em^ 
pire, which that puiflfant Rival in Ambition had 
K) dangerouflydifpurcd. Upon this Occafion, my 
Prince appeared among thole that went out roroeqt 
liic Emperor, in a gallant Garb •, all thoft rhac 
behdd nim clad in a Habit, whofe Riches lent 
fome Afliftancc to the Charms of his nararal Beau- 
ty, -mounted upon a brave Horfe, which he ma- 
naged with a matchlcfs' Grace and Dexterity, at 
the Head of a Troop of young Gentlemen much 
of his own Age, gave him a loud'Applaufc, and 
cry*d he was not only worthy to be their Com- 
mander, but would dcferve larger Fortmies, than 
thofe to which his Birth intitled him ^ and the 
Emperor himfdf, fwoln as he was, at that grand 
Profpcrity and glorious Eflate to which he was 
newly mounted, (laid his (lately Progrcfi to carefs, 
embrace, andgivehim fuchPraifes, as rhe young

were only perlonaced in a bar<t comptiance« 
which then obliged him to proflcr his addi^eflcs* 
IhtVtitxtoi Mauritania was ravi£h*d to feijuJi^ 
thus engas'd, bccaufe it lent him the liberty of 
breathing nis amorous thoughts to Cleopatra j and 
that fair frincefi^ whofe eiteem was as juft to his 
worth, as her age would allow, gave him a glad 
refleptiou, and lending him her hand, they walk* 
ed at a fit difiance from Julia and Marcelius : $\m 
began but then to enter her twelfth year, and my.

Cieopatra was gping to ^cply, but was hmi^t^ 
cd. by jhe ardval of tiS Princefs Jfii/itf and MMr^ 
cellus ; who, with a great train of other Pcribiis, 
then encetUtheCham&r ^ but the following days 
they refumed opportunities of reviving, this di^ 
courfe,, which gave my Mafter a dear difbovery^ 
that he, was not only preferred to Tiberius in hie 
Prince fi\ thoughts, but was almoO; as well (eaced 
there, as his own reafon could defire from fuch a 
Perfbn as Cleopatray whofe courage was already 
mounted to that pitch, that there was qoc ^ hur 
man conCderation capable to abafib her Spirit Cq 
much as to one fingle thought, unworthy of hcc 
ibrmer Fortunes. 

In the mean time, the two Princes her.Bjrorhers 
were brought up at 0<^«v/Vs Houfe, with as muck 
care as^as due to .their extradions, and equal to 
the I^j^pes thfijy promifid: Alexander was ofthc 

fainc^ 
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(aitie Age with his Sifter, Ptoiimy one year youn- 
gs \ and- both cailow'd with a Beauty (b ezoellent, 
iucb ao amiable geiiccioe& was damped in rheir 
behaytoQC, perforroiogall tke£zcrd(cs were caught 
theai> with fuch a graceful dexterity, and difdo^ 
fing (a much grandeur of Courage in all fuch ea- 
couDcers, as gave them opportunities to ihew the 
iinarks of it. As all the Rormm People reeirded 
them with admiration, the Emperor highly meem- 
ed»aiQdche Court ooofidered them as the deferring 
Children .of (b great a lather,- and worthy to in- 
herit a. better Deftiny ^ They no (boner reach'd fi& 
teen, but they appeared at all the great Meetings, 
and defpifing the childiih employments, that com- 
monly bufied Pet(bns of their Age, they mingled 
,with thofe of riper, years that addided themfdve^ 
to £ich as were more (erious and important. 
- My Prince who both regarded them as CUopa' 
•tra*s Brothers, and as Princes that needed no other 
afllftance than their own defert to purchafc his 
cileem, f^rove to indeat tliem with muchaffcdion, 
and equally engaged himfelLto their iuterefts and 
his own 'y but he partiailarly ^oblerved fomething 
(b great and noble in the Mind and Spirit oiAUx" 
mnilery as itivited him to a perfe^ amity ^ and 
jEhat Prince (young as he was) h well underftood 
my Ma(l£&*s admirable Qttahties, that his aiftdion 
10 him fcacce gave MarctUus the orecedency« 

At that time, the inclinations oi Marcellus be- 
gan to bend their courfc to another Centre, and 
as he (liU drove on the defigti of drawing off his 
thoughts from Cleopatray ?o he turned his £ye$ 
with lefs reludance upon the Beauties of the Prin- 
ce(s Juliay which he foufid fo full of diarms, as 
it was impoflible, after his reiblve intirely^ put 
off the other Padion, to regard her long wici%an 
indi&reot Eye. Inefifed, thaxLady is Miftrefs of

Though doobtlefs/ you have cklten this in boH& 
from the Mouth of Repon^ yet X naay hsarn y<m 
fome ]panieiilaT& in the Recital^f my MalWs Life,. 
Which never yet came at yosr Ear $ and indeed: 
their Advenmres are foentaingled -one wirlniQoiiher, 
as it would he a -vety difficult Task to (ii^Ie them 
in my Relation. When MaroeUus firft undcrrook 
to ferve fvHa in earned,, he found her DKpofirto a^ 
lb ready to receive his Addcefles, as (thou'gh him- 
self had valued his Defat at the hightft) he could 
Bot have gotten (iich large Hopes in fo little Time,, 
without the Afliftance of a powerful Anticipation y 
hat this dexterdtfs Wit, no rooaer perceived he 
iiad rwalk>Wed the'Bait, but ihe began by degrees 
to put a Cover upon her former Kindnefs, as much 
us to foy, &e Was i;(^illing he should epenly boy 
th^t with fome Mn, which indeed {hfe had alreSdy 
iiberaliy given him, before hewas wiiiingreask \u 

Marceilus was not the only Prifoner to fiiHs*s 
Beauty; !bf feme of the principal Romm$s^, with' 
<iivers Kings Sons r^at were brought up at Rome^ 
and many Kings thcmfelvcs, which the ncceffity 
jof their Affairs detained n^ar Avgvftus^s Pcrfon, 
4id dM figh for her in Secret. 

to the mean time, my Matter and Tir^mV^ dai- 
ly met in C!iopa4ra\ Chamber, both openly pro-* 

fcHing 
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fefling their re-Cearch ^ but the Knowledge they 
both had of this xnatnal CompericioD, would uoc 
have been pocketed on either Side, if (ome power- 
&I Confiderations had not held dieir Hands . 7/^r- 
ritts was well acquainted with my Matter's G)a- 
xage, and my Prince forgot not I.ivM*s Authority 
and Credit with the Emperor. One Evening they 
mec at her Lodgings, whidi immediately precc* 
dcd a Dav that Auguflus had appointed tor pub- 
lick Spedacles, wherein, befides Gladiators and 
Combats with wild Beafts in the Amphitheatre, the 
tioblefl Romans were to ihew their AddteG in 
Courier on Horfe-back, and divers other Ezerci- 
fe that liiited their Condition i for thefe my Ma* 
fter, Jtberiusy and Marcel/usy made their Pre* 
parations> and formed Panics to fignalize chem* 
•fclvcs before their Princelfcs, thus tacitly inftrud- 
ii^ the whole City, to exped Things from thcn^ 
worthy of their Magnificence and Gentknels. 

A Part of the fore-goine Night was paO: away 
in the Princefs Cleop^tras Chamber, who had 
been let Blood that Day, and carried her Arm in 
z rich Scarf tiflii'd with Gold and Silk, and 
wroi^hc with admirable Artifice, which the rival 
Princes had no fbbner (eeu, but they were both 
-ftruck with an equal Ardour, to wear that preci* 
ous Favour in the next Day's Solemnity. My 
"Prince"s Rcfpc^l and Moderation imprifbn*d his 
Deiiresj hit Tiberius being mote hardy, or (to 
exprefs it better) lefs refpedive, was willing to 
makeufe of that Confidence, which he knew how 
to pradife io the reft of his Adions, and ad4cer* 
fing his Words to my Maftcr : * Think you not,

* accord it.** When he had utter *d thefe Words, 
making a low Reverence to the Princcfi, he left 
iier Prcfence,. with a Face apparently full of Ss^ 
tisfadifin. 

AlAflvlaftcr, who had Hflen'd to this Ditcourfe, 
not without the ufe of his Patience, {laid fomc

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-Time with the Priucefsl^cr his Departure,; whom 
he then etitcrtaiped with' a larger Liberty, and cx^ 
prefTed.an ardent Defire to appear next Day in the 
field,, aodcc her Colours ^ but he fbundher in^- 
di^pofed to grant that Re^uefl: > and as fhe ever 
temper 'd all her AdioAS^ with an admirable Cir- 
cumfpedion, ihe contented herfelf to afFord him 
a verbal AiTurance, that Ihe gave him the Prefe^ 
cence ai>ove all the Perfbns that (erved her> with^ 
■out consenting to allow him Advantages, which 
ihe chodght would bely that haughty and rigoroos 
Virtue, of which (he nad made a (cvere Profcflion* 
The next Day all things were made r^dy ia 
the Amphitheatre that the Pomp^ requited, but I 
think you do not defire my Relation ihould range 
i>n either Si<le from what concerns my Mailer's 
Life^ I will therefore contrad^he Particulars, and 
only tell you, that every thing was difpoied for. 
the Celebration oif theie Sports*, the People wera 
ranked according to the cuflomary Order, tht 
Emperor placed on one Side, with tbe.moft. con^ 
£derable PerCbns oF the Senate, and the Emprefs 
on the other with all the Piincefles and nobleft 
Roman'L^6izSy when my Pi:ince entered the Cirque 
armed and mounted very gallantly ^ all his Arf 
mour oflcr*d the Eye a:jmingled Splendor of Gold 
and Jewels, and the Hand of Art had fo cutioudy 
cmbelliihed the Materials*, as it would long' have 
kept the Affiftants gazing, if the Grace cj him 
that bore them had not becken*d their Looks to 
a more delightful Attention j his Cafque was iha^ 
ded with twenty white Feathers, and through his 
Vizor, ^ which was then half upj there appeared 
a Face lo noble and ib amiably fierce, as ail the 
Spedators beheld it with Refped, and alqyd all 
their Hearts voted in his Favour ^ but the ^cla^ 
mations of the People could take but little Hold 

of 
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of his Thonghts, and dcipifing all forts of ocbec 
Ob)eds> he (ent his Eyes in (earch of the Prin- 
cefs, whom they fotind (cated at die Emprefs's-

had half obfciir'd the itft of the celedial Spangles^ 
tttra^d the Eyes of Romey and buiied all Mens 
Thoughts with a jnft Wonder at her Beauty j when 
I (aw her in that EAate, I confefs I was dazlcd 
iw'wcU as the reft, and pos'd to find anything 
ftrange in the EfFcfts, which thit marvel of Beauty 
produc'd in my Maftcr's Spirit. 

^ After he had fpent (bme Time in gazing upon 
her, with a}l the AiFedtions of a Man that tiadf 
loft his Heart, he was obliged to retire to ano-

the appearai^ces th^c discdiv'd me, and difplay to 
cverv Ramfif £y^ the advantageg ihe gave him 
. CO the prejjadice of tpy Hopes : After io cnvl a 
difgrace, one flight cop^plattkr* and that coo fweet- 
ned with refpeft, . a. complaint which the Gods 
.nqverfotbad us iaour leafl.affliftions, has drawn 
upon me the iiklignation of that Spitit, which 
( had it not been changed ) would eaily have par- 
don*d the e&d of fo juft a. refentment: Nor 
.would ihehj^v^ fnifo if&iKhGallof cooDempfand 
:Ctmky in her W^$, if fbc had not ddSgo'd 
1&«^ life ( which I have iucircly giyeu her) for 

• a 
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* a Sachftoe to dcfpair ; And oU that hcrictf would 
' of&r it \ or at icaft behold the deplorable end of 
\ a Life which I will prcfervc no longer, fince ic 

* has difpleaCcdy and is grown indifierent to her. 

* At afHidioiis of this (€unp, my deareft Friend, 

* you do but throw away the ftuir of your Gc- 
*. nerofity •, and this dfcd of Friendlhip which 

* your admirable Virtue has forc*d from ypu in my 

* favour, is now laviih'd in vain, fince my prc- 
^. fent condicion will neither permit me to receive 

* nor requite it. 

. The Prince <who thus let himfeff be carried 
down the impetuous ftream of his paifion, would 
doubtlefs have inlarged his complaint, if Marcel^ 
iusy who judg'd a di(cout(e (b vehement, might 
prove a dangerous foe to bis health had not in« 
cerrupted him^ 
- * 1 do not feck to oppofeyour refentroent,yjr/il^ 
^> he^ and I am well enough acquainted with the 
*. caufc tkat afHids you, to excufe the effefts ; but 

* I could have wiih'd you had made a clearer dif- 
' fovery before you leaped the precipice to thefeex- 

* cremities. I know I can quickly learn thettKh, 

* and when you have no funher caufe to doubt 

* of your good or ill Fortune, we fhall fee what 
^ behaviour will be(l become you : 'Tis too late 
*• this Night to fee the Princefs Chopafray but to 
^ . morrow I will not fail to vidt her, and as cun« 
*' nine as ihe his, I dare pawn my promife ihe 

* ihau find a hard task to bide her Inclinations 
^ from my koowledee ; in the mean time for my 

* fake diipofe.yourfelf to reft, and obhge my cn« 
^ deavoursto redeem you from this fad conditioi;^ 

* with the anfpicious Hope of a happy fuocefs. 

My Mafter was fo deeply buried in grief, as 
he fUghtcd the officious cares of his FrieSiL and 
carneitly oppofed his defign lo labour his r^fc.

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f ratcCliog^ If his Life were indifiEereot to CUofm^ 
tray he would never try the ftreogch of hk own^ 
oor others in^udiy to pceierre ic« hmMarui/ur^ 
havxi^ (hid Come cisne with him^ tuadc a diionecr 
life of it, iniiDuatii)^ fuch pi^ng rea&ns as» if 
ht did not Dacify his Spirit, at leaft be difpoAd 
itj to expect the event of his imendod diicoorie 
urith Cieopstrd. When Marallus was goae> nay 
Maftct wafted the reft of the Night Wtch nodiif^ 
bat ligbs and fobs, accompanied with disjoiottd 
fpeeches : And though his Fever was very in* 
tcdcyhe would not wSst as to call zPbyfiei^n^ 
Qor employ any remedies to te(cQe lus haltfa, 
vhich himfelf ^ad abandon*d. 

The next day, fb (bonasthePfioceisC/r^^/rtf 
mkbt civilly beieen, the QAaomAUr^eUus went 
to her lodging, and found her in the Aone angrj 
mood rhac poBeft her the day hefoie, neverthcfeu 
jQbc received him with all the civiJiiy was. due lo 
h]& condition, to the merit of bis Peribis» and the 
panicular eftecm ihe had always bof ne him ^ Ike 
bad then no other company wick bee but oac 
lAajA^ whom ihe peculiarly tfufltedy whidi of- 
fer'd him opportunity to enterfiain> her with liberty 
enough, and eakija^ a hiac from the iadneiV that 
ovcr-7pr^ad her vi^e, to fall upon his defign : 
' If I did not highly value your quiet, /k/^ be^ I 

* would borrow fome comfort fcontdte encounter 

* of a Perlbn, chat appears as makcootenr as my* 

* 6X\ bur I will always importune the Gods n> 
*' prcferve you from fucn affiidioos as I codoar. 

Though the Princefi fuTpeded his driift, yet ihe 
was not willing to crois it, and feig^t^ fame- 
amazement at his Words; ^ If I knewyouhad'a jiaft- 

* cau(e fcr any iawafd. angusih, fittd- fi»^ \ eier 

* eflcon^'d you. at the price of takang my fhare in 

* ym affii^oos i bur I cannot thimk you have 

^ now 
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* now any reaibn to find fault with your Fortune, 

* Yes, I have great caufc to complain of her, r#- 
^ f/yd Marceiiusy and ifrefped would permit me, 

* would fay» of you too> fince you have both 
'.join'd to ddftroy me the mod generous, and per- 

~* fedeft Friend that ever breath d : The uufortu- * 
' uaie Coriolanus dies and I cannot comprehend 
^ for what o&noe you have doom'd him ^ fure 

* you can neithor doubt the grandeur of his bve 

* nor re(peA, and for the Qualities of his Per{bn» 
^ they are fo known to all the World, that 'tis 

* DOC likely you alone fhould ignore them. I 

* would (ay more, ( and if you pTea(c, you may 
^ (afcly give me leave ) that you have formerly 

* efieem*d him, and time is not two days older, 

* fince he had cauie to be proud of his Foitime } 

* but the (pace of one night has ruined him \ and 

* then, when he was leall prepared for (b cruel a 
^ revolution, he hath ieen with his own Eyes the 

* indubitable marks of his difaftet, and received 

* from another's mouth, that brou^t him youc 
^ intentions, the fatal (entence you pronounced 

* againfl: him j yet be does not murmur at you* 

* nor complain of his Deftiny, fince he always 
^ laid it at your Feet ^ but if an innocent may have 
i leave — ^- 

' Marctllus would have gone on, wIkh the Piin- 
cefs ( who had liftened with impatience ) hadily 
interrupted him : * Tis enough, Marc^UuSyfaidJfj€^ 
« 1 apprehend all you would fay for your Friend, 
' and pofllbly I fhould not fb bng have fuflered 

* the fame difcourfe from another Perfbn : I am 

< neither ignorant of his birth, nor the qualities 

< of his P(;rfon \ and till now I wanted caij;^ to 

* complain of his aftedton or refpcd \ but 

* he has begun to quit it, and believes he mJy 
^ lawfully Ukc commiflion from my foftnefs) for 

Ox * bi^ 
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his pretence to the command of my aftions, he 
ought not to think it ftrange, if I defirc to diC- 
abule him, and Jet him know, that I will never 
rcfign that power cither to him or any Pcrfon 
Uvipg. Sec what a Letter he hath fent mc, (ccv' 
tinned jhcy taking up my Majlers Letter ^ ivbicb 
lay open upon the Table) confider theterms» and 
judge if you pleafe, -whether it holds a proportion 
with that refped, for which you would tain re- 
commend him. 

< When he wrote the Letter, reply d the dlf- 
creet Marce/Iusy he deemed himfelf already loft 
to your thoughts ; for he had (een Tiberius va- 
pour it with the badge of a happinefs, which n. 
could never be built but upon his ruine : And ac the 
knowledge of Co vifible and (b publick an infe- 
licity, would you have him do lefi than put in 
his complaint -, which methinks he has done too 
with inoderation enough. Had he made ufe, 
reply d the Princefsy of that moderation and re-, 
fpe^ you talk of, he fhould doubtlefs have rc- 
aived a full fatisfadion ^ for as his misfortunes 
had no other foundation but his own opinion^ 
fo that on'be confuted, he would have been re- 
ftored to the Eftate, of which he believed him- 
felf unjuftly deprived : But, inftead of repairing 
CO me, with a dut refpcA for my conftrudio^ 
of the truth, he writes to me in an imperious 
ftile J upbraids mc with promifes made him, 
and favours given to liberiusy in terms full of 
pride and in/olence. Do you think he did not 
owe mc the deference, at lead to inform him- 
felf calmly of the truth, before he flew into re- 
proaches fo audacioufly againd a Princefs, to 
whpm by his own confeflion, he had given fome 
^^ower in his bread, and ro ^whom his choler 
would have been very indifierent^ if fhe had not 

* for- 
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formerly allowed him feme Favours, which he 
has unwdrthiJy abufed ? 

^ r coufefs, anftseredMarcelluSy he was a little 
inconfideiate 5 yet, it is true too, that thofe paf. 
Aons ate faint aad feeble, that in fuch a trial 
are compatible with that cold difcretion you ex- 
4)c<fkd from him : And I ihonid not have be- 
Vi&KcA Coriolanus had loved with ardour, if 
after the knowledge of this difafler, founded np« 
on (b clear an appear|nce,. he had flill kept his 
Reafon in bcr Throne. He ought to have un- 
derflood me bctrcr, fai^ C/eopatra bajiily^ and 
rarhcr have given his own Eyes the lye, than 
admitted an opinion, and taken the boldnefs to 
declare it too, that has mortally ofiended me : 
he fhould have left me the liberty of my own 
aiftions, if it be true that he has given me the 
command of his 3 and had he called to mind how 
I haTe led my Life, it would have checked his 
hafty belief, that I had any right to thefe re- 
proaches. I fhould not, then, have refuf^d to 
|uflify myfelf to him, as I will now to you ^ 
not for the iatisfadion of Coriolanus^ but Cieo' 
patra 5 and to flop the courfc of your opinion, 
left it fhould condeitrif me of more kindnefs 
to Tiberius than I am guilty of. Know then, 
he had not that Scarf of me, that helped to deck 
his Paradt at the publick Spons, but received 
it from the Emprels his Mother, who yefter- 
day came into my Chamber when I wasdrefGng, 
and finding it lay upon the Table, fhe ftU a 
commending the Work, and begged it of me j 
I could not tell how to rcfufe fuch a Toy, to a 
Pcrfbn of whofe bounty I held all that I had 5 
and I fhould not have denied it, though my 
fufpicion had fbre(een the requeft was l^gn'd 
with b little Decorum to her Dignity : Bi^on- 

O 3 ' * ccaliiig 
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* cealing her inteotion, ihe carried k herfclf ooc 

* of my Charaberj and doubclcfs gave it to her 

* Son, who I am confideuc had obliged bet to ask 

* ic. But when I (aw it at the Solemnities appear 

* upon his ihoulder, I wanted not much of being 

* as mad zsCorhUnus him&Vi nor Qsuld I iincc 

* recover fuch a rcmper, as I durft traft myfelf 

* wichal, to vifit theEmpxefs, for fear the couzlc- 

* nage would have urged my rcfentoients to Cowc 

* unbecoming language. Thus, Alarcei/uSy hz^c 
' I given you the naked crtth, and fl^ould not have 

* (crupled the (amc txy Cor so/an us ^ had he noc 

* forgot CO give me my ^e, and by his indifcreet 

* behaviottt redoubled my vexation. 

While Cleopatra . C^ic in this manner, aiui 
liarceiius (raviihed with joy in his Friend's be- 
balf ) heard her with a greedy attention, 7?^^- 
riui entered theChamber j and as if the Gods had 
then voted the coodufion of this advokore, he 
din wore the fame Scarf upon his Arm, chae 
had caoftd Co much difbrdcr, which he was re« 
ibived to carry there, as long as it would hold the 
fcftening. 

The Princefs no fbooer fpied him, but |he ob- 
}t^ awaked her anger, which Msreetlus ea% 
cooftru*d by the comment of a blufh, that^hafii* 
Ij Qver-£owed her Cheeks j nor could his irnpa* 
tieoce do Icfs than ehange his colour at the fight 
of chofe fpoils, in a Rival*s pofleflion^ which had 
cod hisFciend (b much angui{h. 

Tiberius had no (boner taken a feat, and diC* 
foiki himfclf to enter into difoourfe, when the 
impatient Princefs (no longer able to keep her 
Pauion under batches ) regarding him with Eyes 
that exprefled the contents of her meaning : * Ti- 

* bcriij^ faidjhey intercepting the firft IVord be- 
' ut^redy I ukc it very ill )ou ihould cariy that 

< about 
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* about you, by the Artifice and Authority of a 

* PerfeiiwKo has power over me, wMdi you could 

* not obcdin by your own credit } and it was with 

* a moft feiitible difpleafure that I faw you make 

* your puMitk Paradty with a thing, which 

* no confidera(ion Aould eWr have bent me to 

* grant you. 

Tiherius was deeply (brprized at this di(cottr(e, 
and miich aihamed it fhould happen in the pre* 
(tnceofMarc9f/usy wheleafiedlion, he knew, had 
knit him to Corhianuis intereft ^ yet his natural 
confidence quickly re-afliired him, and endeavour- 
ing to chain up ius refcntmenr, tliat his refpedl: 
fo the Prinoefs misht Rdl be at liberty: * 1 did 

* not believe, fiidte^wc could havefihn^d in fol- 
' lowine the dream of our Fonune and Gloryi 

* even the fame way you have cottdemned $ but 

* my dtfites fhoala have diofcn another path, 
^ had I thou^t this would have kd me to yocic 

* difplea&re ^ But finer my unhappinefs hath con>- 
' dudod' me hither, I am ready to render as 
' great a reparation of the fault as you can claim 
^ of my obedience. All 1 demand, replied CUo-' 

* fatTMy is^ you would prefcntly rcftore my 

* Scarf, and mfFer ifte no longer to lanniifh i\\ 
^ di(pleafure, when it is in your power |o Tree me* 

* You gave it to a PerCbn, Bnjhver^d TibtriuSy 
^ from whom I thought you would not have re»

llberiusy if I drive to preserve what came from 
fo blefied a Place, aod To good a Hand ^ nor 
chink ir (hrange, chat I rather chufe to abandon 
my Life, than a Gem that I prize above it, of 
which you have no right to deprive me, fince I 
hold it not of your Boun^. 
* You had never received it of the Emprefs, 
anfwer*d the Princefsy had you given her the 
leaft Hint how I was like to rehlh the DiTpofa] j 
for I know fhe has too mucb-Noblenefs to pre- 
judice a Princefs for your Satisfa&ion, that ho- 
nours her as {he ought : But fince you have de- 
ceived her, as well as me, if you pleafe yoa 
may render it, or take ic ill, if I entreat you to 
fee me no more. 
Tiberius was ftruck with a deep AftouiHimene 
at thefe laft Words, and at the Inflexibility of the 
Princefs, of which his Hopes had prdmis'd him 
the Vidory : But, diffembliug his Trouble as w:eil 
as he was able, ' You treat me extremely Hi ^ /aid 
bey in reducing my Choice to two Evils, the 
lead of which is as cruel as Dear£ itCelf 3 but 
if your Refolves ftand firm, to enforce my Elec- 
tion, I had rather refign what the Emprefs has 
given me, than forfeit your fight for ever.* * Yoir 
will do me a Pleafiite, reply d the Princefs f 
and, v^hether you call it a Prefait'or a Rcfticu- 
tion, I {hall receive it at your Hands as a Ctyf^^ 
reign Remedy for my Rcpofe.* * Tis poffiblf 
another's Intcrefl:, as well as your*s, fiid Tibc- 
|;ius in Cboler\ that thus carries you againfc your 
Difpofition to do me Violence : But I obey you j 
continued be ^ (taking, offtbe Scarfs and thrrw'^ 
ing it upon the Table) becaufe I know no Law 
to dUpenfc with my Repugnance -, yec you may. 
pj^Jie to remember, that I am the only Maa 
inrcreftcd in .this, harih Ufagc, and I have right 

* to 
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*• to complain to the Emprefs of the Injudice is 
* done me. 

At thefe Words he flung out of the Chamber, Co 
tranfportcd with Choler, as it (carce left him Rca- 
(on enough to guide his Foot-fteps. Never did 
Difcourfe pleafe Marcellus better than this laft, at 
which he was prc(cnr 5 he could only have wiili- 
cd, for the more entire Satisfaction of Ins Friend, 
that he had been ambufli'd in feme fecrct Place/ 
to have diftover'd the Confufion of Tiberius ^ and 
ftcn himfclf reveng'd for the Tortures he had 
made him differ. He could not conceal his Joy 
from the Princefs 5 and as (bon as Tiberius was 

fone, he prepared to cxprefs jc 5 when turning 
erfcif towards him, and prevcnring his Words, 
Think not, faid Jhey I have taken back my 
Scarf to pleafe CorioJtmusj for I <fould do no 
Jefs in behalf of mine own Repute ; and your 
Friend has not managed that Credit fo well, 
which he prefumcd he nad with me, that I could 
Arain my Cares toCompIai(ance for his Content! 
Ah I Madam, reply* d my Mafter's excellent 
Friendy what a vaft Diiference is there (if I 
may adventure to fay fb ) betwixt your Words 
and Thoughts, and how cafily your ovirn Know-, 
ledge may favc mc the labour of reprefenting 
the Innocence of poor Coriolanus ? He has com- 
miaed an Over-fight, which (if rightly er- 
amiu'd) few Men can boalt the^ have not £il)en 
into the fame Failing, and for ic received a 
Punifhmcnt which has reduced him to the Ex* 
tremes of his Life. I have left him iti an Eflace 
which, doubtleft, will plead Pity enough to over- 
throw all the Refcncments your Paffipn can ariA 
againft him ^ but in fuch an Edate, £^ ft'is'me 
&z that the Ailiftance which my Hopes pr%yife 
from your Qoodfie(s, will arrive coot lare for ^ih 
Recovery. O 5 Cleo- 
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C/e^pafraj who truly lov'd my MaOer, gccvr 
tender at this Di(cour(e, which Marctilus under- 
ftood from her Afped s yet, defirous to diflemble: 
it} *- Come, I know your Friend, faidjhc^ wtk 

* if forced SmiU, cannot be fo fick as you would 
^ make him.' * He is fallen fo k>w> {anfv>ered^ 

* MaroelluSy iphb a fadder Gravity than bis Looks 
*' bad yei exprefs'd) as I fear his Life is in the 
*' Hands of a mercilels Danger : And though I 

* know it is in your Powci to apply the Remedy,, 
vt I doubt it will not come time enough ca 
teal the Wounds you have given. 

He broueht fbnh tbefe Words with Co fetious< 
fui Emphaus, as the Prinoeis, convinced of the 
Truth, and knowing by dsvers Marks to what 
Bzcremes my Mafter's fiSion was capable ro carry 
him, /he fufer*d his Dangers to (bfccn her Heart v 
dud turning towards Marcil^usy»iih ^ gehile Look, 
^ My Quarrel to Corhlanus^ fudfije^ is of no 

* fuch Nature to call his Life in oue&ion, or pro- 
^ voke me to refiife him a Rcmeoy, if it may be 

* found within my power, and apply*d with thr 
' Safety of my Honour. 

At thefe Words, Marcellus fell upgn his Knees 
^fore the Princefi \ and redoubling the Force of 
kts Rea^ns, the length of which perluades me to* 
leave them out, at laft he Tanquiik*d her, and 
^wrought (b powerfully, as he difpofcd her to» 
jirrite him a Letftr, whxh, if I miftake noc^ (poke 
in theie Terms. 

Tbt Princefs Ckopatra to Prhce Cotiolanuf*. 

* \A^rciUusy who^faas endeavonr*d to excufir 
•^*« * you, will juftify me to you, and wic- 

* neK there is more innocence on my B6c diab. 

* yoai*ai jct I do not chaiiE fiidi implacable 
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* Refentmeucs againft you» as not to dcfire tho 
^ return of your Health : Make hafte to be well 

* then as foon as poffible, and your Recovery 

* fiiail give me as much Joy, as your Impatience 

* did Difplcafurc. 

MnrciUus having obtained this Letter for my 
Maflcr, was defirous to take yet a ereater Straia 
for his Satis&dlion, and aflay'd by the mod pref- 
fing Arguments his Reafbn could urge, to caia 
him the Scarf which the Princefs had taken from 
Tiberius s but he found it impoflible to prevail, 
fts well upon the A^erfion that high Spirit cfae- 
tifhed ro the Grant of (uch Favours, as the Fears 
flit had wifely entcrtain'd of giving caufe of Com- 
plaint to Ttberius^ which might kindle a Qoarrd 
pecwitt the two Princes. 

In the mean time it fell our, that IdafctUui had 
ilpoken truer of my Mafter*s Malady than he be- 
fieved \ for the Torments that he inlidled upon 
himfelf that Night, had enrag'd his Fever to fuch 
fl height, as the next 0ay it manifeftlythreatned 
his Life } yet he perfevered (nocwith(binding the 
earneft Inti'eaty oi his Friends) in a Refolucion to 
refiife all Remedies \ and the 0{>inion he had of 
Cleopatra s lucondancy, had made to cruel an Im- 
preflion in his Spirit, as he fought after nothing but 
Deaths and certainly had foon found it, \£ Mar^ 
€iilus had not feafonably arrived with the Reme- 
dies that were teduifice tot his Cure. So foon as 
ht approached his Bed, whence the other Vifitants 
were then withdrawn, * Rife, Coriolanus^ faid 

* biy you mult be no longer fick, after I have told 
*.the News I bring you/ At theft Words of 
Marcillusy Coriolanus turned his Head that way t 
and regarding him' with a languiihin^<l.ooky 

* Ah I MafceUuSrfaidbey what Plcafure Wyou 

* take to fpoit with Mifery > * Mf you call it 

* Spon. 
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* Sport, [reply* d Marcefius, fitting donjin upon Sis 

* Bed) I believe you will not think the Game un- 

* pleafantj and, before wc pare, I iiopc do Kavc 

* better Entertainment of your Face than it now 

* afford^; me: All you have to do, is to get up as 
^ fafl as you can, and go and ask Cleopatra s 

* Pardon for the Offence you committed, or ra- 

* thcr to pay your Thanks to her Goodnefs, that 

* has fo eafily remitted aii Injury that merited a 
*. longer Penance. 

My Mafler iiftcn*d to this Langu;ige in a SuA 
^pencc betwixt Joy and Diffidence ; }xx Marcellus^ 
jQo longer willing to detain his Happinefs wcapc 
in Uncertainty^ after he had prepared bis Atteor 
«ion, began to relate what befel him with Cled^ 
patray aiid repeated Word for Word all die DiC 
courfe he had with her. My Mailer abandon'd 
bimfelf to a painfuljoy, when he learned chac 
Tiberius received, not the Favour from Cleopatra j 
but when the Sequel told him of his unlucky Ad- 
venture, with the rigorous Treatment he received 
from thePrinoefs^ it feized his Soul with aRaviih* 
xnent too deep to be put into Words. But fiid- 
denly returning fkom tnefe Tranfports, to converfi 
with fbme diftruflful Thoughts that, infinuated 
there was more Defigo than Truth in Marcellus*s 
Wordsy on purpofc to reconcile him to the Care 
of his own Healthy he entreated him^ with a fe- 
lious Look, not to abufe his Cred^ity« nor raife 
him with romantick Hopes to an Eftate, from 
whence a Relapfe would threaten more Danger 
than the former Malady. ' What Proofs would 

* you 2&\iy [aid MarcelluSy to avouch rhisTruthi 

* I would have a, Confirmation under Cleopatra s 

* owniHand.* * You fhall have it thcn^ /aid 

* M^cellus* And, no longer willing to defcc 
bis Contemment, he dcliYered him Clcopatrd*$ 

" tetter ; 
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L«rer 5 at the fight of which, with the know- 
ledge of the Chara£fcr, and the reading of the 
Words, my Maftcr had like to have loft his Scnfcs j 
and by an- Excels of Joy, which he was not able 
to contain, he ftaid a' long time moTiontefs and 
mute, as if he had been dazled with his Happinefs. 
When he came again to himfcif, he firft ftrctch- 
cd out his Arras, and greedily feiz'd upon A/^r-. 
C0//us, elegantly exprcfling his Refcntments in ihCi 
humble Language of Embraces. From tbefe his^ 
Joy fuccceds to Words, wherewith lie confirmed 
kj, in a Difcourfe fo pafConate^ as it drew Tears 
from Marceiluis Eyes. It would make my Story 
tedious, xo repeat the whole Dialogue of KindneU 
betwixt them. In fine, by the vertue of this de- 
licious Remedy, his Mina was perfe£Uy cured j. 
but bis Body was not fo j and the Ph^ficians chat 
ivece' called' pfcfeUlly after, iudged thac the Extre- 
mity of his Joy had redoubled nis Fever : Yet we 
were encouraged to hope the beft, by my Ma(kr*9 
les^y Difpofition to Tuner the Medicines were pre* 
fcribed for him. In ef{e^, he refi^ned himfelf up 
to their DifpoHiI that took care of his Recovery ? 
\>\xi his Body could not take example by his Miud^ 
for his Malady vifibly encreafing, in a ihort time 
it menaced much Danger. Tne Prince having 
P9W no farther Caufe to hate his Life, d^d all 
that he was able to gain a Recovery, and reftori^ 
hinifelf to a Condition of vificing his Princefs : 
fat his Will found little Obedience in bis .Body, 
for the Violence of his Grief, to which he bad 
given himfelfjup a willing Prey, had contaminated 
all his Blood, and his Fever grew at laft to fuch a 
height, as the Phyficians, wicha a)n)mon Gonfenr, 
cxpreflcd mqreFear tbanHope of hisRee^^ry. 
. All the Perfons of Quality in Rome incy^fted 
themfelves in thi$ Prince's Dxfafter \ the. Emperor 

him* 
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himfelf came often to fee him ^ and, of the ptin<» 
cipal Courtitcs, thcie was not a Man but Tiberius 
(who had the Sting of his laO: Affront dill (licking 
HI his Memory )^ that did not render hi-m a Vifiy. 
Marcellus (who never ftirrcd from his Piibw, and 
did him all the Offices coald be hoped from a moil 
afidionaxc Brother) was excefGvely afBi^l^d at it j 
and the Princefs Cleofatra (whatever Violence Ac 
did upon her(elf to keep her Griefs at home) coaki' 
' not totally hide theDifpleafure (he lefeoted. This 
was &ft bctrayU to my Maftct by a Letter Qss^ 
ftnt him tw6 Days after the former-, in w&idi^ 
|after he had ^pen'd it with a trembling febble 
Hand) with much Fain, he read thefe Words.

* T Would not have hoped ib little Obedience 
Jl < from you, and I thonght I had wtil endugb^ 

* erpt«fs*d my Defires of your Care to engage 

* youths upon the fame fcore : If yott have any

*- *eis the greateft Proof I demand of your Afiec- 

* tion, and the moflf agreeable News \ can receive 

* for my own Repoie. 

Thefe Words had alone been capable to reflnie 
his ileakh, if the clear Contentment of his Spirit 
eould have advanced it. A thonf^nd times Aid he 
ki(s that agreeable Command, atui obey*d it with 
all ih» Indnftry our Wifhes could ask 3 but the 
Difeafe had taken too deep a Root, and from 
thence Force enough to go on in its Courfe, iti 
if ight of all the Care we took to arrcft it. 

The poor Prince dcfired nothing with fo much 
Ardouc,%s the fight of CUofatra j and the Princcfi 
iftiadc^o fcruple, in that Extremity, to avow, be- 
fore AUn^lhi and mjfclf, the A&dion ihc bare 

him. 
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&iin, profefled an equal. Ddire to foe him, and* 
waited for nothing bac the Means' to do it with 
decortim. 

She duift nqi adventure to make the Vifit byv 
herfelf, and the Emprefs (whom ike would have 
accompanied, had ihe done him that Favour) prc- 
&r¥ing fome Rcfentment again|l him, in behaK' 
of Tilwtiusy was contented to underftand his Con- 
dition by the Return of her MefTages. Ac lafl Hur" 
melius advised her to go wiih the Prineeis O^avuty 
who had been once already with him, and he 
knew would not be (brry to meet an Occa^on oC 
Kndering that Ted of her Amity to Ceriolanus : 
The Chudien of Anthony refpeded O&av'ta as ' 
dieir Mother, and flie them with fuch a Tender- 
Acfs, as fell not ihort of a Parent's Indulgence ^' 
And though the Princefs Cie4>fatra iiv*d at Court 
with the Emprefs, yet even by her lojun&ion {he 
daily vificed O^avia^ ever rcmcmbring tg pay a 
lubmiflive ReveretKe to her Peribn. 

Ofhvim was acquainted with my Mafter*s Paf- 
fion, which ihe did not difapprove, and her Son 
Marceilus no (boner mention'd his Defire of hct 
tendering that Office to his Friend, but fhe readily 
Hndeitook it, and the next Vifk Cfe^atra made^ 
ihe entreated her Company to go (ee the Prince 
of Mauritama^ The Prince£s> who knew fh«S 
siteht go any Way with her, as her Mother, 
'without the kaft Fear of Blame, (ince the high 
deputation of her Virtue, and the Rank flie held 
as the Sifter of C^r, and Widow of Antkony, 
might authorize all the Vifics flic made in her 0>m'> 

rany, obej*d her without Repugnance. Marceifus 
y a Prc-intcUigpncc, difpos*d my Mafter to «• 
ftd: this Happiiiefs, for fear the Surpriftl of an 
immoderate Joy fiiould work the fame EllEbds it 
had formerly dc)ae> to the Prejudice of his Health i 

yet 
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yet my Maftcr had a hard Task with all the E£^ 
k€ts he could make. to contain himfelf, and heuo 
(boner (aw the Princefs enrcr the Chamber, but 
the Sight had like to- have made ^Rape upon his 
Senfe. O^avia came firft to the Bod-fide, after 
ibme Words full of Sweetne(s, andMaicdy, which 
was as natural to her as Beams to the Sun> pro- 
teeing theDifp]ea(tire fhe took at the Continuance 
of his Malady; ihe was contented her Sob, who^ 
had feigned a Pretence to fpcak with her, ihou'd- 
lead her to the Window, leaving the Prince/s 
alone with him by the Bed-fide, and the Maids of 
her Train at the oHier End of the Chamber. The* 
Cleopatra had prepared herfelf to fee him in that 
.£(late, yet ihe could not fee him there, and hide 
her Blulhes, and (he had much ado to make her- 
ieif MiHrefs of that fcrupulous Nicety, that taught 
her to criticize too (everely upon that A€tion* 
however, (he^(at her down upon the Chair 
Ofiaifia had quitted, while the Prince, who(e 
Confudon had robb'd him of the Strength and Con- 
fidence to open his Mouth, (Irovd to ezprefs him« 
(elf at the Eyes, with Regards though wholly 
languifhing, yet full of Fire 5 Chopaira advan* 
cing her Head towards his, chac ihe might not be 
heard by tho(e on the other Side the Chamber;

* of you, and if you truly lov'd me, you would

was, took Courage fiom thcfc fwcct Words, and

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{ciidtng fome Looks before his Language that fpoke 
more I?ainon than the former : * You have Realbn 
Madam, /aid be, to condemn the Eflate where- 
in you find me, fince inftead of feeing me iti 
tins unbecoming Pofbire, fp difproportioned to 
the Rcipcd I owe you, I fhould be proftratc at 
your Fecc^ asking Pardon for the Offence I com- 
mitted i this repugnant Body to your Commands, 
has fuffered for its difbbcdicnce, nor has m^ 
Soul Tcap^d with a miWer Punilliment ; but nei- 
ther one nor the other would ever have been ca- 
pable of expiating the Crime, if your excellent 
Nature had not afrnled their Imputf^nce* *• Speak 
no more,. reply*d the Printefsy (ff0t tjilling hi 
Jhould Jhain his Spirits tvith too long a DiJ^ 
eourfe) Cj^k no more of an Error which I have 
remitted J indeed your eafy Belief engaged you 
to fbme Precipitation , but you have (offered 
more for it tiian I fhould have doom'd you to ; 
and if I ^il retain any pique againfl you, 'ti^ 
becaufe you ftruggle too mintly for your Heahh; 
which is very dear to me, and which I recom« 
fnend to your Care. For my fake exile all Thoughts 
that may aiBftid you, and believe it, I ihall ne- 
ver be facisfy'd till your Mind and Body are both 
recover'd :* M am fo confounded, Madam, Mfp* 
fwered my Mafltr, with the Favours you hcaj^ 
upon me, receiving from your Mouth the Con- 
firmation of your Goodnefs, in a Place fo un- 
worthy to receive you,, and where I ha^c fo lit- 
tle caule to exped the Grace you have done me, 
as I cannot regret the Lo& of that Life which 19 
.now about to abandon me, but fbr fear it Ihou'd 

fail me before Stay, fnid thePrincofs inter" 

ruptirtg /r/w,-youmuft not now think eddying, 
while i hold your Life at the fame Pffco with* 
mine own. I will havQ you vanquifh yoA Kla^ 
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* lady» I Gty I will, hj the Aacbotity I faa^ oTCf 

* yo«9 aad the Imclligenee I |;if« you; d^ac you 

* catmoc Bcgkdl youf Life, wichouc cndangetiiig 
f mine* 

Tbe PriiHxfs pm hef Hand before htx t9.ec to 
coTCt a BIufli» which got tip thcthcr at the firft 
Alarm of theCe Words-, ncvcnhckfi, to confirm 
tkem to Cdrhlanus by Favoars tfaac yet Ihe iiad 
a6t grantsed j fhe kt the other faM apon his Cheeky 
which the Prince caking in hisfe^e Hand, carry *d 
to his Mouth, and witn all the Strength was left 
him, pceA it with an incredible Rairiihment. 

The Princc(s, who felt it extreamly hoc, and 
therefore feared tbe Couiitenance of this paffionate 
Dticottrfe might do him harm, grew willing to< 
withdraw, and after (he had gtnthr retir'd bef 
Hand : ' I leave you, faid jhty rifing jr^m bet 

* St0U (ot fear of doing myfidf any Injury iiT 

* what I donand; vemembo: to obey me, Hjcxir 
^ <kfire I ihookl bve yoa.' At this kft WordT 
laote oouiufird than before, ihe had not the Con- 
fidcDce to behold him longer, but rarning to Ofia- 
vis and hiMrceiius^ flie told them a iarther Sta/ 
night do Coriokittut an injory, and £0 prefently 
^Imfdci them to cpik the Cnamber. 

I know fx>t whedicr I may afcribe my Mafter*s 
Cure to chat Vi(fr, or whether the Oiieafe was 
then come to a Crilis *, wh^rcrer it was, the next 
Horning his. Fercr was mueh abared, nor many 
Days a£r it wholly left him, and in a iew others,, 
he had gotten Srren^ enough to. quit his Cham- 
ber^ vific de^tra^ and render his Thanks as hd 
ought for the Fff?ours ihe had done him. i have 
doubtte(s given you this Relation in too large a 
Sump, there being ftill fb many great Things that 
ddfervc 9 Mention in my Ma(ler*s Story, as t 
ongh^ have palled by tli«& with a iUghier touch* 

y than; 
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that wcte oF kCs Importances bat I (laid upob 
this ViCcaatCc the rachef, becauie I knew itvroa'd 
draw yoQ C/gopatras Difpofition more kvely, 
than a Recital of greater Adventoies ; and by thde 
petty Marks I have given, yon may cafily judge 
that her Spirit is Lofty and Imperious, . bm her 
Nature Generous and full of Nobkneis. 

In the mean Time the Emprefi, by the Com- 
plaints Tiberius had made of an unkindnefs in 
which hcr{elf appeared incerefted, grew highly 
incen&d at C/eopatra-y and probal^ diac A& 
might have coft het hec Lodging at Coun^ if 
Marallus (who above the icft ot Mankkid was 
dear umo the Emperor) had not cmpby*d all the 
Credit he had with him in her Favour. 

C£firy^ oblige his Nephew, and lervc the 
Princefi, whom he highly eftcem'd, would needs 
have ihe Emprefs turn tint pretended Afiont in- 
to Raillery ^ and fi> the Pnncdfs efcaped with eiw 
during a petty Reproof, and fbme inllen Looks,. 
dut lalkd but a wnik from die Empxtis, who is 
Tcry dexterous, cunning, and complai(ant in her 
Compliance with the Emperor's Hnmours: Buc 
flie could not (b cafily di^ife her Refemmentst 
agaiuft«iy Mafter; andtho(eo(rf^#r/j/Xy mudi 
more viotent than hers^ did then give a Root to- 
that Hatred, which has fince produc*d iuch gnnid 
££k^ i but as he v^as the gea^cft Diflembfeff 
among Men, the Knowledge be bad of my Ma^ 
ftet's Courage, and Marcellus\ Credit, wno bad 
openly efpous'd his Party, taught him to cba(^ 
the greateft Part of it, arid ittei^ i\)k Eortone of- 
feree! him an Occafioo, to let it break out at the 
beft Advantage. 

. Foe a while he (bcbcMre the Prinoc(s, protefting 
he would never (ce her more % and the ^prcfr 
hcrieif. who ftudied. harder for the Efiabliflifiienf 

o£ 
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of his Fortune, than the Succefs of his Love, la- 
koured to confirm him in that Refbladon \ but 
it could not long hold out agaiud his PaflSon ; 
and the Cholcr he coueciv*d againft Cleopatra be- 
ing di flipatcd, or ac Icaft ovcr.powcr*d hy a flroQ- 
gcr Paflion, he returned to her more fubmrdive 
' than foriiierly, and flex*d himfclf to her Service 
with greater AiTiduity than ever. Tis true, he 
did a little change his Faihion of Life with her^ 
and difcovering by the lad Encounter^ that her 
Spirit was too high and abfblitre to be eafity ma- 
naged, he refbived/co feek his Advantages no more 
by fo haughty a Carriage, and diligently eudca* 
Touting CO bring himfeltin Credit by an artificta^ 
Humility, there was never any Part of fabtilc 
arid fupple Infinua^on aded, that he did- not per^- 
(bnace before her. 

The Princefsfto whombefideschefeSubmi/IIons, 
the Greatne&'of his Birth, and the Power of his 
Mother, fbove ro render him confiderable, was 
confbained to fuffer his Re{earch> and re-admir 
him with a fmooth Brow% as ihe had done for* 
merly ; in the mean Time, ihe managed both his 
and my Ma(ler*s Spirit fo difcreetly, and fo judi- 
ciouAy fway'd the Authority iTic had ov«# themi 
as the Fear co difpleafe her, dsaly inforc'd them 
to ihttc their Eyes upon {evei^l Paflages, that dfe 
would foon have kindled a Quarrel, that being the 
only bridle that often kept their hatred from com- 
ing to Extremes, repref&ng their Rcfentments 
with [q abfblute an Empire, as they neither durffc 
make any Shew or Noife. My Mafler had lefs 
Caufe than Tiberius^ upon whom he had then 
a great Advantage 3 but it was known so none bur 
him(elf and Mttrcellus-y for befi:>re the reH: of the 
Worldl the Princcfs governed hcrfelf fo prudently,- 
as. iCHrouId have poied the dearest Eye co {pene- 
trate 
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tratc her Intentions : Then began Fortune to raifc 
her Storms againft my Maftcr, which my Rela- 
tion muft interweave with Marcellus^s Adventures ; 
ibr there is (b much Connexion betwixt his and 
my Prilice'S) as one of their Lives cannot be faith* 
faSLj recounted without reciting a Part of tlie other's. 
Mdrcellus^ who(e Policy firft chain'd him to 
the Service of J»lia, grew infenfibljr faftened by 
Inclinations ; and indeed that Princels was arm'd 
with an Abihry (Irong enough to fubdue tht moft 
di (obedient Spirits to Love s Dominion ; the Dit 
podtion o{ Marcellus was fweet, iogeniouSy and 
lufceptible of ImprclHons \ and he no {boner got 
the Confent' of his own Heart to love JuVta^ but 
he began to find out fuch Charms about her» as 
were not only capable to confirm his Reiblution, 
but impofe a Ncccffity of Progrefs, in his firft 
undertook Deiign s he loved, but he lov*d fincere- 
ly> and his A&iflion infenfibly inaeafing, grew 
at lad to that Height, as never Heart was deeper 
flruck than his. My^Mafter, to whom tbac 
Princess Secrets were always naked, underftood ic 
with a marvellous Satisfadion, as well for Joy 
that this new Paflion had cleared his Fears of the 
old, as Defire to fee the Fortunes of his Friend 
eftaWifhcd, by the Conformity of his Will with 
the Empctor*s, wlio had deficn a him his Daughter, 
and daily obfcrved the Prcrofs he gave of his Af- 
fe^ions, with unfpeakable Contentment. . Nor 
were they unwelcome to 'Julia 5 and that Prin- 
cefs who had been before-hand with Marcellus in 
Affedion, could not now receive thofc unfeigned 
Oblations of his Vows, without a large increase 
of her own 5 yet in a wtile fhe diflembled them 
as well as (he was able, and defirous to indear the 
purchafe to Marcellusy with a liale dif&<£lty, ihe 
plaid the politick Tyrant,- and made him iuftc.

€es, ihe (hewed, him her acknowledgmcm and 
af&6Hon at as foil a magnitude as be could yirta- 
^ufly defire \ nahing was refbs*d him that might 
laftty be demanded of Augufius^s Daughter, and 
her conMiods were the fteer, becaufe ihe knew 
fhe Emperor not only approved them, but that 
ihe couid not more dearly oblige him than in the 
peribn of his Nepkev), He almoft fpent his whole 
day in her company, and his Life whceFd away 
with as much delight as his wiihes could &thom ^ 
fee though fome of the chiefefl Romans^ with di- 
^rs King9 Sons that were brought up at Rome 
were his Rivals i yet they all fubmicted to his 
Fortune, and paid fa deep a te(pe6b both to him 
and the Emferor^ as they durft not ihock his in- 
tentions with the lead appearance *, the Senate and 
Peofh^ to whom as I have already told you, Mar- 
ctUusyf2& the Darling indDeirght^ were tenderly 
concern'd in his happine(s, and joyfully hop'd to 
fee the Daughter y and Throne of their JSmperor one 
day poflcft by the Perfbn of the World that was 
deareft to them ; their hopes were founded upon 
their likelyhoods, an<{ doubclefs mi^t arrive at 
their aim, there being but few Perfbns under 
Heaven, whofe Formnes would ihcw Envy Co fair 
a mark as thofe of Marcellus ; tS Julia y with one 
of the rareft Beauties, and the moft vivacious and 
fiibtile Wits, had not the moft wavering and in- 
conftant Heart upon Earth •, of this (he has gi- 
ven the World fb much experience, as while you 
refided |{ttre, you could not chufe but meet it in 
manjr a Roman mouth. She began with a perfbn, 
who of aH die flock of Mankind, was xarthcfl 

* from 
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from C3U1& and conienc to wrong Mareilhu, I 
<otifc(s he is Mafter of (o many bewkehiDg q«a- 
Kcies, as might well produce the fame eftos oo- 
on a conftant Hearty and by this reafim I might 
poffibly cxcnfe a. pan of J»Iia*$ firft cerokings ^ 
out they haTe finoe been fbllowcd by fi> many others 
without eround or reafbn, as all that can beal« 
ledged inlier defenor, is too weak to jaftify her. 

My Mafter, as the deareft friend Msralhs had, 
was be, that had the eafieft acoefs to her of all the 
Court I and rendering ther greater refpcds foe 
Mtretllus*% (ake, than wece due from him to the 
Daughter oS Augufiusy it obliged her to requite 
liim with an efteem beyond all the other Princes 
that were edacatcd in the Empertv^s Court : He 
daily ezchang'd long difcourfes with her, buc 
talked of no other (ii^e^l but his Friend •, and bc^ 
cauie he was acauaintod with moft of his thoughts, 
they ftill fumiilied him with matter to entertain 
the Princefs. The love ihe bare Msrcel/us^ made 
her trcait my Prhtcr fbr a time in terms that were 
xta&nabie ^ but at laft fhc ty'd her thoughts too 
£ift to the confideration of his incomparable qua- 
lities ( and by litde and Imkf from a particular 
cfteem, fhe proceeded to good will, and from thence 
was infenfify coodu^dinto Love*& Territories. 
HadiiME any other Spirit but hers thus fu£red it 
ieif to be taken, her whole Liic would have kept 
it a (ccret ^ and (he mi^t have borrowed teafbns 
from the gmndeur of her Pinh, the Emperor^ 
Command, and Marcelfus his Services, puiflanc 
coough to do violence upon herfelf, and ihut it 
up in her breaft for ever. But her Soul was of 
another temper, and ever impatient of Conftratnt 
and Tyranny j nevertheleCs, ihe had yet modpfty 
enough to diilemble it, though not (b covettjy 
buc tf ihe betray 'daoc her iiindelity. to a publifit 

notice. 
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notice, flic could not Co couzea the Adycrtciicy of 
iiitereiled Perfons. Marcellus was the firft chat 
perceived it ; for my Maftcr's regards were £q fixt » 
CO Cleopatra^ as be had much ado to allow the .; 
lighted reflexion to any thing elfe \ and finding 
jfulias behaviour much colder towards bim than ^ 
it. was accu domed, he.ofcen demanded the caufe$ ' 
but the promptitude and artifice of her wit never 
fail*d in finding pretences to paint the truth ; fhe . 
was loath to break with him, knowing how high- j 
ly it would difpleafe C^f/^r, ani what flic was to 
eatpedb from his angers befides, it*s poflibje hct 
bread might dill keep fome fparks unquencbed, 
that were of his kindling : But the imprelTion' of 
this new image had fo alter*d her, as if flie had 
not fifliflied the ruine of all thofe thoughts that 
once held him dear, yet flie took no delight to 
(ce him, and only taded content in the company 
of Coriolanus» '

* You have done nothing to me, reply d tbe Prin*

She (pake thele Words jufi as fhe faw my Ma- 
iler enter the Chamber, where he had not trod 
spany fteps, when rifing from Marcel/us^ with z 
Face that had changed in a moment the Scene of 
Sadnefs into Gaiety, fhe advanced towards Ccr/^- 
ianusy and offering her hand with a free kind of 
aiflion, fhe led him to the other endof theCham- 
ber, and there difcours'd away the Evening with 
him, without fo much as a (Ingle reflexion upon 
the tsfUto wherein Ihc left the griev*d Marceilus. 

Tha^ Prince was fenfibly amided at her Words» 
but cruelly galled with that he obferved w the Se- 
quel of her carriages and though he was*i(]ot yet 
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poy(bnecl with a Xufpidon of in v Mafter, vet this 
unkind nfage ftungbiin to the heart, anddiftrufl- 
it>& kis own (kengtli to keep a Mask upon his' 
gticf, after he had (laid fome time abne by the 
Princcfs Bed-{ide, he went out of the Chamber, 
withoat engaging in any further D ifcoarfc. A fter 
this, yulia plaid him divers tricks of the fame na- 
ture, which fliew*d Marcellus^ and my Mailer him- 
(elf, bow to level their thoughts at the truth : Yet the 
iufpicion was nothing (b ftrcMig on my Princess /ide, 
and whatever caofe he had to think well of him&lf, 
he knew not haw. to imagine Ihe would abandon 
fuch a peribnas Marceihs^ for a Man that loved 
her not, nor cotdd he eafily admit this belief) and 
it would long h^ve been f^ing credit with him^ 
ifJu/tMy after ihe, had a thouiand times brought 
her thoughts into her actions, bad not (hewed them 
naked in the following Difcour(e. 

One Evening, my Maikr having wafted a* parr 
of the Night in her Chamber vnthjlgrippa^ hijt^ 
cenasy and divers other perfbns of both Sexes \ 
after the Princefs had bid good Night to the com- 
pany, and all were gone, 7uUa caus*d Corioiawts, 
who was got as f^ as the Anti-chamber, to be 
called back again -, telling him (he had for^ to 
acquaint him with an afEtir that defcrv^d his no* 
ticc. CorioUnus received this command with a 
due rcfped, and coming back into the Chamber,^ 
Julia ^ who was already retired to her Bed's-fide» 
beckened'him thither, and caufed him to ^idown 
by lier, which when he had obeyed, after Ihc 
had darted fome glances at my Mafter, capable 
to enflame the mofi froTcn heart: • I know very 

* well, faid Jhe^ I do now offer you violence, 

* and chat all die moments are tedious to you, that 
*■ you w^fte in my company, when the Princefs 

* Cleotatra is not there* 1 acknowledge^ repifd 
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my Mafler^ that myHcad Hcs at that Princcfs's 
icet, wbcrc rhc power d^Love has placed ani 
faTlen'd it \ yet that entire prepoflemoti of my 
Soq] cannot IhtK up my Eyes upon what I owe 
to the Princdrsy«//tf , and the moft ptcffing and 
paflionate thoughts ihall (ufpend their violence^ 
while I have the honour to be near her perfon* 
This is a Hattcry, anfwer*d Julia y that I cannot 
pardon, and I only dcfire you would anfwer my 
gueflion without Artifice : Does Report (peak 
truth, that you are fo enilaved to paflion for 
Cteopdtray as it has (Iruckyou blind co all other 
objedls and confiderations, and centered youc 
thoughts in her fo ftrongly, as nothing elfe ha? 
power to remove them ? Whoever fprcad that 
rumour, faid Coriolanusy ipoke my thoughts 
as clearly as if he had been in my bread to copy 
them $ for it is moft cenain,, the World has noc 
a perfon fo free, that is more abfblucely his own, 
than I am the Princefs Cleopatra*s, 
' I expcded this confeHion from you, reflfdjw 
Hay {ince it is but the fame you have publickly 
aYpwed,and hitherto you have doneic with realbn; 
but, as I demand a little better (hare in your fecrets 
than another, fb I exped you Ihould teil me cruly^ 
whether you be fo ftrongly chained to Cleopatra^, 
as no cohfideration can untye or divert you : I 
know well your condition is glorious in (crving fo 
fair a Princels } but ihould the will of the Gods of- 
fer you a right to gteaoer advantages, would you 
(q doat upon your former PafHon, as not to open 
your Eyes upon a fairer k^ Fortune. 
* I cannot cell how to frame belief, reply dCo- 
riolanusy that there can be a nobler Fortune found, 
than what refulcs from the glory of fcrvirig C/w- 
patra 5 and could others ( by the help of a g^tet 
bliudiicfs than mine ) acknowledge fuch a pof- 
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fibility, I fhpuld i^ver be drawn to own cheic 
cboughcs, nor bacch one £ngle deflre in my whole 
life jtor a more happy condition^ than to pals 
it entirely at the feet of my adorable PrincdCs. 
Imagine, faid Julia, yoii were beloved by a 
Princefs equal in Beauty to Cleopatra^ and infi- 
nitely before her in all things elfe, whofe high, 
birth might give her precedency of the whole 
Sex, and reftore you to the fame eftate which 
your parents loft, or perhaps raifcyou to anothci: 
more fublime, would you defpifc her for Cleo^ 
fatra? I fliould have* little reafbn, anfmen^'d 
my Mafler, to mifpriiie fuch a per ifon as you 
have reprcfented^ nor could liiy infenfibility of 
that favour be ftrainedto a contempt y but might 
fhe tempt me yet with fairer offers, they could 
never make me halt in my .fidelity to my C/eo^ 
patra. What MJulia^^added the Princejs, [van^ 
quijhing the Jhame that opposed the Hberty of 
ber language) )Vhat i^J^IJa hcrielf Ihould love 
you, would you difdain her for Cleopatra ? . 
Thefc Words at the fame time almoft wrought 
the fame effeft upon the Prince and Princcfs, and 
if the confufipn fhe took from her own Words> 
made j^ulia bend her Ipoks downward, Cor tola", 
nus was foabaflVdat adifcourfe, which indeed he 
\had little realbn to expedl from fuch a Perfon as 
Julia ^ as it was long before he durft raife his to 
her Face. In fine, that he might not increafe his 
Confufion by his filence, * Madam, /a/Vi&^, there 

* is no need of an Anfwer to this Difcourfc, no 

* neceffiry of declaring my Sentiments, in a Rcplj 

* to Raillery.* * But admit, y^/W Julia ^ what you 

* call Raillery Ihould prove Reality, how would 

* you take it? and what Entertainment would 
*■ your Breaft give to Cdfars Daughter, had Ihc 

* a %iind to banilh Anthony^ from thence .> 

Coriof 
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Corio/anusy feeing hirafclf prels'd in that mau- 
ner, was refolve^l rather to uke Advice of his Con- 
icience and Virtue, than leaii 16 a Complaifance^ 
which he could not approve ,• arid after he had 
taken fome Moments to contrive a fit Anfwer,' 

* Madam, /aid be at laft^ though I have littJc 

* reafon to explain my(cif, or exchange my (eri- 

* ©us Thoughts for Mockery, yet I muft tell you, 

* fiwc^ you nave commanded me, that Ihould that 
^ Fortune befalWc you mendpned, I were the 

* nK)ft unfortunate of all Men ,• fince I am forbid- 

* den to enjoy it, not only by the Fidelity I owe 
^ Cleopatray but the Amity I prefer ve for ikf^r- 
*' cellusy who only m^irs the entire Afifecliou of 

* the Princefs Julian and from whom I would 
^ not take it, though it were offered me in the 
*■ pompous Drefs of all the Grandeur and Felicity 
^ the Gods can bcftow. 

) Thu^-did my Mafter' unlock his Thoughts, 
■ii^hich touched Julia &> fenfibly, as it was long 
Before fhc could recover her Speech 5 but at laic 
her Anger forced a' Paflage for Words 5 and re- 
garding my JMafter with, a fcornful Air, * You 
•* conftrued my Difcourfe flighty /aid Jhe^ when 

* you apprehended it Raillery j it was fo, Cor 10-^ 
^ lanusy and believe it 5 and the Affcdious oi Julia 

* fhall never oblige you to crack your Amity to 
^' MarceiiuSy nor your Love to Cleopatra : I was. 
*" only' dtfiroui tb try the Temper of your hleart, 

* and' now I have (ccn how well it guards theFi-' 
^ ddity you owe your Friend and Miftreft, it 

* fhall heighten my Efteem of your Merits. 

She brought forth thefe Words with a Con- 
ftraint, that my Mafter eafily obftrved j and tho* 
fbe ftrpve to hide it, by entering a Difcourfc up- 
<m other Subjeds, yet flie followed ic^ fo much 
Bifbrdcr and Coniufion, as perceiving it would 
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ask fome time to undiftemper her Realbn, ihe 
bad Coriolanus good-night. 

My Ma{!er vent away better inftrKded than he 
defired m Julian Inclinations \ and though by hex 
laft Words, which Defpight had utter'd, flic fecnv- 
« ed to tetrad what before (he had too eafily ofier^ 
cd, yet he was not Co ignorant as not to aifcover 
the Truth. He fince did me the Honour to tell 
me, that be never refenred any thing in his Life 
with (b much Anxiety, fadly refledmg upon his 
own Impuidance to fatisfy the Priticcfss Uefiress 
but much more upon Marcellus's Interefts, whoiOs 
he now perceived fo lightly forfaken, and foresaw 
how cruelly he was ufcd by JuUas Levity : Nc-. 
verthelefs, ne was unwilling to acquaint his Friend 
with this unwelcome News, and there rcfolyed to 
(lay till Julias Humour 0iouki change^ or Mar^ 
ctftus leafn ic firom fbme other Moathj nor would 
his Difaetion give him kavc to let- CUofMtra 
know of it, as well to cgnaartheShainc oiCefart, 
Daughter, and his Friend*; Mi0r9fi> as to forbea.^ 
a Ditcourfe that might hetrajr thelcaft Ajipeaiance 
of Vanity. 

In the mean time, he carefully fled all Occa- 
fions of meeting Julia alone } and that Princc& 

ferccived ix^ with a Defpight that might well have 
ani!h*d \i\xxi her Bread, had her Power beenpro- 
portion*d to her An^er \ but fixe had Force enough 
to hide her Flames for a time, and treat my Ma- 
fter with a more tcCerved Carriage than was iifual^ 
However, he abated her no Refpedl, but ijill paid 
her his Civilities in as (pecious a manner as her 
Quajiity could challenge, only he was careful to 
cfcape both her Entertainment and her Sight, whea 
t\it- Place was void of Witnefs.. 

Julia for a time feigned hcrftlf vtty well Citit 

fifcl 5 and ri?eeting him one Day in a Gallery that 

^ be- 
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belonged to Livias Lcx^ings, noctvithftaudhig he 
was acconopaoy'd with two or thcce of his Friends, 
*' CorioJanus, Jkid Jbe, paffi^g hy bm^ there is 

* leldom Safety in Prefumpcion -, you kcely palVd 

* a ferious Conibadion upon what was meant in 

* jefl) pray di&ba& yourtelf, and be not (b hght* 

* \y ieducM by an erroneous Opinion.' My Ma- 
(ler would have replied, had ihe giTen him time^ 
but ihc pailed 1^ him £0 fwiftfy, as he had not 
(he leifure to ihape an Anfwer ^ and he was a 
little troubled at the mamier of the(e Words, tho' 
kc found £bme Caufe of Sacisfadiou in them. 

Thus JuJia perieveced in her Behaviour for 
ibme Days, ftili treating my Mafler with a cold 
Indificrencfc -y and her Spirit w^uing Reiblution co 
endure too much Vioiaicc, her Inclinations got 
she ViAory of her Anger, and ihc began to (peak 
tK t^ Eyes in fiuh Accents, as ^n game Corhk^ 
9MS Imdlq»ence her Refeitments were di£Spated : 
bur as befere he fix>pp'd his Ears at her Word^, £0 
BOW he fhsc his Eyes at her Glances<» and com- 
pofed all his A^ons with, (b much Qmrion td- 
wards her, as, if her Spirit were nothardy beyond 
Example, ihe could never have had the Confidence 
to brine her AfTedion again into tlv: Scene. She 
lepentcd of all j(he bad faid to revoke the firfl: De- 
claration ; and, defirous to repair that Breach^ 
meeting hhn one Day at.Cou^, flie drew him to 
a Window ; and when Refpe^ had drawn thofe 
that Aood near to a greater Diftance, advancing 
lier Head towards him in a lanniifhing manner, 
fpeaking Co low as none could over-hear her, 

* Coriolanus, faidjhe^ think it no more a Mocke- 
^ ry, when you are told that Jttiia ]mts you ^ 

* for, believe it, 'tis a perfect Truth.

Jfulia wa$ (orry the had lent my Mader Wea« 
pons to defend himfelf againft her 5 and having 
iK>w no time to explain herielf further, the only 
try*d to perdiade him with a fiery Blufh, that heir 
Words were ferioas, and that ihe bad difplay'd 
her naked Thoughts, but with too much Truth. 
However, the Prince conchides to personate an 
Ignorance, arms her own Difconrfe againO: her- 
felf, and flill feigns an Interpretation of her Words 
and Adions as the £fFe6b of Raillery. In the 
mean time, (as it became him, as well in reference 
CO her Binh, as Mari;eUus*s AfFedion) he (till 
treated her with his ufual Deference ; an^ becaufe 
in that Point he deemed it not fit to difoblige'hcr^ 
he could not (o cunningly evade her Company $. 
but fhe often engaged him in longDifeotirres, and 
then ufcd £0 little skill in concealiitgher AfEedtou*^ 
as few Perfbns frequented their Company that hait 
not already difcovered it. 

Marcelius^^ the moft intercftcd, took the Im- 
preflion deeper than all the refl ; and receiving- 
daily Symptoms from JuIms Deportment, thac 
no longer permitted him to doabt hec loconlbm- 
cy, the Blindnefs of his Pa0ion made him ftumble. 
upon a Jealoufy > that fulia not only loved O^io^ 
Ijinus, but wais again beloved by him. This' Be* 
4ie£ had no fboner got Credit 'with hinii but it 
produced Efieds that had like to have dragged- 
nim to his Tomb : And when he callcKii to- ipiod 
thofe rare Pripo^ he had ^y^n Coriphnus jof his^ 
Amicy;. h#could not refkd .upQAi ^he lognLtinftie 
(of wiu^ his. Tbouj;hts had aoi¥ pronqi|n$)edhm 
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guilty) withom falling fnto a mortal Agony. His 
crad Jcaloufy, for fome Days, made him fly the 
fight of rhaturifaithful Friend, and feck out Soli- 
todc ih the moft untrodden Places, difcourfing 
his Woes to himfelf, in the faddeft Falhion that 
Grief could invent. 

^ My Matter, who could Jiever endure to be long 
out of his fight, fought him on all^ fidts 5 and 
nnderftanding one Day that he was retired alone, 
into thofe Alleys of the Palace Garden rhat verge 
upon the Tlbery he followed him thither without 
ft Companion, and at hik found him laid upon 
one of the Seats of an Arbour, in the moft unfre- 
quented Part of the Garden.

He had faid more> afi4 their Diicourfe had 
kfted longer, if the Arrival of the two young 
Princes » AUxandit and Ptofomy had not inter- 
rupted it, who, afier chey bad fluted the reft of 
the Company, they atpproach'd ohe Princefs their 
Sifter, and Coriolanxu, whom they loved txcxii^ 
ingly \ divers noble Romans^ whicxi came thither 
in tlieir Company, alfo mingled themielves in the 
Troop, and the Walk continued and ended, with- 
out of&rihg my Mafter an Oceafion of rcviYing' 
his Difcourfe with CUopatra. 

The next Day these befel him an Accident, that' 
^ve a Report loud enough through Remt^ so ar« 
rive at your Ears,, when you refidcd there, which 
as it haftened his Voyage foxne Days fboaer thair 
he intendeds, fo it gave him the Means to uiider^ 
take it with more Qlory than he expeded. Thcrr

That Day I fpoke o^ he being in the Palace 
Gallery, whete the nohkHRifmans ufiully waJk*d, 
attetidiog the £mpero£*s Riiing, my Maftet aoJ 
J4berius met there t(^ether,foUowedbya.ThioDg> 
of the moft coofiderahk Perfbiis xo the Empire ^ 
though dieir mutual Jealoufy bad cztioguiik'd all 
the iparks of Friendfhip» which might otherwife 
have been kindled bawixtthcm, e^wdally in the 
malicious Spirit oi Tiberius: Their Enmity was 
not yet come to a Declaration^ and if the re{peA 
vhich my Prince carried in LivU, kept a pare 
of his under hatches, Tiberius^ who is a perfe6^ 
Mailer in the; Art of Diflunuiatioti, conceai'd his 
hatred for othei: con£derations, often fpoke ta 
Cgrh/anjrt^ and treated him with as af&ble looks* 
as his cunning could put on ^ out at tharcocouaeer,. 
approaching to him : ^ Cook, /aid bty Ihall we 
^ know out Oeftinies, from the mouth of Tbrm^ 
^.fiUus P ' Then becfccning the Artift to come near* 
c£, and prefex^ting my Piinee unto him : * What 

* think you l^brafillusy faid be, of the PritKe of 

* Mauritania s Fortune and mine ? Shall our in-= 
^ dinations thrive in the defign they are kveird at ? ^^ 
TbrafiUus had ofien (eea vay Prince, knew his Age«. 
the Conftellation thai; rukid at his Nativity, and 
had oonfulted all other ciccumftanoes from whence^ 
he ufually raited his conipflures \ but he had ibi* 
dded Tibtrius*$ with more circum/peftion, and' 
often told him many chiogs that concerned bis 
Deftiny ^ to my Mailer he had never fpoken, ha- 
ving receiv*d but l^tle encouc^ment from hi^ 
cunofity i but then after he had fpent £bme dme 
io peiuung the two Princes : Mf my Seiinee de*

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*- Other in his Ambition : And becaufe you dcfire 

* not a more particular knowledge, I will affiire

This Difcourfe ofThraJffhiSy towhofe prefagcs 
the conformity of Events had acquired him a great 
deal of credit, was followed by a loud acclama- 
don from the whole company 5 and the rwo 
Princes, to whom it was addreflcd, ftood ancf 
gazed a while upon eadi other without uttering* 
a Wofrd 5 at laft my Matter, after 4ie had fttioufly 
teiDancM Tfifrafilhis Words : * For the enjoyment' 
*• of what 1 love, faid he^ I ihould cafily quit the" 

* Empire of the World j and on condition Ihc* 
*" may be mine, I fhall bear no grudge to my com- 

* petitor*9 Fortunes/' This language was amorous' 
afw modefVi but the reply of Ttberitts was not fo 5' 
and though hp hid poW€r enough^ upon himfclF 
wot to be carried away-wiih thcTidc -of a viiti Pre-* 
fumptioh; * I f^tiendy faid hey to die poflcffion' 

* of C/eopaffay nor do I renounce my claim to 

* the Empire, (incc the World has not another 
*' Man, that is born with a better Title to both.'* 
This DifconrCc lighted up an indignation in my- 
Ma(ler*s Spirit, as wdl foe his ownmcerreft, which 
teceiv'd aa open af&ont in what referred to Cleth 
fatrsy AS Marcelitts's ti^y who by the univcrlal' 
Vote of the Rimmts^ the intention of Cdfir:, and' 
the fafFeriflg of Equity it felf, mi^ht pretend with 
mote juftice to the Imperiai Diadem thanTi^^ ritf/> 
and by all thefe was pLaoed before him : BeTidcs, 
be could never (ludy- the Science of diflenobling, 
thou^ then fordiversrcon{iderations,keftruggled 
with%imfelf to confine a part of his 'refeotmcnts, 
an^dactiog a- disdainful look at'Ti^riW:'^ I 

* know 
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* know noc^ faid bcj td^hac you may be born, 

* but I hope that oeuher Cieopatra nor the £m« 
^ pire ihall beany p^ of you t Portion. And who 

* Ihall difpuce it ? reply* d Tibirius^ fred 'mith 
^ ragcy can juftet pretences, aini better fupponed 

* than mine, be fhewn by a defpoikd. African ? 

* For the Empire, anfwered my Prince^ Rome 

* has enough more worthy than thy felf to com* 

* mand it ; and for Cleopatra^ that African will

* as he is, is ycjt the Son of a puiflant King, and 
' not of a pafiry Citizen, as^ tnou art, .ai>4 fron^ 
' whom Eortooe has taJkcn nothing that could 
' make him lofe tho(e advantages he had of thee 
' both in Birth and Vinue. 

At thefe Words they both laid hands upon the 
guards of their Swords j and though the refped that 
was due to the place might have retrained thenv 
xo more inodecation > yet that confideration had 
not then beep capable to ftop their hands, if th^ 
whole company bad pot fiiadcnly thrown them« 
felves betwi;st tnem, and fo cut ofFa farther paflage 
tp their fury. 

The noife of this divided the whole Court in 
two fadions j and if the authority of the Emprefs 
his Mother, added to the large Alhances he had 
in Romey gained Tiberius a puiflant Party, the cre- 
dit of Marcetlus-t and the Friends whicn his Vir- 
tue had acquired, made my Mader's full asformi* 
dable \ which may ieem {Irauge, if the glorious 
rank and garb be confideired, which Tiberius did 
(hen, and doth ftill appear in : Yet, 'tis true, my 
prince; as much a ftr auger and defpoiled as he was, 
fxw himfelf in a condition to hold up his head 
againft theSonof L/x»/tf, the DrufiySu/pitH, Me* 
telliy with diver^ other Jamil ies that rang^I them- 
felvCs on Tiberius Party : Ap4 with Marcell^bSy th^ 
' , gene- 
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My Mailer had fcarce ended chefe Words, when 
Tiberius y ^ich as fierce a confidence in his looks 
as Coriolanusco}MQ^tvf^ thus pucfued his requeft ;

' riolanus has made, and if it plcates the Emperor, 
' that our Valour ihallonly try our Titles xoCleo* 
' patray 'I ihall that way advance my claim hy 
^ £urer pretences than ever 3 I will go as well as 

* he into the Armies that combat for the Empire, 

* and if the Emperor ^iidgcs me worthy of a Com* 
' mand, I .hope my behaviour in Jiis fervice Ihall* 

* render it: apparent, that I want no courage to 
^. merit iiich a recompence as Cleopatra, 

The Difcoittfe, of thefe two young. Princes, 
-which had attiHtded the attention of aJi the aiJi-'. 
ftants, marvcUoufly pleaicd ^tf^«^tf j, and at 'the 
i^me moment he openly procefled his approbation 
of their brave defign^ and promifed by his consent, 
that Cleopatra fbould never be given but to him 
of the two, that in Rome^s /ervice couid ihew bed 
proofs of their Military Virtue. 

My Mafter receiv*d this Declaration of the Empc* 
tor with an &fx(s of joy -, and Tiberius^ who really 
is very courageous, ezpreH: asgreat afatjisfadion. 

From that very day the Emperor grew (hidious 
to find out employments for them Both, and by 
good fortune an occafion oflefed it Cdf as favour- 
ably as they both could wiih. 

Terentius Varro^ and Jilius Corifius^ with a 
puiiiani* Army made. War againft the Auflrians 
and jCantakrians, who were rifen in Rebellion 
againfl: the Empire in prodigious numbers. But 
the Soldiers, no longer able to endure the infup- 

Sortable humour oivarro^ the Emperor was con- 
trained to call him home, and Corifius made io- 
capabltt by his pcrfonal defcds of the (bic Com-' 
ma^ c^chac War, i;he Emperor vyas oblig'd to fend a 

Captain 
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-Captain ihVarro*s place^ who, cill then, by means 
of CortJius\ infirmities, had fuftain'd the whole 
weight of Care in rheconduA of chat Expedition. 

Oq the other fide. War being kindled in Pan^ 

nonia and Dalmatian and the Captain that com- 

snandedchejSi'miUVi Army having been kill'din an 

encounter ^ iht Legions had (ent to demand a new 

General oiC^efar^ w hich yet he had not nominated* 

Thefe two employments, after the method of 

fbme deliberation-, were given cathe two Rival 

Princesy with hopes of fiicccfs that were yet equally 

divided betwixt them. 

My Mafter had Commifiion to march in Varfo'k 
place againft the Aufirians and Cantabrians ; an<S 
Tiberius^ who indeed, though very young, had 
already given many fiinals or his gallantry, wa^ 
defign'd to command tiie Army in Pannonia, 

Thefe two Princes, highly fatisfied with theit 
remploymeocs, equally prepared for their departure, 
and vaoqiiiih'd by the help of their mutual Emu- 
lation the grief they took to pact with Cleopatra. 

Marcellusy boiling as well as they with a defire 
of glory, took example by them to demand a Mi- 
liary employment 5 but the Emperor told him it 
vras his abfolufie will be Ihould flay near his Per- 
fon, yet flateered him with the hopcW an im- 
portant expedition which he had in jhis thoughts 5 
and my Mafter's earneft entreaty that be would (lay 
a while with Julia, and endeavour to recover hec 
fickened flames, wrought upon himfb fuccefsfiilly, 
as at Jail he was contented that Rome ihould yet 
be his refidence. 

I need not fpeak of the preparations thefe two 
young Generals made for their iVoyage, nor trou- 
ble you with fulias difcontent for my Matter's 
Reparation, who in every place that hijmet her, 
and when be .took his leave, fiill evad^ parti- 
Yot. I, <^ cular 
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4Xiht Difcoucfes with a grand >Orcamfpt(^ion ^ 
,and the haftc 1 make to pafs to the Narrative oP 
weightier Affairs, only .pecmitsme to tell you^ 
that the day of their departure being artiv'd, af^ 
ter they had revived toe £mperor*s Orders, the 
cwQ Princes took kzYct^ Cleopatra apart ^ I knovr 
not what I,anguage was exchanged betwixt her and 
Tibtriusy but my >ia{ler*s ihewed the marks of a 
mod ardent paffion, a^ Ckopatra*s of an af&Aion, 
which gave C^rifiXd/ffrxcaufe enough to becontemedi 
* It is not Madaoi^ /aid be^ after fome precede 
ing Vtfcourfist it is not your af&dion that csJls 
fay courage to this difpute with Tiberius s That 
keeps to a greater height of value for cither to

Civility to keep -him company, he was willing fot 
a while to defer the continuation of Emiiiui^s recitals 
They went together to his Chamber, and the 
Son of Juba no looner faw Tyridates^ biit recei- 
"ving him with an obliging adion, full of bewitch-

While thus they inlargcd their Civilities, their 
Dinner came in^ during which they entertaiu'd 
each other with Difcourfes as agreeable as their 
melancholly Hearts could allow. 

The valiant unknown, was (ervedinhisCham* 
l>er with other meats, for .the depth of his wound? 
oblig'd him to another Tort of ^nouriflimenc j he 
was very hardly difpos'd to fufibr the applicacioo 
pf any remedy, and the reafon he had to affli^k 
liimfelf, returning to bis memory, left him Co lit* 
tie regar4 of Life, as the care of bis recovery wa$ 
only aded by Tyridates and bis 'Squire. 

Indeed, the Prince of PartbU omitted no en- 
deavours that could have been contributed to his 
f toper fafety ^ and by the brave things he bad 
/een him do, and that Majeftick mind which was 
able. to fink an impreffion of refped in all the 
Souls that beheld him, he bad received an opinion 
of him as a Perfbn wholly extraordinary. 

Dinner was no (boner ended, but be was at bis- 
Chamber door to enquire of his healthy and un- 
derdanding from the Cjiirurgeons, he- might now 
£ifely be fpoken to, he entered the Chanober, andK 
approaching the Bed, gave him the Bon^jiur^ 
The Stranger inforced his griefs to return what h^ 
thought' was due to his Benefador^ and regardinj^ 
him with Eyes that in fpight of their fickly Edip^ 
fparkled fometbing more fierce and marciahthan 
was to be found in the refl: of mankind: * You

* yet fo incffc^hially placed yours.* This dilcourfc 
(the pulfe of a rooftviofent grief) touched the Soul 
of Tyr'idatei with a frefbcompailion, and (kiirous 
CD fweeten the fbrrows of that valiant Man, as well 
as his own would permit him : ' I fhould bcreal*^

* health ^ but the Gods, from whom you bid me 

* expedl a reward for fuch trivial Offices, will 

* employ their puiflance (to which notbiiig is

* your confolacion. 

In cea(bn the Stranger ov*d a reply to this Lan- 
guage, and doubtle&in another reafon would have 
paid its but his thoughts were then in purfuit of 
another (ubje^y and after be had (pent ibme mo- 
ments in a deep ftudy : ^ Have you yet learn'd no 

* news, faid be^ of the cmel Pyrate that fled 

* yefterday from my iuft purluit ? Know you not 

* whether the perfons that were in his power, were 

* delivered by fome Divine or Human a/fidance? 

* We have beard nothing of that, anpwtrd Ty^ 

* ridateSf and believe he laved himfelf with his 

* Prey in thofe Veflcls we faw laft Night put ofF 

* to Sea. Gods ! ery*d the Stranger , wtb an 

* adion full ofjranffort, Gods I who have fuf- 
f fered me to nnd nothing among Men but cruelty 

* and ingratitude ^ ihall i ever meet the refufal of 

* fuccour at your hands, and muft I be eternally 
^ expos'd to opprelHon and injuftice? Have you 
^ favoured me in thofe occafions t)iat#rould con- 
< tribute to my glory, to crofsmein all dio(e that 
.^ Itould {erve nif repoie ? And in fine, inall thefe

He ftopp'd at thefe Words^ which he mingled with

^ my, all the mifchief that thy blind power can 

* faften upon my Deftiny 5-I do here lay myfelf

' haft but vainly combated with. - 

. He paused atihcfe Words, and Tyridates percei- 
ring he had much ado to ftop there, out of fear 
that his prefence might put him to fome coii- 
ftraint, and the Chirurgeons opinion that a pur- 
fuit of his paflionate difcourf^ might injure his 
health, after he had intreated him to take (bme 
xepo(e, and follow their advice to whofe care hii 
health was committed, and fcek, if po/fibic, for 
comfort in that grand Courage, whctcof he had 

fiven (o many glorious proofe in fe-Aibrt a time^ 
c togk his leave for the reft of, the day. " ' 

From that Chamber he return'd to CorUlaitUfr 
to whom he gave an accountof his Vifit, rfeixfat^ 
cd the Words, and dcfcribed the paflion of the- 
'Stranger: At this the Son oifuba fhrugg'd up hife 
£houlders, and lifted up his Eyes, when after hfc- 
had been fome moments filent : * Oh valiant 

* Stranger I cryd /;tf, if thy Soul be fejzed witii 

* a violent grief, how well has Fortune partem'! 

* our condition : Yet thy Calamities muft fwelltb- 
' a ftrange. bulk to meafure thy Calamities with 

* mine 5 when you (hall know my laft Advcnturc^> ^ 

* continued he^ turning to TyridateSy you will 

* doubtleii^ deplore my Misfortune, and poflibly" 

* belief that the miferies of others arc trifles it\ 

* compatifoa of mine. To keep you no longer itk 

' - * doubt 
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doiibt of this, Emiiius is ready to finiih his Story, 
' finoc you had radier have it from his month 
' than mine. For that,' faid Tyritiates^ I fhall 
take a rime when Civility forbids me to enjoy 
your company 5 though 'tis confeft I defire with 
(bme violence to learn the fucceflion of thofe 
beautiful A^ons, whereof the begionines were 
Cqt charming, but I fhall refer it to thofe houts 
which will not permit roe to fee you without im- 
portunity. I cannot fuffer the conftraint your 
Gourtcfy offers, faid Coriolanus^ to a Pcrfon 
who has no necemty to require it, do not difob- 
lige yourfelf for my Divertifemcnt, my thoughts 
do furniih me with an ample entertainment, and 
let me have leave to tell you, that in the fad 
cftate to which Love and Fortune has reduced 
me, if your company was not marvelloufly b^ 
witchine, it would not be fupportable. 
By thefe Words Cortolanus obliged Tyridates to 
leave him, and that Prince taking- lim///iy^ along 
to his Chattiber, made him fit down in the fame 
place where they pafs'd away the morning, and 
the faithful *Squire knowing his Intention, after he 
had prepared his Difcourte with fbme Moments 
of Silence, he purfued the Story in this Manner.

WE marched out of Rome to Auftria^mxh the 
Encouragement of many aufpicious Prefagcs 
for the War, and all thofe to whom the Frcquen- 
tation of my Mafler^s Company had given any 
Knowledge of his Virtue, entcrtaift*d very preg- 
nane Hopes of his Succefs in -that Expedition : 
Though he could take no Eiliployment Aat over- 
topped bis illuftriousBkth, he had fbrncRoifb^co

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think it ftraug^> that a Prince born of a barbarous- 
King, Enemy ro the People of Romey not exceed^ 
ing the Age of rwenty oney fhould oomiRand a 
Roman Army, at a Tin^ when Kome abounded 
"witYi (o many famous Captains of her own» thac 
were capable of Conduct: I fay to command y for l| 
indeed thottghT/7/irj Cortfius remained with fome 
Shadow of Auchotity in thole Provinces, his wane 
ci Expcrientc, with the Infirmities of his Perfon, 
had render*d him fo inconfiderable to the Soldiers,, 
as though my Prince (lill did him the Honour to 
receive his Advice in att Affairs, the abfblute Pow- 
er was folely iB his Hands, and the entire Glory 
of all thoie memorable Events in that Expedition, 
by the general Vote was aUored to him only. He 
was receiv*d by the Legions with loud Acclamati-^ 
ons \ and befides that, the Opinion of his former 
Exploits, had gained him the Heatcs of Pare of 
the Captains*, the bounteous Diftribution ofNa- 
ture*s favour, fignally flamp'd in his Face, Lan- 
guage, and A£tions, cjuickly procured him the 
iVfre(5tion. and Refpeft of all thofc to whom his 
Virtue was yet undifcover'd. 

The Commiffion he receiv'd frorti the Einperot 
was generally approv'd; the SoMiers, Officers, 
and Cortfius hlmfelf, (to whom Varr9\ violent 
Huinour had been intoterabk) acioepced dbis young 
Companion. in Command without a Mturmur^ 
and, though he was Lieutenant ro zltoman Army, 
lie held it an Honour, that the Son of a King, a 
thoufand Times more confiderable by his Merits 
than Birth, was apparently contented to fhare the 
Dignity with him, only reftrving all th^Trouble 
and Danger to himfclf. *Tis then to my Prince 
alone you may pleafe to .attribute the Honour of 
all that^as done in that War: And though the 
C|icG» were often fubfcribed withC^/j^iv/sNitme 

as 
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as well as his, 1 am able to affirm > as a couflanc 
Wicncfsy chat never for&ok him, he had no more 
hand in any Part of the Adion, than if he had 
then been ac Rome^ only amufing himfelf with 
political Matims how to govern the Provinces, 
and preserve the Cities in Obedience, that we had 
reduc*d i while my Mader, at the Head of his, 
Army, did the Bu(ine(s of the War* making nevr 
Brooks of barbarous Blood run thro* Campania* 

The Enemies bad two renowned Captains^ 
among them ^ he that led the Auflrians was caird 
^iUo, and Tbecpifiia commanded the Cantabri" 
ans : They had many flying Bodies befides, ranged 
under feveral Lieutenants, which were placed as 
Neceility adviled, in divers Parts of the Provin* 
ces, where they might beft diflrefs the Romans % 
their Cities were uoiverfally up in Arms, fortified 
with flrong Garrifons, and furnilh'd with abun- 
dance of Vidhials s all their Streiehts and Pailes 
upon Rivers defended wiel^ lb muoi Strength and 
Caution, as it appeared no petty Enterprize, up 
contemptible Task to tame this warlike People. 

Yet the Threats of thefe Difficulties, inftead of 
difcouraging, enflamed the Heart of the fierop young 
Prince, with an eager Defire of forcing, from 
xhofe fair Occafions an Improvement of his Glo-.- 
xy i and joining to his admirable Valour ,an ior 
credible Prudence^ if compared with his Years, 
be began to a6b in that War, both by Conduit and 
£:xecution, like another Hannibal y or a Julius 
Cafati never (lid any thing appear fo beautiful^ 
as my brave Prince in the Eundions of his Charge, 
.and when his Head was in a Cafque, that noble 
and warlike Mind was fo highly advantaged by 
-the Grace he ufed in his Command, ashisEne- 
ipies themlelves had not Power toehold him 
,wicl)0Ut ASe£lion. . The firft Time he ^re(ented 

himfelf 
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himfelf to their View was upon the Bank of a* 
Kttlc Riycr, where Tkeopiftus apptarcd in Petfbn 
at the' Head rf above 30,000 Combatants ; the 
River was narrow, but firarcc fordable, which j 
kept the Armies from joiniog, and forc'd thenz j 
for a long. Time to fignt at a Di(bincc> with nor ^ 
other Weapons than Arrows, 'till my Maftcr^ 
knowing the Advantage of the Rofhans eonfiftcd 
in a clofer C6mbat, and not in thofe woodea 
Showen, whereby tht Barbarians might happily ; 
^ifpo^e the Vidory with Danger to hi^ Party, adP- 
ter he had fought the fitteft Place, he fpurrcd his 
Horfe into the Water, and like another Alexan*^ 
dtYj at the Paflage of Granieus^ both by Words . 
and Example encouraged a Pan of his Civalry to 
keep him Company in the Danger; and thus 
Ibmetimes fording, fometimes fwimming thcic 
Horfes, they gained the oppodte Bank. 
• The Cantabrmns amazed at Co prodigious a 
Darings had not Courage enough icft them to 
l^and the Encounter ; and my Maftec taking Ai«- 
vantage of the Diforder, wherein Fear and Won^ 
der had ihufHed them, gave his Enemies a hoc 
Charge, and his own Soldiers Time to pafs the 
River with greater Facility than before, which 
i^ill came up with/iich fireih Supplies to his Sue** 
-eour, as at lad he totally routed their Army, and 
carried fo entire a Vi<^ory, as more tbam 15,009- 
Barbartans were Jeft dead upon the Spot. 

The fitft Lofs ftnick fuch a Terrour into the 
^Enemy, as made them manage their Quarrel with 
more Caution. 

A few Days after, they thought they had got- 
ten an Occasion to revenge the lad Slaughter by 
our total Ruinc; and indeed they put us in great 
l>a«gcr J ^r my Prince^ fittitig dowii with his 
Army kforea Towo-cdled Ttike^ built upooa 

Marih> 
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Marfh, and made by its Situation almofl inac- 
ceffible, the Enemies two Generals having rallied 
and raisM all the Forces they could make, came 
up with an admirable Diligence in two gteat Bo** 
dks, incamped themfelves at our Backs, and ihue 
us up between the Gty, the Marfh, and theif 
two Armies, leaving no Paflage free, unlefs we 
could cut oat the Way through one of their grofi 
Bodies. 

My Mafter prcfcntly perceived what an Erro» 
his Ignorance in the Country had made him in« 
txa i but loath to give his Soldiers Time to per-^ 
cei?e their Disadvantage, and receive a Terror that* 
might give the Enemies the Vidory ;.to (avc his 
Men, he resolved to raiCe the Siege : And judg-» 
ing the Defign more fit for the Favouriceof Dark« 
neis than Light, having- caus'd the Tr«ops and 
-Lesions to be ready to march about Midnight^ 
and giving all neceflary Orders to the Officers, he 
^nt cwo'or three hundred Men to give an Alarm 
At Theo^iflm^s Quaners ; and when the Enemies 
beHev*d the Danger bent itfelf that Way, hs 
feddtnly brolce with all his Forces upon SUla*s 
Army, threw down all thar flood in his Way^ 
and by his Example we diarg*d £b vigoroufly, as 
aflifted by our fudden Surprizal, and the Fire we 
^rew about into all the Quarters of their Camp, 
and the NightV DarkneTs, which increa(ed the 
.Terror, we pat them to liich a general Rout, as 
-afisr we had killed about 10,000 Barhari'ans, we 
-paflcd through their Camp upon the Neck of the 
reft, which were left covered with Carkafles and 
-Blood, and made good our Retreat (carcc witfc^ 
the Lofs of ^00 Men, to the top of a Mountain, 
.where we incamped before Day, whofe new- bom 
light made us quickly underiland oifHelves in a 
4Coudidoa to prekm them Battle^ • 

This 
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This brave Piece of Service pa(s'd for a Miracle 
among the Barbarians^ and fb fearfully adonifh- 
cd rhcni) as iaftead of marching in Battle ag^inflr 
us, they rofe up with their KtVRYy and dire<^ing' 
their March through the Cicy> they went and en^- 
camped on the other Side the M^&* 

A few Days after, my Mafier re iuforcing his 
Nombers with the Supplies of 8000 Foot, and 
4000 Horfe, which Corifius had fenc him, he 
ie-attack*d the City (b vigoroufly, as in fpight of 
the Enemy's Army that lay at the Gaces on the 
other Side, and fortified it with Numbers necefla- 
-ry for Defence^ within fix Days time we catcied 
it by Storm, and marched toward the Enemy with 
fo much Courage andConfidenoe> as it took away 
thdr's, and obliged them to a timorous Retreat 
into fuch Places, whofe Simation hinder'd as 
from forcing them to fight. I contrad the Reci- 
cal of thefe Things in as narrow a Volume as poC- 
iible, for ihould I tie my Relation to every parcL- 
irolar, it would coft more Time than I have now 
CO lay ont upon the whole Difisourfe. 

While thefe Things pai(s*d at the Camp, Fame 
daily carried Intelligence of my Mafter*s grand 
Adions to every Roman Ear, which brought as 
much Joy to hdarceUu^Uid the reft of his Friends, 
as Defpight to Livia^ and the whole Fadlion of 
Tiberius \ the Prince& Cktfatray who claim*da 
inore peculiar Intereft in his Glory than the reft, 
forgot not to acknowledge her particular Satisfiu- 
tioD, and to that Purpofe fhe anfwer*Jall hisiet* 
ters ; but my Memory, too weak to raain them, 
I only prefetved fome of the fhortefl, and fcfped- 
ally that which fhe wrote upon Intelligence of his 
Vidory I laft related : I believe the Words di£r*d 
jioc mudf^om thefe.

^ TT O gain great Baitks againft the valianteft 
A * People in Europcy to force Cities defended*

* worthy of your Courage j> but thus every Mo-

Thcfe ckar Proofs of Cletpatra^ Afi&dion 
fwelled my Mafhr's Courage to a greater Height, 
and daily carried him to the Enterprize of braver 
Exploits, for w4iich FoRune offered him fair Op- 
pormnities, and the Gods {cem*d willing for his 
Glory, that our Enemies, by thcAnival of a great 
Recruit, fhould be once more abk to face us in 
the Field, and trufting to the Number of their 
Men, which far exceeded otir*s, they defcended 
into the Plain of Gangarisy and prefented us Battle. 

Corio/anusy though much the weaker in Num- 
ber, joyfully accepted the ^ff/?r/i7f^j Defiance, and 
ranging his Army with a dexterous Prudence, he 
marched againfl: the Barbarians, not as to a doubt* 
ful Combat, but a certain Victory. 

I remember he was that Day covcr'd with a 
Coat of Steel, fo exceedingly bright, ft the Splen- 
dor of it mingled with xhc Rays of the Jmds thac 
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enriched his Arms, and bock receiv*d the Sun- 
Beams, formed a Flame which (eemed to inviron 
him ; befides, there appeared another in (everal 
Plafhes at his Eyes, that darted then fierce Glory 
with iiich extraordinary Ardour, as it was even diN 
ficult for bis Friends to behold them without betray- 
ing (bme kind of Fear ^ he wore noCa(qae to covet 
his Face, but only a little Morion after the Greek 
Falhion, fhaded with twenty white Feathers, un^ 
der which his Yifage appeared that whole Day na- 
ked to the View, and his Jong curl'd Hair which 
de(cended upon hir Shoulders in grofs Annulets; 
fcemed to borrow Brighmefs from bis warlike 
Ardour.. He was mounted upon a white Horfe; 
dapled with black Spots, which ar once exprefled 
both Pride and Beauty, and in his right Hand held 
two Darts, which he brandifh*d againft his £nei- 
micB in a menacing Fafhion. 

Thifs, and more &ir than I am able to de^ 
Icribe him, after be had made an Harangue to his 
TroopSywith an Eloquence that few alive could 
match, he led them on to the Combat *, and at 
his firft Blow, in the view of all his Army, gave 
Death to Si/Io^ General of the Auftriansy a Man 
of an extraordinary Force and Stature ; who, after 
my Prince's Example, marching at the Head of 
his Forces, was pierced through and tiirough with 
onq of his Javehns, and fell without at Soul at 
his Horfe's Feet. 

Coriolanus afCCompany*d that brave A(f^ with a 
thouiand othcts-, v nich, in fpight of the Throng 
into which he rufh'd with a precipitate Fury, wew 
tcmark'd by Thoufands •, and fo courageoufly ani- 
mated his Soldiers, both by his Voice and Ex- 
ample, as, afier a well difputed Combat, Vi^bry 
dcclaied fdl us, and remaiu'd fo entirely our's, as 
more chtn 3.5,0Ge Barkariam died upon the Piaoc^ 

their 
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■heir whole Baggage was taken, and all thofecbac 
elcapcd the Fury of ouf Soldiers, fcarce found 
their Safety in the wild Shelter of die Forefts and 
Mountains. 

This Vidory, which by the Rifmanr Jadgmcnti 
to whom the News was auickly carried, migbfi 
^aye challenged a Comparifon with the moft me- 
inorable of thofe that helped to eftablifti their Em- 
pire, gave a great Stagger to this War, but it was 
not capable to end it : And though it was long 
before the Barbarians could recover a Condition 
©f fighting again, yet they had a great Number 
of ftrong Cities, not one of which would' render 
without Refiftance ; Co that it coft us no lefs than 
a whole Year's Time to reduce them. During 
which, we had divers Combats upon Parties-wich 
the Enemy's icatter'd Troops, which they fent to 
fet upon us on all Sides. At laft we received In- 
telligence, that they had made one great Effort for 
all ; and having drawn all the Forces together they 
could make, they were marching towards us, for 
the laft Decifionoftheit Liberty. 

But while my Matter thus bravely bufied him- 
Itlf in the Service of the Roman Empire, (and 
befidcs the purchafe of a Glory that carried his 
^ Name to the remoteft Limits of it, with the Ap- 
plaufe of the People, Senate, and Emperor)' flew at 
a proud Hdght in CJeopatra*s Favour, which her 
ftill rifceived, confirmed- by daily Proofs. The Ma- 
iice of his Fortune would have it, that Tiber ruf 
ftxoM light upon no Worfe Succefs in Germany^ 
dian he had in Spain. Tis true, he had the Ad- 
vantage to command the valiancer Legions, and 
deal with Enemies of far lefs Strength and Cou- 
tage than out's -, whatever it was, (foi^my Ma- 
ker's Interefts cannot biibe me to debate tj^c jull 
Yalue of his. Enemy's Glory) he defeated theP^jy- 
.*. - nmians 
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ftonims ^nd Dalmatian^ m two fignal Bactla> 
took five or fix of their chief Cities, and reduced 
them to (b feeble a Conditioo, as wanting cboie 
great Refouras that (b often crefted the Auftriavu i 
sjid Cantahrians^ they were conf^ained to beg fl 
their Peace of Tiberius^ and receive thofe Condi* ^ 
cions it pleafed the Conqueror to inipofe^ virhich 
the cruel Difpofition of Tiberius (ever inflexibk 
to Pity or Pardon) render*d very rigorous ; and 
rhougn indeed he did fignalize himfelf in thar£j&- 
peditiou by divers Pieces of perfbual Valour, he was 
sinuch cenlured ^r fpilltng of Blood, without a jufi 
Kecefiky, and breaking the Asticles in his Qipi-* 
tolaciom* However, in eight Months time, with' 
great Advantages to the Empire, he finillsed tluut 
War ^ and returned to Rome^ cover'd with Laurels 
\n fo pompous an Eftate, as the Triumplis of 
Cdfar^ Pomp^y^ and Paulus Emilius did Icaroe 
ihew more Magnificence. 

His Adions, to mention them widaout Partiali- 
ty, were certainly £ir fhort of my Ma&ei*s, as the* 
Story's .Sequel will inform yoU} but the'Succefs- 
not ie(s condticing to Gejars Service, which tho 
Emprefs, with her whole Party, cry'd up with- 
loud Praifes, and (Irew'd the Court with fuch a 
Noife of his Atchievements, as if all other Men's ^ 
Glory ought to (ufier an Eclipfe when his was' 
mentioned. C£far made him a Receotion, noc 
unworthy of the Service he had render'dbim, nor 
the Place that he held near his Pedbn by his Mo- 
ther's Authority ; and the Priucels Cleofatra^ that 
jQie might not be conftrued anEnem]^totheState«- 
by betraying any Trouble- for his Profperity, by 
Advice of thofe whom her own difcreet Choice had' 
given A<j$horicy over her> received him with a' 
Snootj^ Brow* 

- Tileriur - 
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Tiberius kft out nothing in his Language or 
Behaviour/that might prove a Bait for her Af&c- 
cioQ, and try'd all the Strength of his Power with 
the Emprels, in di^pofing he£ to fway Csfar^s^ 
Judgment on^ his £de. 

Liviay as {he bad formerly done, did for a time- 
redd his Intreaty, eagerly defiroas to addtels his-- 
Aims at the Princefs Ju/ia, whofe Pofleifion would* 
put him in a fair Path to the Empire, a De/igcf. 
that efpecially. toil'd her working Thoughts. All^ 
the Perfuafions the could urge, were employ 'd up- 
€m her Son to change the Obje^ of his PalGon^ 
endeavouring to make him feel the Stings of 
Emulation againft M/ircellus j who, by the En- 
joyment oijuliay would (Iroigthen his Pretences 
to the Sovereign Authority, and doubdefs carry 
the Imperial Crown by the double Advantage of 
Nephew and Son-in-law to the Emperor. 

Tiberius was the moft afpiring Man upon Earth ^. 
yet then more amorous chan ambitious, which 
arm'd him with an obfHnate Defcqoe againft Li* 
via's Importtmities $ and after he had aflSir'd her 
they were all in ^ain, he prefs'd €0 hard for her 
Affiftanoe, protefting his Repofe and his Life de- 
pended on it. As that indulgent Mother to the 
Paflions of her Son, gave over her Perfuafions, 
and began to fet her Subtkcies a-Work to content 
him, lofing no Occalion to fblhcite Augufius in 
his behalf, and praddflng all thofe Charms upon 
kiniy which ihe knew had greatcft Influence to 
perfuade his Preference of Tiberius*s Services ta 
thoie of CortpUnus, 

The Emperor Ibno refifting her Perfecatioos, 
and remembering what was due, as well to his 
royal Word as the Friendihip of Af^rcf //(•, (who 
publickly propp*d mv Mafl^r*s Interefts) an^ ^T 
Prince's Servicesi who was then flniggUng with 
V ' Death 
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Death and Danger for the Giory of his Empire 5 
he Ibuc his Ears to the fly Infinuations of Liviay 
which inccflamly tormented him. This Pcrfcvc- 
i^nce^lafted (bme Months ^ during which, he o^ 
ten protefted to determine the Difference betwixt 
the two Competitors with an impaflionate Equity, 
and decide the Prize of their Adions by fiich a 
general Judgment, as neither ihould have cau(e to 
iufpe6): Partiality. But, in fine, what could not 
Love do upon a Soul' when be had once difarm'd 
it? And what might not Livia hope from him, 
who for her fake had violated the (acred Laws of 
Marriage, and (beyond all Precedent) had ravilh- 
ed her great with Child from her Husband's Arms ? 
Well, that fubtile Spirit ply'd him (a perpetually >- 
as his eafy Soul, at laft confenting to believe that' 
Corio/anus-s Mouth might be ftopp'd with Re-* 
wards more important than Cleopatra^ to pleafe- 
the imporiunatc Liviay he declared againft hiniy. 
and promil'cd to pronounce his Judgment to her- 
Sou's Advantage, 

Of this the whole Court, had prcfcnt notieer 
and-it quickly flew tO'the Ears of Marcel/us and* 
Cleopatra, The Priucefs rccwv'd this News with 
a raoft violent Difpleafure, yet fijpported it with* 
more Moderation than MarcelluSy who burft into 
a loud and haughty Pa(&on at the Injury was^ 
oficred his Friend, vigoroufly difputcd his Inte- 
refts in the Emperor's Prefcncej and went fb far 
with T/^fy/Vi upon that Subjcd, meeting with' 
him at the Door of the Capitol, and exchanging, 
(bme warm Words, they drew their Swords ono 
at another. This Quarrel might have, raifed dan- 
gerous Diibrdcrs in Rome^ if Cafars Authority 
had nomAepp*d between, and forced them to a mu- 
tual {.mbrace, charging ./ff/rrcrZ/iyj to keep his Re* 
(hutments to him&lf. 
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My MaAet had Advice of his Misfottune that 
iame Day chat he ibught the laft Battle with the 
jiujlrians and Cantabrians, and was giving Or- 
ders at the Head of his Army, when two Letters 
-vrcre brought him, one from Marcellusy and the 
other ftomCleopatra.* Whatever his Employmenc 
could then alledge .to difpenfe with their ptefenc 
PcruCil, was all ovet^iornc by <he Paffion he pre 
ierved for tho£e two Perfons ^ aad» opening the 
JLecters, he found thefe Words in that of MarcisUus^ 
.which he firfl; read.

My Mafter, as I told you, received and read 
thele LetterS) iuft as be was at tbe Peititt>f giying

ibrwardeft with a loud Cry, and commanding 
their Stay till the Signal was given, he remained 
in a confbftd Perplexity, with his Thoughts at a 
iofs what Rcfblution he ihould take. His Resent- 
ments of this Injury no fooner took fire in bis 
^ul, but it prefently flew into (uch a Flame of An- 
ger, as the firft Thought chat prefented itfelf was 
to give away the Vidory, aiid punilh the Ingra- 
titude ofAu^ufiusy by the Lofs of his Army, and 
the Ruin oi his Affairs, ih a Country where his 
Vak>ur had eftaUii]|*d them. Then diflafting die 
TTneaibn in that De£gn, and paffing ^eoce to an- 
other that clalh*d not fb much with his Generofi- 
ty, he took up^ Thought to abandon the Roman 
ITroops, carry over his Sword to the Enemy's Par- 
ty, and raite them by that to the (ame Height 
nom whence he had thrown them. 

While this Irtefolution kept him buried in a 
'inrofeund Svix6y\ (bmc of the Commanders that 
were neareft his Perfbn, had asked him divecs 
Queftions touching their Employment, without 
gaming the kaft Word of Anfwer (rom his Mouth* 
Atlait, awaking from his 'deep Cogitations, he 
lifted up his Head, which all this Time he had 
Jbung down as low as his Saddle Bow ^ and tam- 
ing his Eyes round, wherein Choler was lively 
^prefented, .* Let us go, faid he^ whither our 
^ Duty ^lls us, and preifer our Honour bcfbce 
"* fuch RefeiKttients as cannot be jiiflified by the 
*? Evcift of this Day j we may poiEbly icvcrfc

liniflimg thcfc Words, after 'he had fcm all the 
Comittandcrs to their fevcral Charges, he firft 
gave the laft Sigiud, and was the firft that flew ia 
among his Enemies. 1 ihaU forbear the. Particu- 
lars of this Battle, which was the moft cruel and 
l)loodicft of all the rcftj only aftct the Difputc 
had hotly hdd a part of the Day, there fell to our 
Lot fo intirc a Viaory, as of more than ^0,000 
Barbarians that faced us in the Morning, fcaroe 
fhe Tenth of that Number wer« alive at Night. 
The General Tbeopiftusv/2LS thcreilain, with allthc 
inoft confiderablc PerfoBS of his Party, and thus 
this Root of RebelHon was cut up without the 
Hope of Refource 5 for this mifecabk People^ st 
few Days after, fhbmittcd to aU the Conditions 
were thought fit to impofe. 

They would have been vciy gende, could my 
]^4after have ftaid his Authority in thofc Parts, 
but the next Day after the Battk, conceiving his 
Duty amply difcharged, he went to find out Cori-- 
fus^ whom he had Idt iame of the Gout in a 
neighbouring City, where after he had pafled him 
^n Account of the State of Afiairs as he left then, 
remitting the whole Power iiito his Hands, he 
took his leave of him, ^nd a few Days after part- 
£d with the fame Equipage that followed him 
to the Army^ endeavouring by great Days Jour- 
neys to reach the imperial City. 

I will notrepeat the paffionate Complaints which 
broke fiom the Senfe of his Wrongs in that Voy- 
age 5 Grief and Anger toot their Turns in his 
Words and A6tions, and fbmetimes the latter 
tranfponed him to fiich tafh Language^ sujd loud 
Threats, as his Friends till then had never obferv^d^ 
and indeed Were Tcry uofiiitable to his ordinary

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Moderation i whatever Diligence w£ uCed in the 
Yoyagc, wc arriv*d not at Home till cbicc Days 
after the News of our laCt Yidory, which we 
fotind had taken up a glorioas Welcome, imd ez- 
prefs'd itfclf in all the Varieties of Joy to receive 
us i Bon&es and Sacrifices made the Sa:eecs flame, 
and the Altars fsioak, at a more confpicttous £x- 
pencCy chan was. ufuaily beftow^-d itpon the Coo- 
quell of larger Territories j and for a more -confpi- 
cuous Mark of Glory, the Emperor having now 
Cio.more Enemies in the, World to trouble the 
Tranquillity of his Dpminioti, in Sign of an uni- 
verfal Peace, had caufed the Temple o£ Janus to 
be fhut, which always ftood open in Time of 
War, and was never ieen dpfed iince the Reign 
of Numa PompJ/iifs. . ■ . ,f 

Had .Notice been given befopc of my Ma{let*s 
Coming, his Reception had been little ihowofa 
Cfiumphal Entry > and certainly had he defired 
the Triumph (itfdf, it would have been grantol 
him 5 but becaufc he left his Chat^, and came 
back without Auguftuss Orders, . he thought it 
»ot fit to give Advice of his Arrival, yet could not 
hinder the firft that faw him pafs from breaking 
out into loud Acclamations, and the Noife of his 
Return rap (bfwiftly from Mouth to Mouth, as 
in a few Moments it, wa$ divulged through the 
.whole City.
